, Many and various have been the 
comments on the component parts 
of the donble gun (lockK especially) 
as regarding safety, whilst few, 
Tery few, have been such urgiogs 
as seem necessary on the conduct 
and management of the piece, so as 
to obviate all apprehen3ions of dan- 
ger.* I presume on some small 
right to speak on the sot]ject, ex- 
duaive of certain motives indneinff 
me thereto, as' I have hitherto savea 
my money, though I iiave long of-

fered two stout keen lads, my ge- 
neral companions in the field, ^a 
handsome reward, whenever either 
of them can detect me loading witl^ 
a lock on the full qock, or themus- 
zle when in a line with any living 
creature, the objects of pvrsuit 
alone excepted. 

A chief danger from a donblegim 
arises from indiscreet management 
of the ' second lock,* if i may so 
term it, and a danger it is, of fra- 
qnent occurrence and terrific mag- 
nitude. Did any one ask me — 
" Would you again trust any lode 
whilst iu the act of loading X* I 
should answer " Never — ^neverl" 
The best of steel in appearance 
may^ nevertheless, have an inviai- 
ble flaw in it (I have known a case 
in point), and not be able to stand 
against the improved strength and 
temperament of modern main- 
springs. The dogs too, or scers^ 
as some call them, those especially 
of other than our metropolitan 
make, may be tempered above or 
beneath the precision herein re- 
quired, and breaking or wearing in 
these most essential parts, or poin^ 
rather, as productive of danger, 
are all but synonymous. 

In some manufactories en the 
Continent, and not on the Conti- 
nent only, I fear, it is a common 
custom to make the nicks or catchea 
on a piece of steel, which is after- 
wards brazed to the tumbler* Thie 
abominable practice, notwithstand- 
inff the esteem in which some may 
hold the repairing resources of our 
country blacksmiths, will, I trust, 
never more be attempted by any 
English maker, who, as such, haa

^HTS match (although by a chance 
hit there wa!s paused much 
disappointment) was a real sport- 
ing one, and the road to St. Alban's, 
Herts, the head -quarters, was lined 
at a very early hour. Cooper, who 
is a finished twelve-stone boxer, 
was beat by Hickman last year ; 
but It was thought he made too 
light of a powerfnl adversary, 
bursting with daring courage, and 
received a hit in the first round, 
which put him into a dose, from 
which he did not recover during 
the fight. Both men were full of 
confidence, although Cooper was 
iiot so well as his friends could have 
wished, bad legs having prevented 
the necessary exercise required for 
real training.

that no mark was left from a bloff 
which effected such terrible execd* 
tion ; but that surprise must imme- 
diately cease, when it is explained 
in an anatomical* point of view.

ON THE VARIOUS BREEDS OP 

HORSES. 

By Count Von Veltheim. 



(Continued from p. 266, Vol. VII. N. S,) 

" TJ N WILLING as I am to enter 
into a literary conte^^t, I can- 
not refrain from making some gene- 
ral remarks, whldi I presume, may 
be necessary to illastrat e and confirm 
many points already discussed. A 
late German writer upon the breed- 
ing of horses, M. Professor Schwab^ 
whose merits as a naturalist I nei- 
ther can, nor would wish to dimi- 
nish, by introducing my own views, 
in the preface to his work upon the ' 
organisation of the French studs, ' 
as well as in his pocket-book upon 
the art of brefdlng horses, has laid '

down some priaciples^ the adoptton 
of whicfa^ according to my jndg- 
ment^ and the experience we hate 
derived from' other countries^ in 
which the art has arrived at a high 
d^ree of perfection, wonld not 
only lead the horse-breeder into 
error, bnt also completely cripple 
M his exertions. A conviction 
of the essential prejudice that 
must arise from acting npbn the 
Professor's views of horse-breeding, 
mora especially in Germany, there- 
fore compels me to state the rea- 
sons which press upon me in oppo- 
sition to his theory j mine, how- 
ever, arc pnrely practical, and are 
as such submitted to the examina- 
tion of the public. 

" In the first place, he asserts, 
that in general the wild horses 
bear the strongest resemblance to 
the original of their kind, are the 
most perfect, and consequently, 
that the wild horses from the De- 
serts of Gobi, in Upper Asia, the 
only place in which the Professor 
will allow them to exist, are in 
themselves of the most perfect 
form, and superior to all the other 
breeds now existing. 

** Secondly, that climate pro- 
duces such an imperious influence 
upon the race of horses, as well as 
upon other animals, that, for exam- 
ple, a pure breed of Arabians trans- 
ferred to any other country, would 
in a short time, and at the furthest 
within the third generation, become 
like those of the country into which 
they have been removed, and assimi- 
late in every degree with the native 
horses. 

" Respecting the Professor's first 
position, it will be equally as im- 
possible for me to produce an un- 
answerable proof to the contrary, 
as for him to make it appear that 
the wild Tartar horse is the origi- 
nal of the 6|«cies, as he came out 



of the bosom of the eaartfa, an^ out 
of the hands of the Creator, rather 
than the Arabian, which has hitherto 
been generally acknowledged as the 
most perfect of its kind. 

'' On the other hand, Profetaor 
Schwab is not able to produce an 
undeniable proof of his hypothesis, 
merely from this simple reason, 
that neither of us ever have seen, 
nor ever can see this archetype. But 
supposing we had the same unex- 
pected good fortune as M. Adams, 
who at the mouth of the river Lena, 
discovered the bodies of several- 
elephants, which being completely 
closed in ice, had been preserved 
ever since the great flood, and 
were provided with flesh, skin, 
and hair, the skeletons of which 
have been safely conveyed to Pe-' 
tersburgh, whefe an ante-diluvian 
horse is deposited which was also 
found in, the same state of perfec- 
tion ; — ^still, according to the Pro- 
fessor's theory, though this could 
not be I he original horse, it might, 
at least, be admitted as a very near 
resemblance to it, and consequently 
a very striking copy, and we might 
by this means arrive at an expia- 
tion of the true state of the case. 

" Further, that this case is equal- 
ly as probable as that which has 
been referred to, viz. the mammoth 
of M. Adams, is apparent from the 
following communication of my ho*' 
noured friend, Mons. Strombeck, 
Councillor of Appeals at Wolfen- 
buttel, the gentleman who hap pub- 
lished Brerslack's German Geolo- 
gy, with many additions, ami this 
is, at the same time, the oldest and 
most complete proof of what I 
have also stated at the end of this 
supptementjuamely, that the species 
of the horse cannot possibly be^o 
corrupted, as Professor Schwab 
imagines. M. Strombeck wrote 
me as follows; — * The horse ea^i^t^ 

b2 ed 
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ed in the «Die-dil«vian worlds be- 
fore the great revolutioa which 
formed the alluvial rocks. He ex- 
isted with the mammoth, or the 
JSiephas primogemuB of Blu men- 
bach. Either the individnals of 
^ese species snperabouuded in the 
iiew irorld, or, what appears more 
probable to me, nature reproduced 
the same species. The Thieder 
mountain, near Wolfenbuttel, no 
doubt containH a considerable numr 
ber of fossil horse-bones, mixed 
with the remains of the elephant 
^nd rhinoceros, as well as of those 
pf other kinds belonging to a former 
world, with those of the present, 
the deer, the bear, &c. These fos- 
sil horse- bones are so perfect in 
size and form, and so complete in 
their resemblance to the bones of 
the horses of the present age, that 
M" Bielung, the animal physician 
at Brunswick, has exchanged and 
mixed the fossil bones of legs, &c. 
l^ith those of the present horses in 
such a manner, that when put to- 
gether, and only disguised by the 
colouring, it is almost impossible 
to distinguish one from another.. 
Thus, it appears> that the horse of 
the former world nearly resembled 
those of our time. Since this 
phenomenon has been illustrat- 
ed to every one's view by M. 
Bielung, I have had an opportu- 
nl y of being convinced by ocular 
demonstration, and have also re- 
marked, that the fossil horse-bones, 
when put together with the modern 
remains of Jiorses, very much re- 
semble the common Polish hussar 
horses, ai>d also those of the pre^^ 
seni light bre^d/ 

*' But till we may be equally for- 
tunate with M. Adams, my belief 
is, that we shall proceed with the 
tpost certainty, in abiding by the 
Evidence we have before us, with- 
out perplexing ourselves with oc- 



currences of more than, five thoiiv 
sand years 'Standing. It is to be, 
however, understood, that I am 
not speaking merely in respect to 
the theoretical enquirer, but parti- 
cularly with a view to the interests 
of the practical breeder. 

** Tliese points being pretoised, 
it is really^ as Professor -Schwab 
has justly remarked, not yet decid- 
ed as to what quaiihcations the 
wild horse of the desert of Cobi 
possessed, supposing his existence 
there, but even this is not yet 
proved J fpr, ei^cept Marco Polo, 
who visited these regions in the 
thirteenth century, and who sayss 
nothing on the s|ibject, noother tra- 
veller, that I know of, has been there, 

'' In the meanwhile, we may at 
least reason analogical ly on the pro-; 
bable qualities of these unknowa 
horses, from those with which we 
are really acquainted -, and this, 
partly from the proximity of geo- 
graphical situation, and partly 
from the mode of living nearest to. . 
theirs. But that no favourable re- 
sult can follow from these pre- 
mises, neither for the wild horse of 
Cobi, nor the wild horse in gene^ 
ral, it shall now be my eadeavour 
to shew. 

*' The different kinds of horses 
nearest to Cobi, geographically 
considered, are undoubtedly the 
following ; — First, the . Chinese : 
these, according to all descriptions, 
and to the drawings in Lord Ma- 
cartney's account of his embassy tot 
China, are some of the inost iU- 
fprnied, heavy, spiritless, languid 
animals of the species. 

*' Secondly^ the Kalmuck, Bu- 
ratic, Tunguisiat), Kirgish, and 
Bashkir horses, partly described 
by Count Bennigsen, and numbers 
of which were seen with the Rus- 
sian army in Germany, in the years 
1813, 1814, aad 1815,. tlwugfe. 

more 
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more or less superior to the Clri* 
nese, are still far below compari* 
son with the Arabians and other 
races the nearest allied to them. 

. *' Thhrdly, the Bootan and other 
horses of northern India, though 
not devoid of merit, are far ex- 
ceeded, by those of India, and the 
coontries nearest to Persia and 
Arabia. This is accounted for in 
Tnrner's Joarney to Thibet, who, 
in describing the Sheiks of Bootan, 
observes that they select the best 
of those breeds as the standards of 
excellence. 

. " Fourthly, there is nowhere 
any mention made by the eastern 
writers of the horses which the 
MoDgolens of the middle ages 
brought with them in their devas- 
tating excursions, as being in any 
degree distinguished in their kind: 
on the contrary, these writers 
abound with encomiums upon the 
Arabian horses, and others nearest 
their standard 

'* Abubekr Ebn el Bedr, equerry 
tpMalek el Nasser, the seventh sul- 
tan of the Mamelukes in Egypt, 
who reigned in the year of Christ, 
1279, in his work, Kamel el Sano- 
tain, or the art of riding and 
horse medicine, mentions a circum- 
stance, noticed by many other wri- 
ters, bnt upon which Count W. 
Bzwski, in his Notice sur le Che- 
yaux Arabes, extracted from the 
Mines of the East, has enlarged 
the most; namely, that, among 
t|ie most distinguished Asiatic and 
north African horses, the Mongo- 
lish excel' nearly all the rest. But 
since the horses in all the countries 
roundArabia; namely, the Persian, 
Syrian, Egyptian, and Nubian, re- 
spmble the Arabian horses in va- 
rious degrees, we have a right to 
expect the same proportional simi- 
litude among the horses round Co- 
bi j and how, tl^en^ is it that all 



these together exiiibit so very little 
of this ideal excellence, which they 
should have- inherited from their 
presumptive original ? 

** It is still more manifest that 
the horse, in his uncultivated state, 
is by no means the most perfect and 
desirable creature for the use of 
man. This is clear from all the 
accounts we have hitherto had of 
the known races of wild horses ; 
in fact. Professor Schwab will not 
allow any horses to be originaHy 
.wild, but those of Cobi, the rest 
he describes as merely oncultivat- 

m 

ed J from hence it follows that, 
with the exception of those of 
America, it will be very dilTicult 
for him to prove his position ; at 
least he must allow that these ap- 
proach the nearest, or bear the 
strongest resemblance, to those of 
his original wild state. 

** Count Bennigsen gives a de- 
scription of wild horses in the 
Steppes of Bachmuth, in the Rus- 
sian government of Catherineslav, 
as also of those of the Uralscheu 
Stcpnes, but which docs not, in 
any degree, support the idea that 
these horses possess every desir- 
able property for the n^e of man. 
Pallas does not afford us auv more 
satisfaction respecting the wild 
horses of the Daurish deserts, 
which are situated much nearer to 
Cobi than the former, and where, 
of course, their original wild 
state,' even according to Professor 
Schwab's system, presents difficul- 
ties still greater to be removed. 

** But if the imaginary wild 
horse of Cobi be not quite a diflfcr- 
ent animal from the rest of the 
wild horses with which we are ac- 
quainted, or from those that have 
since become savage, after all, we 
shall be very little benefited by his 
discovery, and still less would a 
breeder wish to improve his stock 

with 
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mth tbem. We will grant that 
these wild horses^ for their own 
situation and their mode of living, 
are the most perfectly formed ; yet, 
as we require horses for the va* 
rioQS purposes of life, and not to 
run wild, this imaginary perfec- 
tion would be of very little utility, 
insomuch, as their form and shape 
are not only different fiom our 
uses, but^ a$$ the case stands, in 
direct opposition to them. 

'* According to these premises, 
the opinions hitherto entertained 
may be confirmed : first, that the 
noblest, the most beautiful, and, 
for the use of men jn general, the 
most advantageous breeds are con- 
fined to Arabia, Persin, and Asia- 
tic Turkey ; here I purposely omit 
the European horses, as the best 
of these owe their origin to the 
former ; secondly, that the hor^se 
most profitable and useful to man, 
as well as the most pleasing to the 
eye, must always be that brought" 
up by human care and attention, 
and not that which is left to itself 
in the wilderness: this must in- 
deed be taken for granted, being 
confirmed by experience. 

" In fine, without indulging in 
any suppositions relative to the 
original country of the horse, I 
cannot help recollecting that the 
celebrated Michaelis, of Gottingen, 
has sufficiently proved, in one of 
his dissertations, that Egypt, at one 
period, had a superaljundance of 
horses, when the species were alto- 
gether unknown in Arabia and Ju- 
dea : from hence it follows, that 
these were first brought out of 
Africa, through Egypt, to Asia. 
Johannes Von Mallet is also of the 
same opinion : in his General His- 
tory of Man, vol. ii. p. 50, he says, 
* Prom the opinion that Arabia is 
the original country of the horse I 
totally dissent^ as I don t suppose 



this country, bnt ratiier that o(the 
kingdom of Kuku, or else another 
in the south (probably Nubia), or 
that that part of Africa dn the 
western boundary of Egypt, is th« 
original country of the horse.' Mr. 
J. Lawrence, in his History of the 
Race-horse, observes, * Mr. Pinker- 
ton seems to think it rather pro- 
bable the Arabian horses were de- 
scended from the wild horses of 
Tartary, the latter having passed 
through Persia, in order to be per- 
fected in Arabia.' An unfortunate 
surmise, far beneath the standard^ 
I hope, of his other antiquarian 
conjectures. 

" No horse is more properly the 
product of human care than the 
noble horse of the Bedouins of the 
desert of Arabia, in whose tent he 
is born, and of whose attention he 
partakes in full proportion with the * 
members of his own family. 

" Respecting the decided in- 
fluence of the climate and soil, t 
am far from asserting that either or 
both of these have no effect upon 
the animal creation, in altering the 
qualities of their bodies, — the con- 
trary is rather the case, but sup- 
ported by experience, the result of 
a great number of years in succes- 
sion, and that in various countries, 
and under different circumstancesy 
in consequence of having foreign 
breeds introduced among them, I 
am still persuaded that Professor 
Schwab has attributed too much to 
the influence of climate and soil, and 
has supposed their effects too ge- 
neral and of too decided a charac- 
ter. I must also insist that the 
careful man is at all times capable 
of obviating the baleful influence of 
climate, &c. 3 and in other cases tOi 
mitigate them, at least. 

'^ Jb the first place, it appears^ 
from the means which experience 
has hitherto afforded us (or deve«: 

loping 
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TofHng the causes by which the de- 
generacy of foreign races have been 
wholly, or in part effected, under a 
different climate^ that, very much 
indeed, depends upon the manner 
in which these horses have been 
transferred from the parts where 
they were bred into other countries. 
*' First, the strange race is trans- 
ferred into the new climate in a 
complete state, as horses and mares, 
as is the case with the Oriental 
horses sent to England, or as the 
Spanish Merino sheep are sent to 
France, Saxony, or Austria; or, 
this breed is sent by halves, most 
commonly stallions, as is the case 
with the eastern horses sent into 
tseveral parts of Europe, and very 
much so with the Spanish sheep. 

*^ In the first case which I have 
principally in view, according to 
undeniable experience, the degene* 
racy, or, if people with Professor 
Schwab would rather call it, the 
deviation from the native horse, is 
not generally immediate, but very 
slow in its progress, and probably 
is never entire, because here it is 
completely in the power of man, 
with proper food and the greatest 
care, to guard against the epide- 
mical influence of the climate. By 
a general good conduct, and espe- 
cially through a strenuous prohibi- 
tion of any mixture with the na- 
tive horses, the degeneracy may 
wholly or in part be in a great 
measure prevented, or at least pro- 
tracted for a considerM)le peridd. 
Whether this can be done effec- 
tually and for ever, must naturally 
remain hypothetical, so no proof 
a posteriori can be adduced. But 
ify after the lapse of a hundred or 
more years, some degree of dege- 
neracy should be observed, this 
most probably would be very slight, 
and consequently removed by the 
refreshment of a good individual of 
the original race. My a pobgy fo r 



these assertions is this : In the first 

rlace, the English racers which, as 
observed in ray introduction to 
these letters, are a pure race, in 
the above-mentioned sense, but« as 
Professor Scwab believes, this has 
been by no means continually re- 
freshed by Oriental stallions. It 
rather appears that since the time 
of the Godolphin Arabian, or dur- 
ing the last seventy years, with 
some exceptions, these refresh- 
ments have been confined to a few 
individuals. Notwithstanding these, 
from the few examples I have 
dwelt upon more at large, in my 
first letters to Mr. Lawrence, pro- 
bably the unjust opinion took its 
rise, viz. that the new Arabians 
have only tended te deteriorate the 
English racers. 

" The most esteemed families of 
the English racers, as the Herods, 
&c. good English horse breeders 
are careful not to mix with strange 
blood; and it is undeniable that 
the individuals of these families 
bear the stamp of the purest and 
noblest Inarks of their Oriental 
descent. 

" Still that the present English 
race horse has in many particulars 
deviated from the national cha- 
racter, is apparent, from the con-, 
sideration that his descent is partly 
from a number of noble racers, 
Asiatic and African, in some de- 
gree deviating from one another, 
and partly, as I have shewn in ray 
first letters, that for several gene- 
rations, particular attention was 
paid to some individual qualities 
in the horse, while others were al- 
together neglected ; for instance, 
activity was wholly sacrificed to 
swiftness. The English also pre- 
ferred the long thin neck, with the 
withers as lofty and as sharp as . 
possible; these distinctions being 
consequently sought after, were 
put in a higher degree of estima- 
tion 
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tion tbao others in the Oriental 
race. 

" Lastly, I have had some oc- 
casions to observe here and there 
some causes which have produced 
a degeneracy, and which in pro* 
cess of time may introduce more j 
but no fortunately, this in many 
particulars may be imputed to an 
unnatural mode in the breeding 
and treatment of^ the English ra* 
cers, and therefore, if people were 
willing, these might be easily 
avoided. 

" The Spanish Merino sheep 
have now been imported for more 
than fifty years into France, Sax- 
ony, and Austria, and since that 
period into other countries, mostly 
into the North, to Denmark, &c. 
and these have never degenerated 
in any phice where care has been 
taken to preserve them frorai any 
mixture with the sheep of the 
country, and where they have beei)i 
carefully and properly treated in 
other respects 5 on the contrary- 
wise, they have demonstrated the 
power and efifect of human industry 
upon the nature of animals, when 
judicioo&ly exerted in their preser- 
vation and improvement, even un- 
der the most unfavourable climate.

G AME LAW S. 

^NOTHER, but feeble attempt, 
has been made, to induce Parlia- 
ment to coromeBce a revisai of the 
Game Laws — with what snccess 
will be seen on perusal of the fol- 
lowing account of the discussion 
which took place on the occasion : 

In the House of Commons, on 
Thursday, the 5th of April, Lord 
Cranborne rose to bring for- 
ward bis promised motion on the 
^object of the game laws. ' The 
Noble Lord said, that it was far 
from his intention to trench upon 
the pfrivileges of any class bfsocie- 
ty 3 but in contemplating the effects 
of the game laws upon the people 
of this country, it was but too ob- 
vious that those laws encouraged 
crime, and tended to fill the gaols 
with the unfortunate. The Noble 
Lord, after some further observa- 
tions, which were onite inaudible

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eoBcliided by moriiigfor a Commit^ 
toe to inquire into the state of the 
game laws. 

Sir J. Sebright rose to second 
the motion. He said that he did 
not know exactly what were the 
changes which the Noble Lord in* 
tended to make 3 bot he was snne 
that any change would be for the 
iMstter ; a set of laws more absurd 
or more onjust never disgraced any ' 
country. With respect to the ef* 
fects of the game lavs> ha bad bo 
hesitation in saying, that they tend- 
ed to demoralize the people. It 
was his opinion, that game should 
be put upon the same footing as 
other property. 

Sir J. Shelley said, no one in 
the House would be less willing 
than he was to treat with disre^ 
spect whatever fell from the Noble 
Lprd (Lord Cranborne), but when 
it was recollected that a bill re- 
specting the game laws had been 
brought in by the NoWe Lord, late 
Member for Hertfordshire (Lord 
Dacre), and enforced by all his elo- 
quence and popularity, and yet had 
failed, be did not expect much from 
the present-motion. However, the 
Noble Lord had said, to use sport- 
ing language, " though Lord Dacre 
missed fire, I'll whip up his jacket, 
and have a shot at the game Uws.*' 
The game laws had not been 
fairly treated by the Noble Lord ; 
for there was no set of laws that 
might not be open to objection, if 
their bad effects only were consi- 
dered. If the game were -de- 
stroyed, the great inducement to 
country gentlemen to resiide en 
their estates, would be taken away. 

Sif Joseph Yorke said, that 
though he was not a killer of gaH»e, 
he was an eater of that nice arti- 
cle ; but since the bill brought in. 
by the Hon. M^imber for Corfe 
Castle had passed, he liad never 

C been 
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been able to get a second course. 
(A laugh.) He hoped, whatever 
bill the Noble Lord brought in, 
there would be a claase in it to 
provide, that when a humble in- 
dividual like himself was about to 
give a dinner, and naturally said 
to his wife, ^* My dear, let us have 
sotne game** (ti laugh), he might 
not be met with the unpleasant 
difficulty, " where shall we get \tV* 

Sir W. Wynn said a few wordts, 
which were not distinctly audible in 
the gallery. 

Mr. Bankes wais glad his bill 
had been so effectual, as his Hon. 
Friend <Sir J. Yorke) had said. If 
that bill destroyed poaching, it 
would destroy the great nest of 
evil from which great part of the 
crimes in the country originated. 
He objected to a committee, which 
would take up the time of the 
House without adding any thing 
to its information. As the subject 
was snot new, the Noble Lord 
might at once move for leave to 
bring in a bill. As ta the game 
laws themselves, no one conkl 
deny that a great number of {)er- 
sons w^ere at present in prison on 
account of the game laws, and 
nothing would be more easy than 
to put an end to this, by abolish- 
ing them. But ,this miglit be 
said of any other law. They all 
lamented the number of punish- 
ments for forgery. Nothing was 
more-eoey than to imt an end to 
the laws against \t. But what 
then became of the property of the 
country? So they might i«bolith 
the game laws, but what then be- 
came ol the game of the country? 
The general permission to shoot 
. would only make the country peo- 
ple ten times more vicious and in- 
dolent; and in six months ^tii« 
game would be desU^y'ed, and the 
better clashes of people would be 



left without their amusement, 
which attached them to the coun- 
try. He recommended the Noble 
Mover, if he wanted any informa« 
tion, to move that the report of 
1816 be reprinted. 

Colonel Wood said, he was the 
unfortunate individual who moved 
for the committee of 1816. (A 
laugh.) When he luid got into 
that committee, he found that 
they would agree to nothing that 
he proposed. He had proposed to 
the committee to examine to wliat 
extent the evil of poaching hadgone, 
and to consider a remedy. This 
the committee refused, and said 
they would take for granted there 
was a great d^al of evil from poach- 
ing. So, after much discussion the 
only resolution the committee came 
to was this — " That it is the opi- 
nion of this committee that game 
should be the property of the per- 
son on whose ground it is found :*' 
and so they reported. As for the 
remark of his Hon. Friend (Sir 
Joseph Yorke)^ that no one in 
London could get a second course, 
he could only say that his Hon. 
Friend was not so much in the 
confidence of the poulterers as he 
was. He (Col. W.) found no diffi- 
culty in getting it to any extent ; 
and if his Hon. Friend would give 
them a dinner, he would undertake 
to buy game for him. (A laugh.) 
He could not help thinking, that it 
ivas of importance that the com- 
mittee should be appointed, for he 
was confident that poaching now 
went an to as great an extent as 
ever it did. The poulterers were 
forced to encourage it, even against 
their own will. What they said 
was, *' to cut off the supply alto- 
gether, or let it be legalised.*' As 
to the remedy, two courses were 
open. (A laugh.) £ither they 
might re-tread their steps, and re- 
turn 
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IHfB to ibe state in wbicb they 
were till tbe latter end of tbe reign 
of Geoi^e IL wheo the sale of 
game was legale tbe rest of tbe laws 
remaioiog the same ; or they might 
(to which he was more inclined) 
adopt a new conrse, making game 
tbe property of tbe occupier of the 
land. He recommended also a re- 
vision of the law as to qnaliiica- 
tioD, which was now enforced only 
against tbe poor. The certificate 
miglit be raised to 51. and all qua- 
lification, taken away. He was 
yery anxious the country gentlt* men 
should have every inducement to re- 
side on their estates^ but it was 
their interest to consider tbe ques- 
tion with liberality, and to pnt 
down an evil which filled the gaols 
with peasantry, and laid the foun- 
dation of so many crimes. 

Mr. Douglas said poaching bad 
not increased more than other of- 
fences. He opposed tbe motion. 
, Sir C. BnrreH defended the game 
laws, and argued against the pro- 
posal for making game property, 
which would lead to more blood- 
shed than tbe present system. 

Mr. Lockhart. objected to tbe 
appointment of a committee, for 
which be saw no grounds, and in 
which hfi could expect no union of 
opinion. He thought much evil 
would arise from making game pro- 
perty. It was to be recollected, 
that great part of the country was 
yet in common field. In those 
places, also, where the country was 
divided into small freeholds, tbe 
law would be nugatory. 

Mr. Bepett (of Wilts) thought 
Ibe game laws required revitilon. 
There were very few persons, he 
observed, who stole sheep, who 
did not first begin by poaching. If 
game was put upon the same foot- 
ing as otlKjr property, it would be 
the interest of the occupiers of the 



land to preserve it -, it was now^ 
their interest to destroy it. It might 
be then sold so cheapo thai it would 
not be worth tbe poacber^s while 
to sell game. It might be then sent 
to London cbea})er than any kind 
of poultry. 

A Member, whose name we 
could not learn; said, tbe notion of 
underselling tbe poacher was very 
erroneous. He objected also to tbe 
permission of selling game, as 
tending to degrade tbe character, 
and mixing up with tbe idea of gain 
that which tbey had always consi- 
dered the amusement of a privi- 
leged dass. The game laws, be 
thought, on the whole, an ill-ad- ^ 
vised and ill-organized coile, hot 
then they were so fitted and fa- 
shioned into onr (System, that he 
did not think any alteration in their 
structure would be of advantage, 
but still less such an alteration asi 
he knew was in the cmtemplation 
of the Noble Mover. 

Mr. Warre approved of the idtsk 
of making game property, and ex- 
pressing bis concurrence in tbe 
opinion, that as the law ' stood at 
present, the purchasers of game 
partook with the seller in the vio- 
lation of the law, he maintained 
the propriety of tbe principle of 
legalizing the sale of game. 

Lord Low the r spoke against tbe 
motion, conceiving the objects of 
the Noble Lord to be two-fold, 
namely, to legalize the sale of 
game, and to prevent poaching ; 
he begged leave to prote^t agfainsfe 
tlie former, especially because it 
would serve rather to promote 
than to prevent poaching. 

Mr. Harbord supjiorted the mo- 
tion, thinking that its effect would 
be to put down poaching, which 
was known to be the prolific source 
of various crimes. It was, indeed, 
\hp Kchool of felony -, but that 
2 school 
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schdol would be closed If tht 
owners of game vrere at liberty to 
sell it. As to what bad been 
Brged upon the necessity of pre- 
serving pheasancs and oUier game 
for those geutleinea 'who preferred 
a residence in the country, solely 
from a disposition to shooting, he 
should only say that for those gen- 
tlemen who had no other motite of 
regard for the country but a desire 
to kill game/ the country would 
not lose much by their absence. 

Lord Cranborne replied. 

On a division, the numbers 
were — for the motion, 52 5 against 
it, 86r Majority, 34. 

PERILOUS ENCOUNTER WITH 
A SHARK. 



npHE following article is taken 
from the New South PFales (?a- 
%ette: — 

*^ From Mr. Cosar we receive 
an account of the following occur- 
rence, the tmth of which he $0- 
lemnly assures us of; and to the 
lovers of natural history it will 
doubtless be acceptable. Mr. C. 
has a farm at the Long Reef, 
about ten miles north of the heads 
of this harbour, it having ^ lagoon 
within one hundred yards of the 
sea beach, as large as Sydney 
Cove, about a mile round it. The 
banks of this lagoon, though seve- 
ral feet above the high water level 
at the spring tides^ is forced into a 
communication with the sea on 
heavy falls of rain, as it is sup- 
plied with fresh w^ater from a ri- 
vulet which quickly overflows with 
a rapid stream sufficient to force 
ftway the embankment of the la. 
goon, which is sandy. The depth 
of water in the lagoon, which {s 
always more or less salt, never 
exceeds six or seven feet in the 
deepest parts^andls sometimes one 



to two^thlrds dri^d up on th^ mar^ 
gin; which reduces the centre to 4 
mere pool. At a tiuie within the 
present twelvemonth, when the 
sea and the lagoon had become 
united, as al)Ove remarked upon, a 
fine water-dog was observed to dash 
into the water, at an erect moving 
spire, which had the appearance of 
a shark's baek fin, and he was soon 
perceived to be engaged with this 
ferocious fish; the shark, predo- 
minant in his own element, seia^ 
the dog by the nose, and disap-* 
peared with him for a minute. 
— This rencontre was in three fee| 
and a half of water ; and the mas- 
ter of the dog, overseer to Mr. 
Cosar, having then a long fowling- 
piece in his hand, went to the dog*s 
assistance, and, striking with the 
butt of tb^ piece, had a fnrioqis 
battle with the shark (which was 
about five feet long) for some mi- 
nutes; when the stock flying, he 
continued his engagement with the 
barrel, the shark maintaining his 
ground with vigour, and by aecW 
dental change of position, , inter* 
cepting the man's letreat. The 
courage of the dog was useless, 
from his wound, and to go into 
deeper water, would have foeen^ 
doubtless, fatal. Another mnn, 
the overseer's assistant on the 
farm, happened fortunately to ar^ 
vive at this critical instant, and 
heroically went with a stick to the 
assistance of his distressed asso^ 
ciate j and as the shark bad turned 
to bite at him, he poshed the stick 
vigorously down his throat, .and 
was himself thrown upon his back 
by the superior strength of his adr 
versary, which then made off into 
the deeper water, yielding np the 
triumph to the victor, whose cour 
rage we cannot sufficiently appland.

cious, a large stinger-ray, which

ON THE EFFECTS OF PERNI- 
CIOUS HAY. 

From Observations oh the Structure and 
Use of the Thyroid Glands in the H^n-sey 
and on some Diseases of that AnimaL 
By James White, tate Veterinary 
Surgeon of the, 1st Royal Dragoons, ^c. 

TTHE disordered secretion of the 
thyroid glands has appeared to 
originate from improper feeding, es* 
pecially with &ad hay, or such as 
is made too late ; that is, after the 
seed has formed. The tender shoots 
with which grass abounds at the 
proper period for mowing, and 
which are richly supplied with sac- 
charine juices, become then tpugh 
and fibrous, aad the saccharine 

juice 
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juice that is not directed to the 
seed stalks is converted into fecqla 
iu)d neutral salts. Snch hay^ then» 
aboands with materials for formiug 
acrimonious secretions, and is 
greatly deficient in nutritious mat- 
ter* ISesides, such bay is apt to 
produce a depraved and inordinate 
appetite, by which the horse is led 
to eat to excess : and hence aid\t 
tional means are established for thfi 
production of dii^orders of the re- 
spiratory organs ^ for tlie secretion 
of the whole of the mdcuous mem- 
brane of the broncheal tubes and 
air-cells, as they are improperly 
named, for they are really tubes, 
though capaple of being dilated in 
certain parts by injections or quick- 
silver, and of being made to assume 
an appearance which has led to 
Ihis erroneous term for them: these, 
as well as the thyroid stand, be- 
eome too abundant, and probably 
also morbid in quality^ and thus 
some are plugged up and oblite- 
rated, while others are distended 
and ruptured, and the air is effused 
into the cavity of the thorax. 
These consequences^ with a debili- 
tated state of tlie miiscles of respi- 
ration, are the causes of those 
symptoms called broken wind, which 
may be produced solely bv the im- 

S roper use of hay, especially of bad 
ay. It is comii^nly immediately 
excited by the iitimoderate exer- 
tions to which the animal is im- 
pelled, at a time when the stomach 
aud bowels are loaded with food 
and excrements, and the air vessels 
replete with mucus. ,

in the year 1810^ whilst on a visit 
to the Isle of Man, became ac- 
quainted with Miss Jane Lascelles 
^^li^ke,- eldest daughter of Captain

Sars a resident of Gloucester. Th^ 
ly was amiable and highly ac^ 
compUshed ; and the parties bc^ag 
aboat the same age, an attachment 
sprung up between them whtdtf 
eventually led to their anion, and 
on the 5th of September, 1812, 
they were married nnder the sanc- 
tion of the lady*s parents. After 
P^iialning about three months in 
the Isle of Man, they visited Lon-. 
don, whence they proceeded to 
Scarborough, where they lived in 
retirement for three years ; and thef 
happiness arising from their union 
was crowned by the birth of three 
children. Jn 1817 they removed 
to Charlton Kings, near Chelten* 
ham, in which village Lady Wrax- 
all, aunt to Mrs. Waterhouse on 
the maternal side, resided. 

in the hitter end of the month 
of March, 1819, whilst the plaintiff 
and his wife were on a short visit 
to Mrs. Probyn, widow of the late 
Governor Probyn, who had been 
intimately acquainted with Mrs. 
Waterhouse for many years, they 
were first introduced to the de- 
fendant,. Colonel Berkeley, whcr 
made a morning call on Mrs. Pro- 
byn previous to her leaving Chel- 
tenham, which she did on the next 
day. In the middle of April fol- 
lowing, the plaintiff was called to 
London by the illness of his bro- 
ther, and was absent from home till 
the 1 0th of May; and from letters 
subsequently fonnd in Mrs. Water- 
house's possession, and which were 
admitted to be in the hand-writing 
of the defendant, it would appear 
that the particular, intimacy of the 
parties, and the circumstances up- 
on which this action was ground- 
ed, originated in this short inter- 
val. By the evidence of some of

In the Jolj following the 
plaintiff went to Jersey^ and soon 
after his return home/ in An^ust, 
he expressed to Ludy Wraxali his 
distress at finding that, in conso- 
qaenee <^ some scandalous reports 
whic^ had been spread abroad, 
Mrs. WaterhoDBe did not receive 
that attentM>n from the ladies of 
lier acqnaintahce to which she had 
been accostomed. This being com- 
mnnicated to Mrs. Waterbonse, 
'she asserted her own innocence, 
and satisfyii^ her husband and 
Lady Wraxali that these reports 
^. ^re nafoanded, the plaintiff and 
hw wife eontittaed to Uve together 
as before. In January, 1820, the 
plaintiff left his family and went 
to Bristo!> where, on the 14th of 
February, he embarked for Ja- 
maica, for the purpose of visiting 
some estates in that island. On 
his return, some i^oaths after* 
y wards, inforaMtion was oommnni- 
~ eated to him which left no doubt 
in his mind of his having been dis- 
honoured in the person of his wife.

Waterhouse with his solicitor hav- 
ing gone to her lodging snd obtaiiVr 
ed then) by means wb|ich, nndeir 
the circumsjUnnes, were not to he 
rep^bated. From these letters he 

p 2 had 
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bad made a selection. At length 
the defendant evinoed the way- 
wardness of illidt love, and in his 
short and hasty notes proved that 
his once ardent attachment had al- 
together snhsided. The Learned 
CoQosei then went on to state the 
oral testimony with which he was 
provided, as to the occasional vi- 
sits of the defendant to Mrs. Wa- 
terhoQse — ^their private interviews, 
and the subsequent disordered ap- 
pearance of the iady*s dress ; and, 
finally, made an animated and elo- 
quent appeal to the jury, to com- 
pensate, as much as damages could 
compensate, the plaintiff for the in- 
juries which he and his helpless in- 
fant family had sustained. 

The witnesses were then called, 
mnd ten letters from th^ Colonel

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IMPROVEMENT IN HARNESS. 

To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine.

UAVING. recently invented a 

-■^ new method of making haimes 

for 
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for the parposf s of single or doq- 
Sle harnesta coacb collars. 1 have 
been recom mended by a frieod tp 
address yofi on the subject (it not 
being vfiy intention tp take ont a 
patent) ^ and as they tend to give 
ease to that animal to whiph yoxrt 
interesting work is chiefly devoted, 
I trust you will allow my brief ac- 
count of them a small space in 
your paffes. Many of your readers 
inay feel djsppsed to try the expe* 
rfment. They hare been very 
much approved of by those gentle- 
men who have given them a trial; 
many of whom are siiperior in the 
amusements of the whip; and als6 
liy persons acquainted with me- 
chanical powers. 

They are constructed in the fol- 
lowing manner: Instead of having 
iron chapes attached to the end of 
the tug^ working in the eye of the 
haimes, a pivot is formed at the 
shonfder of the haiines, securely 
fixed' to an iron plate with a screw 
not, and by formini^ an angle, pre- 
vents nneqnal pressure at the 
points of a horse's shoulders, and 
less confinement, when drawing up 
hill, the bearing being more distri- 
buted on the collar — they work on 
their centre, in a free easy manner, 
with the action of the horse in the 
trot, preventing any disagreeable 
noise, and the striking of the tug- 
buckles against the shafts. There 
is some little judgment required in 
the fitting up, particalarly in the 
formation of the arm of the haim, 
which must be made very short, 
with an inclination forward of 
about 25 degrees. 1 am fearful it 
will require some practice before a 
person unacquainted with their 
principles will be able to (nake 
them in a correct manner : it is 
impossiUe to convey a clear idea 
by writing.

spring at Somerset-house, and ta- 
ken notice of in our Number for 
June, 1S20, we beg the liberty, 
of referring the reader to what we 
gave as our impartial opinion con- 
cerning it. We sincerely regret 
that this clever vouiig artist, who 
is so well acquamted isvith the co- 
louring and bewitching style of the 
Italian schools, should have exhi- 
bited such an insignificant and in- 
sipid performance as we find under 
No. 278. Cleopatra dissolving' the 
Pearl ; but as the Egyptian Queea 
is no longer disporting subject, we 
must say no more about her or her 
picture, to both of which we may 
apply the old adage : Nil nisi io- 
num de mortuis.

THE LATB SIR CHARLES 
BUNBURY. 



/*^N Saturday, the 31st ofMarch,^ 
^ ' at his house in Pall-Mall, 
departed this life. Sir Thomas 
Charles Buuburv, Bart, having 
yearly completed the eighty-first 
year of his age. On the following 
Saturday, bis mortal remains pro- 
ceeded towards Milden Hall, in 
Suffolk, ia order for interment in 
the burial place of the family. For 
the memoirs of Sir Charles, and of 
his late brother, Henry William 
Bpnbury, Esq. the celebrated pari- 
catnrist, father of the present Ba- 
yonet, and head of the family, we 
refer our readers to Vol. xl. 
page 198, and Vol. xli. page 94, 
pf the Sporting Magazine '^ whilst 
we proceed to give such additional 
particalai'S as time has produced, 
or have come to our knowledge, of 
tliis celebrated sporting chs^racter. 
Sir Charles, ^^ter making the 
grand tour, returned froip the 
Contineat and from Ireland, where 
he had also been engaged yerv 
early in public life. On the death 
pf his father, th.e Rev. Sir W. Bun- 
bury, aod succession to the family 
lestate^ he seen^s to have at once 
fixed bioiself for life, both with re- 
spect to his views ai^d avoc^tionil, 
and to his residence. The former 
consisted in his parliamentary du- 
ties; having been chosen, whilst 
abfqad and young, to represent his 



native county, Suffolk, continuing 
his public services to a very late 
period of life, and of his racing 
concerns j and the latter^ in his 
constant country sojourn at the fa^ 
mily mansion. Great Barton. His 
town residence was first in Privy 
Garden^ Whitehall j during the last 
thirty odd years, in Pall-Mall. 
Quitting at once the service of 
Government, he became an inde- 
pendent Member of Parliament, 
generally attached to the Whig 
party^ and to the measures jof his 
friend, Mr. Fox. He was one of 
the most enthusiastic opponents of. 
the slave trade. His life through- 
out was thus very fairly and equally 
divided between his parliamentary 
duties, and the avocations and 
amusements of the turf, to which 
he had the strongest attachment^ 
and in which he ran stoutly oy(B^|i 
long course of nearly threescore 
years! beating Old Frampton ia 
count of years, and truly acquiring 
the title of father of the turf. He 
was twice married, leaving a w^idpir 
of most excellent and benevolent 
character, and who in her yontli 
was a singularly fine person. 

Sir Charles Bunbary« wkh % 
strong predilection lor the horse 
from his earliest youth, at the age 
of ,three and twenty, consigned 
himself to the tuition of bis friend, 
Mr. Crofts, of Norfolk, the pro- 
prietor of the famous racer and 
StaUion, Brilliant, by Old Crab. 
In fact, he did honour to Ins tutor, 
by the rapidity of his progress in 
their interesting profesuoo; for In 
1765 he possessed a .considerable 
string of raoe horses; and in 1767, 
the compiler of these minutes first 
made his bow to the Baronet at 
the Ipswich Meeting, where upon 
the course and the betting stand, 
he was amongst the busiest, in- 
deed the crack of the sporting gen- 
tlemen assembled. Sir Charles had

Whijskey, the sire of H^eanorA 
bad considerable success as a stiffs 
lion, bqt was, at the n^qal period, 
Qtricken with hereditary bKndne^^, 
as was ahso hi^ son Young Whis- 
key. Eleanqr not only won thte 
colt or Perby stakes at Bpsom, on 
their renewal in 1801, th^ f^rst and 
only time that they have been woo 
by a fiily, but she aUo won the 
Oak^ in the same week, being tbe 
second instance of Sir Charles 9ud- 
bwry*s spcccss with the great swcjep-r 
stakes ^t Cpsom, which wa^reil- 
diered still more complete by the 
sncpeeding gpod fortune of Smo- 

lensko* 

The next and most favourite 
stallion at Parton, and which sur- 
vived his master, was Sorcerer, a 
large and powerful black horse, and 
capital racer. He was cot by 
Trnmpator, a grandson of Match- 
em, out of Young Giantess, so nam- 
ed from Giantess, by Babram, the 
dum of Dipmed. Sir Charles pro- 
fited 
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fited more, in a very ccmsiderable 
degree, frdm this stallion than 
from any of the former. He was 
the sire of Thnnderbolt and Soio^ 
knsko, for the Former of which Sir 
Charles refused two thousand, for 
the latter four thousand guineas. 
The unfortunate manner in which 
fbiinderbollf was lost, will be 
found detailed In these pages, at 
-the time when the niocident hap> 
pened ; as also the extraordinary 
success of, and uncommon public 
interest excited by Smolensko, too 
recent to be here repeated. All 
that need be further said of this 
stud is, that it will be submitted to 
the hammer, in the approaching 
Craven Meeting. Sir Charles was 
the breeder of the celebrated 
Highflyer, but unluckily sold him 
a yearling, and for a very mode- 
rate sum. 

The memoir of Sir Charles Bun- 
bury in these pages already re- 
ferred to, leaves little to be said 
ia regard to his character, of which 
be preserved a uniformity to the 
last. He bad his humours and pe- 
culiarities; but never was a kinder 
or more tender-hearted man. Such 
character is hereditary in his fa- 
mily. He was generally noticed, 
and with regard, by the public, and 
was much respected by the Royal 
Family, more particularly by his 
Royal Highness the Duke' of York. 
The present writer cherishes bis 
memory with affection, as an old 
and highly respected friend.

COUP- D£. MAIN UPON TH£ 
GAMESTERS. 



A Very aovel scene occurred late 
^ on Friday night, AprU 13, 
at the west end o/ the town, be- 
tween the police aad some of the 

F 2 fash* 
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fasVionable loungers who spend the 
' we«ry night in play. The police- 
officers littached to the Marlbo- 
roHgh-street ofi^ce, ten in number, 
an£ a strong corps of supernuinera- 
riw^ were ordered, at a late hour on 
the above evening, to assemble at 
the office, on " Service," that 
night, at nine o'clock precisely. 
They accordingly assembled agree- 
ably to order. Plank, the officer, 
made his appearance at the head of 
the party, accoutred quite at the 
top of the ton ; — he wore a frock 
half- military coat, under which he 
carried his faithful cutlass and pis- 
tols, and over, ail was thrown a 
loose cloak, en miiUalre. The po- 
lice followed their leader, and a 
few minutes brought them to King- 
street, St. James's, close to a fasb- 
ionabie house. Plank having ar- 
ranged his men indue order at each 
side of an avenue close to the spot, 
advanced singly to the door of the 
house* and gave the sort of familiar 
knock, which was the wonted har- 
binger of admission. The porter, 
after some hesitation, opened the 
door. As Plank entered, his com- 
panions, who maintained the lineof 
, communication, pressed forward to 
accompany him. The impetuosity 
of their movement, suddenly excited 
the suspicion of the porter, who, in 
the twinkling of an eye, slapped the 
door forcibly back, and as it fasten- 
ed upon a concealed springy Plank 
found himself in a moment shut 
in, and his companions excluded. 
Plank, determined to seize up^n 
his prey, rushed with the rapidity 
of lightning up stairs, and bolted 
into the first floor suite of apart- 
ments. In the centre , was placed 
what is termed .among gamblers a 
' rouge et noir table, around which 
• w^ere upwards of fifty gentlemen, in 
the full occupation of tempting 
*' the chances." In an iron bowl 



in the centre was a heap of bank« 
notes, and silver counters lay (^led 
upon different parts of the table. 
Those around were in all appear- 
ance gentlemen of fashion ; amongst 
them were Members of Parliament, 
naval and military officers, barris- 
ters, dandies of all kinds — the guU 
lers aj)d the gulled ; together with, 
as Shakespeare says, *' Men of no , 
mark or livelihood.'* Plank, after 
surveying the field of action, threw 
himself, ail-fours upon the *' Bank,*' 
and this effort was the instantane- 
ous signal for a general and indis- 
criminate scramble. " Sauve ^ftu 
peut* was the cry, and every man, 
player and by-stander, helped him- 
self as well as he could in the 
uproar. 

" Crowds . charge on crowds, nor 
friends their friends descry.** 

And Plank grasped together abont 
ten one- pound notes and some 
counters — ^^ 

'' Too mean a prize in such a dread- 
ful strife.** 

The confusion was now at its 
height, and a general .rash was 
made to the door, but Plank bad 
the precaution to torn the keys 
and hold it, and the retreating 
party found their hopes of escape 
abruptly cut off. Hearing the up- 
roar above, and anxious to come to 
the aid of Plank, his comrades 
forced the doors and rushed up, and 
commenced securing the gentlemen 
present. — ^l^'here was at first a show 
of resistance manifested to the offi- 
cers; but this was put down by 
the production of their fire arms, 
and several gentlemen ' were then 
taken into custody. One gentle- 
man, named Crowther, threw op 
the sash of the window, jumped 
out, but dislocated his andes in the 
fall, and was taken up in the area. 
Fin(Kng, by the forcible entry of so 

' large 
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lanrje a bamd of offieers, that all es- 
cape was hopeless, many attempted 
to soothe, and others to bribe the 
officers. Two or three i^tiem^n, 
wiio felt poignaat etnotion at the 
dis^aoe of a (Hiblic oxposare, 
pressed the officers to discharge 
their pistols at them, or to let them 
do it themselves. The officers 
begged leave to dedtne all offers 
for escape, or coaisdiatioh, and seat 
ior coaches to change the scene of 
play from Kinf-street to Marlbo- 
roiigh-8treet« There wero ia aU 
fiily gentleaien taken into custody, 
and at two oViock on the Satorday, 
tfiey were conveyed to Marlbo* 
roBghnstreet office in several hack* 
ney coaches. They were all ex- 
amined before the Magistrates ; and 
Mr. Adolphas was sent for by some 
of the prisoners. Plank related 
the pdrticnlars of his qoick and 
hrilliant enterprise: and uaderfvent 
an acute cross-examination from 
Mr. Adolphns, who called npon him 
to bring home the charge of gaming 
to the gentlemen individaatly ; and 
contended, he mast do that before 
they could be held to bail. — Seven 
gentlemen were held to bail, many 
others ^ve their addresses, and 
others were discharged. The offi- 
cers proceeded upon the informa- 
tion, it was said, of a person of 
large property, who had lately been 
famoualy lieeci^d at this gambling- 

honse.

THE CHASE.

scent lay remarkably high. On the 
29th, they had a long oay in Rush- 
more Walks, a great deal of running 
with an indifferent scent, and did 
not kill. 

The harriers belonging to Sir Hugh 
Smyth, Bart, are arrived at their ken- 
nel at Ashton, Somersetshire, from 
Sir Hugh*s seat in Wiltshire, vidiere 
they have been hunting this season. 
They have had excellent sport, and a 
numerous field of sportsmen, elergy 
as well as laymen, and bold, dashing 
riders, Mr. William Cannings, of 
Rocklej, a gentleman well-known in 
Wiltshire, being at their head. The 
hounds this season killed a poor 
puss on the body of the fThite Horse, 
near Calne, where she had takea 
shelter, after U long mn, an event 
unknown in the anna}s of huBtin|r 
in Wilishire. — Sir Hugh Smyth ha«i- 
ing purchased the beautiful sporting 
manors of Rock ley and Ogbome 
Maisey, near Marlborough, has givem 
up his Bristol and Somersetahire 
country. — Sir H. has an immense 
tract oif excellent harrier country in 
Wiltshire. 

A bag fox was shaken at Saltford 
Inn, on the Bath and Bristol road, 
en the 5th inst. before the harriers of 
Norman Uniacke, Esq. After a burst 
of about five miles, reynard took re* 
fuge in a farm-house, where he was 
bagged in good style by the farmer, 
before the hounds came np. After 
being allowed an hour for refresh- 
ment, revnard was again unkennel- 
led, and allowed seven minutes law; 
he ran nearly seven miles, and was 
so hard pressed by the hounds, as to 
swim the canal at Dunkerton twice, 
but being headed by the colliers and 
hallooed, he was obliged to face the 
hill, and the hounds run into him.-^— 
Mr. Were, of Bedminster, in an at- 
tempt to save tjie fox, jumped off 
his. horse into a guUey, ana came 
against the stump of a tree, on his 
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knee-paOf whicb he so much injured 
is to be unable to move; he was 
with difficulty taken hotne in a chaise> 
and was for some time unable to leave 
his room. — Among the sportsmen 
was one of the sheriffs for Bristol, 
who rides boldly and well for a mau 
of great weighty being nearly eigh- 
teen stone. 

Lord Derby*s hounds had a glorious 
run on Tuesday, April 3 : they turn- 
ed a stag out on Keston Common, 
between Wickham and Bromley : he 
first made to the left, to Locks Bot- 
tom, when toeing headed, he took to 
the ioclosures, and passing by Chip- 
stead, near Sevenoaks, went over 
the high ground between Brasted and 
Westerham^ and was taken nearPens- 
hursty Kent, after a run of four hours 
and twenty minutes, twenty miles 
from the place where he was turned 
out. The ground run over was sup- 
posed to be fifty-five miles. 

Lord Miindleton has relinquished 
the Warwickshire Hunt on account of 
ill health, and taken a final leave of 
his brother sportsmen. The proprie- 
tors of the Warwickshire covers are 
to meet to consider of the the best 
means of obviating the effect of his 
Lordship* s retirenient. 

The Htlderness, Yorkshire, fox- 
hounds are giv^ up, and the country 
will, in future, be hunted by those 
of Mr. Hay, a sportsman of conside- 
r^le property, from the borders of 
S^tland. 

The Berkeley hounds have termi- 
nated the hunting season, in the 
course of which thev killed thirty -two 
brace of foxes, although it has b^en 
generally considered a bad scenting 
season.

Osbaldeston, who had his leg frac- 
tured, whilst hunting with Lord An- 
son's hounds {pide last No. p. 281,) 
is in a fair way of recovery. 

Isaiah Nevin, Esq. one of the 
keenest sportsmen and best shots in 
Ireland, died recently at Longfield, 
at the advanced age of eighty-fiv^: 
until within the last two years of his 
activeilfe, he spiritedly continued the 
use of hisgun. 

John Turpin, the feeder of the 
Badsworth fox -hounds, died this 
month, by a fatal inoculation, oc- 
casioned by a scratch of his finger, 
' received whilst skinning a horse that 
died of the glanders. 

James Lane Fox, Esq. nephew of 
Lord Bingley, died this month at his 
seat, Bramhaih Park, Yorkshire, in 
the 66th year of his age. Mr. Fox 
married the daughter ofLord Rivers, 
by whom he has left a daughter mar- 
ried to the Hon. £. Stourton George, 
M. P. for Beverley; William, roar- 
tied to Miss Douglasj^ daughter of 



the Hon. John Douglas, grand- 
daughter of the late &rl of tlarc- 
wood and of the Earl of Morton; 
Sackville, an officer in the Guards ; 
and Thomas, intended for holy or- 
ders. He was a most agreeable' gen- 
tleman in society, being very quick 
in boji mots, ana full of aneedote. 
Mr. Fox was in manners extremely 
polished ; and he was completely 
master of the French and Italian lan- 
guages ; but he rather shunned than 
courted society. He was not fond of 
field sports (speaking generally), 
though the foiq-bounds of his part 
of the country had always been kept 
up by his uncle. Lord fiingley, and 
finding tjiem, upon coming to the 
property, he had continued to keep 
up the establishment upon a very 
handsome plan. Withm the last 
year, he had a pack oF harriera, 
noping to be able to ride with them, 
when the exertion of fox-hunting was 
beyond his strength.

Oate- 
combe was his birth-place ; and he 
had hardly reached Ms twelfth year, 
w4en he came to the Mete*opo)is. 
Ha was apprenticed to his relative, 
Mr. Wilkin, the weHHciiown book- 
seller and publisher fR St. Paul'a 



Church-yard^ he took a strong lik- 
in|^for^li&sa«e Une^f bpiaei9«i ^f^ 
- afterwards carried it on, on his own 
^^o^oiit,.:Jbr.lke.'apaee bI %tsk.-0t 
/tiyeUre yeara. But ^to^di^eiis wX 
iudustry do not always secure the 
smiles of fortune, and the fickle 
goddess frowned upon him in spite 
oC his skill and. f xertiofj^^ Puij^ 
the term of this ba^ioitaa^ibawAvery 
he was the publisher of th« '* Mi4^ 
diesejp Journal,*' a paper in consi- 
derable repute at that time; anil 
from which originated his political 
connexion with the Opposition q( 
those t^y,s, andp^rticnlariy mlik 
Wilkes, . Uorne, and others- 5 mk^, 
like the -mighty surges of the sea, 
made a transient stir and a tumul- 
tuous noise, .which .are npw.a}mci((t 
entirely forgotten. Thi^ -Wooky 
^couQ^ion brought Wheble ial^^ 
trouble, with no other advantage or 
reward but to have beeU accessary 
to^ and to have had a , pQusijlerablj^ 
share in, the successful attempt to 
briq^ before, the public a verbatim 
account of the debates in Parlia- 
ment — a desideratum which had 
long been .the ol^ct of many jpa.- 
trioli'c writers, and .whiqh we qftjr 
enjoy as fully and adequately as 
any one can wish. The " Mladle^ 
seje JAftrntU'* was the firat^v^Mcl^ 
used by the party, ilortie pub- 
lished in it some satirical strictqceji 
on the speeches of certain 'Member^', 
in the House of Commons. The 
House took offence at this breach 
of privilege, and ordered the printer ' 
and publisher to app<;ar at their 
bar. Mr Whelile was directed by 
Home not 'i& obey j on his contu- 
macy, the House addressed the 
King to i«8ue a proclamatioo, with 
a reward for 'iiis apptehepsioii^ 
Wheble i«mained conceale^d for a 
short time -, but, by a dexteroua 
t9ur demam, Wilkes, then an Al- 
derman of the citv of London, had 
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bioi' iMt OB^ exculpated boteveo* 
wesealied by the " Constitiitional* 
oooiety** with an acknowiedgoieDt 
of one himdred gpineas. Thus' 
eaded this angry storm— -in a>siiiaU 
tfioyrer of gold. 

Frpin the above stateia^t it 
migbt naturally be supposed that 
Wbeble became and renaided a* 
disaffected individual — but no. He' 
was at no time of his life a^violent 
party man. There was a certain- 
bent in his- teinpef towards quiet- 
ness* .and he wa» blessed with a* 
jocose ^ppopeusity. of ufind which 
made- him similar to that amiable' 
cfiaracter^ of whom Horace sa^—

taking up a subject with consi- 
derable ' warmth, but soon dismis- 
sing it with a smile, if it proved of a 
bitter sprt About the year 1780, 
and during the military eocamp- 
nuent in Hyde Park and on Warley 
Cpmmon/Mr. Wheble, being out of 
the bookselling business, held a 
situation in the Commissariat. In 
consequence of the return of peace, 
he quitted the service; and had 
OBce more recourse to his original 
destination as a publisher. A few 
years after this period, he com- 
menced the County Chronicie, which 
has ever since succeeded so amply, 
aod bay obtained so many respecta- 
ble subscribers " oue hundred miles 
rodnd London.*' He next, ' in con- 
junetioD with that highly respected 
individual, Mr. Harris^ the book- 
seller at the corner of St Paul's 
Chorch-yard, . projected and laid 
down the plan of the Spirting' M^ 
gnxlne, which after a while met 
with, and has preserved to this dny, 
theextensi ve patronageof th«* public. 
Mr. ^Wbeble, however, was* ne 
spidrtsman, but, as a passive spec- 
tator, fond of sportive transactions* 



H'ts memory waC wett stored wit^t^ 
anecdotes, and he' used to relate* 
them with that usual smile, whicli 
the* benevolence of his heart, and* 
the harmlessness of his mind, con^ 
staatly kept upon his lipsj a pam- 
liar feature, faithfully expressed by/ 
the skilful designer, aud equally! 
able'engrater of his portrait. A' 
l>atriot without disguise-— he waa* 
a lover of his King and country p 
tind constantly evinced a strong! 
predilection for the English Consti- 
tution in Church and State, on the 
principles of the rev6lution in 1 686. 
He might be farriy proBoonced a 
mun thoroughly inclined to do his 
duty in that state of life in wliieh it 
had pleased God to'place him. He 
enjoyed the esteem; confidence, and 
veneration of- his fellow tcrtiseus, \A^ 
the' last of his days; and was a' 

* Common Councilman for the wafd * 
of Farringdon- VVtthfu; for the space 
of many years. 

Mr. Wheble's efforts, industry, ' 
and economy, were deseWedly ' 
crowned with success; for' tliey 
placed him, towards the decline of t 
his life, in a state of comfortable ' 
iodependeiice, and ' enairied him to ' 

' come occasionally to the asststauee ^ 
of =some associates of former days, 
whom' fortune had visited with the ** 
severity of her frown. He was fond" 

. of society, and'SdmetimeH of keep4 
ing rather late hours in its enjoy- 

* ments. With his watch in hfs< 
h^nd, he seemed to chideHhe 'fleets 
ness'of time, whidi obliged hiin to ' 
l*etire^— but bewas aHve to his bu- 
siness at all times. When the btt8«' 
tie of the day was fairly over, he '^

His last hoars were in unison 
with the general character of his 
life, marlced with forbearance and 
firmness. He died on the 22d of 
September, 1 820/ and was buried 
at Christ Church, in tbe city of 
London. 



OBSERVATIONS ON DOG- 
BREAKING. 

By Wm. Floyd, Gamekeeper to Sir 
John Sebright^ BarU^Price 2s. Sd. 

A Treatise under the above title . 
has been published this month, 
in which the writer states, in plain 
and concise terms, the result of 
his experience on this interest! ug 
branch of sporting. We purpose 
extracting, a few passages from it, 
and then to add some observations 
transmitted os by a correspondent, 
which appear to have been drawn 
forth, by a perusal of the treatise in 
question. 

** The first thing to be done with . 
a young dog/* observes the author, 
*' is to allow him to hunt at liberty 
without any controul, until he is well 
confirmed in ranging $ he will at 
first pursue larks, or any other 
birds^ bjuit in a short time he will 
take little notipe of any thing but 
ffume. He mnst next be taught to 
fie down at command, and not to 
inove until he is tppcbed with the 
)iand. For this pprppse, a small 
cord, aboujt twenty yards long, 
should be tied round thj& dq^*sneck, 
aujd the other end pf it tp a peg 
fixed firmly in the ground. When 
^ f ho dog is let go, particularly^ if b^ 



be a little frightened, he wlU en* 
deavoor to n^nr awav> and will be 
stopped with a check when he geta 
to the end of the cord. He should 
instantly be dragged back, and 
made to lie down near the peg, by 
a check, but not touched or spoken 
to when he is down. He will get 
up as soon as you leave him, and 
will either creep after you, or at- 
temp to escape, and be again stop* 
ped by the cord ; in either case he 
must be draeged back as before, 
and made to Re down with a check. 
It is a bad way to stand near the 
dog when he is down, or to at- 
tempt to prevent him from rising ; 
on the contrary walk away imme- 
diately and leave him to get up or 
not, as he pleases, always dragging 
him back, and making him lie down 
if he moves. After this has been 
repeated eight or ten tiroes, he will 
lie stjill. Yon should then walk re- 
peatedly round him, crack a whip 
at him, run at him, go some dis- 
tance from him, and in short do 
every thing you can (without touch- 
ing him), to induce him to get up ; 
and if he moves but a single inch, 
drag him back as before. It lyill 
save much trouble and time to give 
this lesson so effectually, in the first 
instance, that nothing shall induce 
the d«>g wiien he is once down ta 
move, and this may always be done 
in a quarter of an hour. 

" Most dogs are a good deal 
frightened by this treatment, they ^ 
shonld of course be checked with 
more or less seventy according to 
their dispositions, but unless they 
are somewhat awed ia the first les- 
son, they will never lie down well, 
and it is upon this that the success 
of this mode of breaking almost en- 
tirely depends." 

The author proceeding on his 
system directs, that when the dog 
Will drop at the word • Down,' 

how- 
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bowertr disUnt he may be from 
J0€k, a cord of nine or ten feet long 
IS to be used. 

" He should now be taken to a 
place where there is no ganie« en- 
couraged to range, and practised in 
dropping ; he should above all be 
pulled back if be makes a single 
step after the word ' Down/ or at- 
tempts to get np before be is touch- 
ed with the hand ; this is a gene- 
ral role never to be departed from/ 
' We shall select a few more pas- 
sages- — 

** A dog that drags a ten foot 
cord, (which will not impede his 
hunting), and that will lie down at 
command, is almost as much in 
yooc power as if you beld the end 
of the line constantly in your hand, 
and inasmuch as this power is 
great, it should be used with dis- 
cretion. It is easy to check dogs 
that are too resolute, but when 
over-awed they become difficult to 
manage, and very liable to blink. 
It is much better to correct a fault 
by slight punishments frequently 
repeated, than by too much seve- 
rity at one time ; the lesson will by 
this means be more strongly im- 
pressed on the memory of the dog, 
and by thus feeling your way, you 
w)li be less likely to spoil him.*' 

'* If a dog springs the birds, and 
then drops, but does not shew any 
disposition to point, you must pull 
him back five or six yards, and then 
make him lie down. If he still re- 
fuses to point, a case which will 
very rarely occur, yon must watch 
ibr the moment when he first winds 
the birds, taking care not to be too 
far from him at the time, and run- 
ning at him cry ' Down -,* if he does 
not obey you, pull him back smart- 
ly, and make him lie down, this 
will soon produce its effect. It is 
by these means that I have taught 
tefriers and spaniels to point, which 



is very contrary to their natorjil in* . 
dination.** 

" A very absurd opinion pre- 
vails among sportsmen that by kill- 
ing game to young dogs you will 
make them steady ; it has in.£act, 
a contrary effect, for when a dog 
sees birds fall in their flight, it of . 
course encourages him to pursue ■ 
them, but nothing will make them 
so steady as take birds to their 
point with a setting net, which may 
be easily done in the pairing sea* 
son, when .you may see them lying 
before the d<^ in the green corn. 
Having taken a bird, 1 tie it by 
the leg to the tail cord of the net» 
and let it flutter and run about be- 
fore the dog.** 

" The common way of breaking 
pointers is to fatigue them by hard 
work, and to whip them when they 
spring or chase; well-bred dogs 
will generally point . when subdued 
to a ccrtsiin degree by this treats 
menf, hut many dogs would cease 
entirely to hunt partridges, indeed 
it is by these very means that 
hounds are made steady from fea- 
ther. - Dogs may be GHonted by 
the use of the whip, but it cannot 
explain to them (if I may be al- 
lowed the expression) what it is 
they are expected to do.*' 

" All dogs are made shy by the 
use of the whip, some sneak away, 
and are not easily caught when 
they have committed, a faulty and 
others who will not bear the slight- 
est correction, cannot possibly be 
managed by these means. But all 
dogs may be broken by the cord, it 
will never fail to daunt the mosjt re- 
solute, and may be so gently used 
as not to over-awe the most timid. 

** I never,** says the author in 
conclusion, " use the whip on any 
occasion whatever, and I b^ve 
taught many domi to bring, to go 
into the water, and to do tridcswith 
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cards tilth us tb^ sbowmen exhibit^ 
by the use of the cord only. PeV-

Happily this appre- 
hension, which twenty-fife years, 
past, would possibly have spread 
terror and apathy among the pos- 
sessors of Merino sheep, and 
would have tended to diminish 
their numbers, will now no longer 
produce that effect. At least I 
can aver that, for thirty-fWe years 
past, I have preserved a consider- 
able number of these sheep upon my 
grounds, without refreshing them 
with others from Spain ; and 1 am 
not under the least apprehension 
of their deterioration, as the iq- 
creased . price of their wool and 
their appearance altogether, are 
0nvinciBg proofs that;; so fav trov^ 



havjng d^enerat«d> they ar«ifta- 
nifestly improved. 

" Indeed Professor Schwab eit- 
pressly protests against any com- 
parisons drawn between Merino 
sheep and horses, as to the effects 
of a change of climate, so as to prp-f 
duce any degeneracy ; he says, in 
reference to the Oriental horses, 
' It is necessary to preserve thofn 
in the complete possession of nil 
their properties ^ but it is otherwise 
with the sheep, of which we re- 
quire nothing but the wool 5 and 
though here and there, some peo- 
ple have had the unexpected good 
luck to preserve their sheep, yet as 
to the properties of the animal, ge- 
nerally considered, these have ne- 
ver excited particular enquiry or 
attention.* 

** Concerning the horse, I must 
now refer to what I have before as- 
serted relative to the English ra- 
cers } but as to the sheep, on the 
part of Professor Schwab, it will 
be very hard to point out the pro- 
perties in these animals which have 
undergone such a manifest altera- 
tion. I grant that as th^ir wool 
has been the principal motive with 
us for. having them brought frotii 
Spain, we have looked to this ob- 
ject in preference to every other, 
and of course to the preservation 
of the animal most of all. Some 
alterations upon the whole there 
certainly have been, but they were 
such as we wished for, and endea- 
vonred to promote. Any other 
deviations in the organization of 
these sheep have been matters of 
indifference, and have therefore 
perhaps passed unobserved; this, 
however, is the business of the 
Professor to examine into— still I 
may be admitted to draw this con- 
clusion by analogy, viz. that if onr 
interest had l)«en concerned in any 
other property of the sheep, bi- 

K 2 sides 
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stdei the prodirction of its wool, 
we should have been equally as 
fiuccessfal in the one case as the 
other. 

" From the horned cattle also, 
we have made a number of expe- 
riments upon' a very extensive 
scale, which have proved that 
strange breeds, qnite foreign to the 
|iatives, when preserved nnmixed 
and supplied with good nourish- 
ment, have entirely, or in a great 
measure, preserved their original 
character. I have, for instance^ in 
iny own possession, Swiss cows 
from the canton of Friburg, which 
$n their third generation, still pos- 
sess the complete original like- 
i)ess. In fact, my nncle. Count 
Lindenaa, Prussian Lieutenant- 
General, has had horned cattle 
brought from the canton of Schy ws, 
first to Saxony, and afterwards 
into the Marche of Brandenburg. 
From these some specimens were 
sent to Mr. Crooke, an English 

gentleman farmer and horse- 
reeder; and the famous agricul- 
tural writer, Arthur Young, re- 
marks, that he, at least twenty 
years after, saw these cows in 
JSngland, still retaining all their 
original and essential characters. 
I have also four head of them, 
which certainly cannot be distin- 
guished from any of the Swiss cat- 
tle. But these are carefully pre- 
served nnmixed, and fed in their 
istalls, and, like the English full- 
bred foals, constantly' kept in 
sound dry meadows^ and fed with 
)iay. But if any person should at* 
tempt tQ put pure Arabians in a 
morass or marshy groqnd in HoU 
land, and suffer them to be exposed 
day and' night |;o the inoist and 
cold air, without supplying them 
with dr'y'corn, in snch a case a de- 
generacy would inevitably follow, 
Which notwithstanding, by s rea-f 



■onable attention to circumstances^ 
might have been very easily 
avoided. 

" The more consideration we 
bestow upon this object/ the more 
proofs obtrude themselves in favour 
6f our hypothesis, namely, that 
besides dimate and soil^ there 
must be a certain something that 
operates upon the constitutions of 
various animals, as well as upon 
that of men 5 though hitherto we 
have not been in a condition to of- 
fer any theory, « priori, as a con« 
petent explanation of this some- 
thing. Still, confining ourselves 
principally to the horse, we know 
from credible and corresponding 
information that, even in Arabia 
and in the sfame climate and soil, 
three various breeds of the horse^, 
essentially different from each 
other^ are produced— (see Mr. 
J. Lawrence's " History of the 
Race-horse:*') for instance, Koch- 
lani, or the noble. The families of 
horses that belong to this class, are 
in Niebuhr> and are completely de- 
scribed in G. K. Rzwsky*s Notices. 
— ^2dly, Kadishi, or half noble, 
being bred out of the first and 
third kind. — 3d*. Hatike, or the i|^- 
noble. The accuracy of these state- 
ments rhaye found confirmed from 
the circumstance that in Egypt 
there are undoubtedly two races es- 
sentially different from each other. 
—In Bonaparte's stables, and in 
those of several of the French 
Marshals, and afterwards of the 
English officers, particularly those 
of the Duke of Brquswtck's hus-^ 
sars in the English service, I havQ 
had an opportunity of having li 
great number of Egyptian horses 
pointed put -, among these, espe^c 
dally the first mentioned, seve- 
ra;l were hard to be distinguished 
from the noblest' Arabians, and 
llianv also among them were quite 

nnbk^ 
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unlike each otber^ with court de 
reims, or hair, &c. about the fet- 
lockg. These, if their Oriental de- 
scent had not been well authenti- 
cated, no one would have believed 
to have been of real Oriental de- 
scent. How then are we to ac- 
count for this remarkable differeooe 
between them, if only climate and 
soil is concerned in forming the 
character of the race? 

** But why do the same distinc- 
tions appear among the human 
race ? First, the Jews, who have 
been removed from Asia into En- 
rope more than fifteen hundred 
years, are in the make an<] expres- 
sion of their countenances not yet 
become so much like Europeans, 
as to prevent us from distinguish- 
ing their Asiatic descent 

'^ Why are the Arabians or 
Moors, who have been removed 
into the interior of Africa more 
than a thousand years, distin- 
ffuished from the qegroes, by their 
lobg smooth hair, their features, 
^nd the colour of their skin?-^- 
These distinctions oontinoe inflex- 
ible, notwithstanding these Moors 
and negroes have been so long to- 
gether ; and though in a few in- 
stances the skin of some of the 
farmer has been somewhat darker, 
this is very natural, from theirHibt 
unfreqoent cqnnectipn with the fe^ 
pale negroes. 

** Thirdly, why have the poste- 
lity of the European settlers in 
America, in the course of three 
hundred years, npt Required the 
red copper colour and the features 
of the original inhabitants ) These 
examples are, I presume, sufficient 
for thei consideration of the nnpre- 
^adiced. 

" But now, supposing the case 
^t the foreign breed is only ii^- 
^rodace4 by halves^ pierely the 



male individuals, and afterwards 
paired with the indigenous fe- 
males; this, according to my 
view, is essentially a diiTerent 
thing. For here, in addition to 
the effects of the climate, is the 
influence of the native mother, 
who not only adds her part to the 
first matter of bastard formation^ 
but nourishes the animal before 
and after the birth. And hence we 
derive the convictien, both from 
theory and practice, that no hnmaii 
care and prevention are sufficiently 
powerful to prevent an alteratioa 
pr deviation in the native animals, 
not only in their condition, but 
also in the varions degrees of swift- 
ness and perfection which, sooner 
or later, will be sure to appear. 

*' Here I perfectly agree with 
Professor Schwab, that such mix- 
tures never support themselves 
long, and this is the main reason 
why all iittempts to improve the 
race of horses in France, Germany, 
and other countries, have so long 
proved fruitless, since it is cns^« 
ternary only to form half-breeds, 
through the connection between the 
foreign stallions with the native 
mares, and whiph, by very natural 
degrees, approach nearer and near- 
er to those of the country, till at 
last they are quite lost in them. 

'* in most studs also, where 
Oriental or noble mares have been 
here and there introduced, people 
have been much wanting in perse- 
verance to prevent the posterity of 
these excellent mares from mixing 
with the horses of the country, or 
the northern breed; and on this 
account the noble breeds have 
again disappeared. Other eveiits, 
especially war, have^ prevented us 
frpm equalling the English in their 
breed, and who, of course, have 
followed a system exactly the re- 
' . . . verse 
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terie of ours, and tliey have b^en 
nach less disturbed by exteroal 
causes. 

*' But even when the half-bred 
produce of a noble foreign horse 
iirith a native mare is again paired 
with another noble stallion, even if 
this be continued through several 
generations, still the blood of the 
first native mother will remain un- 
extinguishable, and sooner or later 
introduce a degeneracy in the pro- 
perties of the foreign race. 

** But that the inflaence of cli- 
mate upon these bastard breeds is 
pot so speedy and decisive as Pro- 
fessor Schwab imagines^ or that 
the degeneracy cannot be protract- 
ed by human care, is proved from 
what has taken place among va- 
rious mixtures of sheep and horned 
^ cattle, also particularly in the 
Prince of Lippa Detmoid's esta- 
blishment of a Senaar stud of 
h«rses. This, according to the 
account given of it by Prizelius, is 
upwards of four hundred years 
standings and though the earliest 
part of the history is naturally de- 
fective, still it is highly probable 
this was iirst supplied from Orien- 
tal stallions with good country 
inares. 

^^ This stqd, in the course of its 
long di^ration, has not experienced 
fk mode of management quite uni- 
form ', and when it is admitted 
that this stud has been several 
times refreshed with Oriental stal- 
lions, still many intervals in which 
they have been wanting have oc- 
curred 'y neither could it be ex- 
pected that these foreign stallions 
were always of noble and unmixed 
Oriental descent. 

" However, amonff the horses 
brought up in this stud, it appears, 
from the description of them in re- 
cent and former times, that there 
^fl3 ^Iways beei^ a considerable 



part of the noble OrientiJ strongly 
mixed up with the Northern. Hav- 
ing, had for nine years past an op- 
portunity of seeing these horses^ 1 
observed a fine goldfuch$ (ches* 
nut) stallion, named Resolu, which, 
as 1 beard, was not very nearly de- 
scended from a foreign stallion, 
and yet in his form, his hair, his 
paces, and his condition altoge- 
ther, shewed such a degree of no- 
ble extraction, as is not often found 
under more favourable circum- 
stances. Besides, in the country 
of Anhalt, the metis (mixed) 
flocks, and those of the Merinos, 
are very hard to distinguish, not 
only in respect to their wool, but 
in other particulars. During more 
than thirty years past, these sheep 
have been in a high degree of per- 
fection. There are also farms in 
these countries, vFhere Swiss or 
Dutch hastai*d cattle have been 
preserved in the same manner, for 
a. considerable period. 

" These examples provo, that 
even among mixed breeds, a ra- 
tional selection of the best indivl-^ 
duals for continuing the breed, with 
proper food and protection from 
rain and cold weather, will add 
much to the preservation of the 
noble foreign blood, Dotwithstaiid-< 
ing the influence of the climate. 

'* To what has been stated, per- 
mit me to add the probable results 
of the application of Professor 
Schwab's system. In the first plaee» 
for the establishment of a stud, 
none but horses, as much as possi- 
ble of an unmixed breed, should be 
chosen 5 they may be good or indif- 
ferent, as the strangers will not 
only deviate again, but at the same 
time, contend against and throw 
out all the strange constitnent 
piarts. By this conflict of nature, 
according, to Professor Schwab's 
system^ the fruitfulqess is restrain- 
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ed/the^gK the .produce in tbe end 
will be just the same ; yet in order 
to draw more foals, it is better to 
choose horses which^ if they have 
no strange blood in theni> will be 
above this difficult contentioA of 
nature. 

"Indeed, says Professor Schwab 
(see page 17 of hh " Equestrian 
Pocket* book*') ^when acliiBate pro* 
d^ces horsetunht forour purpose, 
it must be compelled by a foreign 
force to produce that to which it is 
naturally averse. Further, he says^ 
the horses that do not possess the 
qualities ' absolutely requisite for 
racers, are not to be despised ; oa 
the contrary, they often have ad- 
vantages, which we should seek for 
in vain amongst ours. 

*' i must, however, acknowledge 
that I do not know how to recon- 
cile these two things with the Pro- 
fessor's system, though in oth^r 
respects I cannot withhold my 
hearty approbation of it. It ra- 
ther appears to me, that in the 
conaectloQ he aims at there is no 
point of onion ; for if it be the cli-* 
owte alone that forms the race, 
how shall we, in any possible way^ 
commence in onr compulsion of it 
to produce another race. 

*' jBesides, if the horses that 
have been the object of human 
eare, have many prevailing attrac- 
tions for us, why should we take a 
wild race for a pattern, as. the Pro- 
fessor would persuade us to do, 
which would be much less beneh- 
eial» but upon which his system 
seemft to rest Us principal foun- 
datioB? 

" That the wild horseis the best, 
is the grand basis of the Professor's 
4ystem; consequently the unculti- 
vated horse being the nearest to 
the original, we should always pre- 
fer the horse that is quite wild. 

'^ But to bring these studs as 



near as possible to natare, rt ter^iM - 
that the stallions and brood mares 
should run together winter and 
summer, in order to produce th^ 
most gratifying consequences.-— 
Hence we are referred to vadoa* 
studs of this kind in different partf 
of Russia, Poland, and Hungary, 
Count Bennigsen, however, utlert 
great complaints on this subject* 
especially relative to Little Russia 
where this system is the most 
closely followed. One of the Tea- 
neker pocket books on the subject 
of horse breeding, which I have 
not at hand, contains the descrip- 
tion of one of these private wild 
stsdft in Hungary, the yoang brood 
of which must be very much liko 
the wild horses at Bachmuth, as 
described in Coant fiennigsea's 
work 5 but when a change of pos« 
session occasioned them to be of- 
fered at a public sale, they were 
obliged to be almost given away. 
Certainly, if Charles the Second 
of England and the laudholdera 
of his time had adopted fhts wild 
and irregular manner of breeding; 
that couutrv never would have had 
to boast of such an excellent race 
of horises, so conveniently adapted 
to ail the various wants of its in- 
habitants ^ it must also have re- 
nounced much emolument both of 
pleasure and profit, the latter in 
the great sums, which, duriag « 
hundred years past, have been and 
still continue to be received (or 
hor&es. Ail these would have hetm 
lost to England, if she had foil- 
lowed a system, easy and eco]ioail«« 
cal enough, but at the same time, 
both tedious and unprodoctive. 
Its principal maxim then wonki 
have been, to remain quite passive 
aad not spoil natore*s handy work. 
I think, however, that we shall da 
better in adopting the English sys- 
tem of horae breeding, now it has 

had 
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bitd fk> loog a trial, than io follow- 
ing a theory apparently philosophi- 
cal, hot which, unfortunately, as 
natnl'e cannot be bronght to sanc- 
tion that which is apparently right 
to the multitude, has therefore ne- 
ver been reduced to practice, not 
evfen bv Professor Schwab, nor 
will be, unless we live to obtain 
possession of the most perfect re- 
semblance of th^ wild horse from 
Ihe deserts of Gobi, with the pro* 
per marks or indications of its su- 
perior utility and beauty even to thd 
Arabian or Nubian horse. Bnt I 
have already forgotten, that even 
this would not essentially help us, 
as, according to Professor Schwab's 
system, in the third generation at 
least, our best breeds of horses 
would all be changed again into 
that of the country into which they 
had bean transplanted.

HUNTING THE WILD OX. 

From Note* on Rio de Janiero^ and the 
Southern parts of Brazil, ^•^o By 
Jonii J[iUCCOGK. London^ l&O, 

A FTER a ride of three or four 
miles, on a large open plain, 
we found about four hundred head 
of cattle, rode gently round to 
bring them into a more compact 
body, and made the animal which 
WAS to be chased distinctly known 



to every indindual of the plirty.. 
Our settled object was to drive him 
to the honse ; and to render the 
sport as comfilete as possible, the 
lasio or noose was not to be used; 
until there was a' probability that 
he would otherwise escape. Some 
of the people then dashed into the 
midst of the herd, attentivelv ob- 
serving the selected animal. One 
half of the oxen were thus at once 
driven from the spot, and others 
which chose to do so, were per-| 
mitted to follow ; but wherever the 
victim turned, a horseman met him 
and stopped his career. The work 
was easy till the remaining group 
was reduced to about twenty, which 
then made violent attempts to join 
their comrades, and fiercelv attack- 
ed the hnntsmen who intercepted 
them. In a short time, foor of 
them being hardly pressed, plunged 
into some watery gronnd about two 
miles from the honse, and among 
them was the object of the chase. 
When driven from the water, this 
small number were more harrassed 
than before, and perceiving their 
danger, exerted themselves with 
redoubled violence. Sometimes we 
were obliged to ride hard, and great 
coolness and address were necessa- 
ry to prevent their escape behind 
us into a wood. In this last re- 
spect, our efforts were in vain j 
they gained this refuge, and we 
could no longer act in concert. The 
wood was full of thick bushes of 
myrtle, and many trees spread their 
arms horizontally seven or ei^ht 
feet from the ground. It was mat- 
ter of high gratification, as well as 
wonder, to observe how our hunts- 
men rounded the bushes and bent 
under the branches^ so as some- 
times to hang on the sides of their- 
horses. Though unable to follow, 
I soon encountered our chief, who 
had made an.uHSoccessfal cast with-

from tha branch of a tree. 1 shall 
never forget ihe ardour and rapid- 
ity with which be afterwards darted 
vA wheeled among the trees, nor 
lose the conviction fixed upon my 
iniad» what execation such men so 
trained must be capable of in a 
country like this. My ilmsings 
yrere soon interrupted by my reach- 
ing the beachy and seeing at a dis> 
tanee oar young hero with the ox 
•ecorely attached to his hor^e by 
tbe lasso, and leading the captive 
towards the house. The instrn. 
ment had gone round his horns, 
and was fixed close to the crown of 
\^ head. 

iThe animal thus entangled, made 
many ferocious efforts to gore the 
horse that now led him, but this 
wary creature kept his eye upon 
the ox, and polled at the lasso so 
»& to keep it always on the stretch, 
and himself two springs in advance. 
}n his exertions he was greatly as- 
aisted by his rider 3 but the ox, con- 
Yinced at length that his attempts 
to gore his leader were vaia^ be>- 
came sullen, and was partly drag-^ 
ged onwards. Recovering nis ex- 
ertions, however, it became neces- 
sary to apply another lasso to asr 
sist in conducting the captive, who 
aeen^ingly conscious that he was 
completely subdued, now walked 
along quietly. A boat had JQ$t 
seacbed the beach„ and the people 
w^re still on boc^d^ when the trea- 
cherous animal^ as soon as became 
aenr enough, made an unexpected 
l^ttack, and caused them to tumble 
over one another into the water, to 
the great amusement of the sp^c- 
tft^ors.

With respect 
to those which are liberally and 
well managed^ size is always a for- 
tuitous matter, dependent on a va. 
riety of contingencies. The young 
stock may take form, size, or qua- 
lity from the tbe sire, dam, grand* 
sire, or grandam, or even a degree 
beyond. Our great breeders, al- 
ways apprehensive of (|egeneracy 
in point of size, choose the largest 
stallions ; and the plan of the late 
Governor Hastings aud Mr. Clioe 
the surgeon, of superior size in the 
mare, bi|S hitherto had few or no 
followers.

HUNTING THE WILD BOAR IN *>^^ months* residence in the

JN a work lately published by count of hunting the wild boar, the 

Mrs. Graham, aescriptite of a chase of whidi forms the priocipab 

sport 
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kf^n of tiM pec^ of 'the neigb- 
iMMirhood: — 

''The honting the wiM boar, 
which b^ins aboot the fall of the 
leaf« is a ravourite diTersion of the 
middle and lower dasseft ; and if a 
boar is tatcen, it is a kind of roral 
triamph. When a hntit is to take 
place^ from ten to thirty huDters 
assemble^ and appoint a chief, ex- 
perienced in the chase, and whose 
local knowledge enables him to 
guess at the probable track of the 
gatne. A« many dogs as can be 
procored are collected, and three 
keepers are chosen to take care of 
them, and set them on the scent. 
There are, besides, generally a 
number of peasants armed with 
sticks, who go oot to beat the 
thickets, and assist the dogs to 
lind the game. As soon as a boar 
is discovered, notice is given to 
the hnntsman, who immediately 
places the kndters in stations oon- 
vement for shooting the animal as 
It passes, after it is roosed, as is 
practised in our northern deer- 
shooting. The experience of the 
huntsman should enable him to 
place five or six of the best marks- 
men at the principal passes by 
which the boar is likely to escape. 
The others are placed at conve- 
nient distances between. The 
keepers then divide the dogs, and 
advance from three different points 
towards the boar^ encouraging the 
dogs with their voices; and, if the 
cover is so thick and rough that 
they hesitate, they fire a 'few shots, 
which seldom faiU to inspire them 
with courage enough to go through, 
and rouse the game. Once raised 
from his lair, the boar becomes 
foriovs, frequently kills the dogs^ 
and seldom fails to wound them. — 
Overpowered by numbers, he is at 
length obliged to fly, and is gi&ne- 
rally shot in one of the passes 



Where the marksmen ai^ stationed. 
Ahoukt be pass the line unwound- 
ed, there is but little hope of tak- 
ing him again. The practice of 
surrounding the lair of the boar 
with nets, wbfeh appears, from the 
first ode of Horace, to have beea 
oceationuUy osed by the ancients, 
is never adopted by the modem 
hunters. Some iignres engraved 
on the lid of a foneral vase found 
near Pialestrina, and whose date is 
«t least two centuries before 
Christ, are engaged in a boar hunt 
with dogs, and are armed with 
spears: there are also others hunt- 
ing the stag, with a doak oter the 
left arm, whkh they appear to be 
throwing over the animal's head to 
blmd him, while another hunter is 
preparing lo give him a mortal 
wound. The head of the boar is 
now, as in ancient times, the prise 
of the successful hunter, who 
gives him his death-blow. As soon 
as he is killed, be is laid on n 
beast of burden, provided fsr the 
purpose, and carried home In tri<^ 
nmph. As soon as the party come 
in sight of their town, they (ire m 
voUev, to let the inhabitants know 
of their success; young and old 
come out to meet them, and nc^ 
company them to the market-place, 
where another roUey is hred, and 
the game is carried to the hunts- 
man's house, where the feet being 
cut off, as the perquisite of ^ 
master of the beast which )im 
brought it in, the rest is portioned 
out into as many sharers as there 
were hunters; and, to prevent jea- 
lousies, they draw lots for them. 

" AH this mountain district is 
famous for the goodness of the 
hams and bacon it produces.

But the character best 
suited to his talents was that of 
Teg, in Sir Robert Howard's co- 
medy of " The Committee }'* in 
which he succeeded Estcourt, and 
performed it from 1730 till 1735/ 
perliaps for a longer period. As 
Miller was illiterate, the celebrated 
collection of Jests under his name 
was published by his friends, un- 
der the following title : " Joe Mil- 
ler's Jests ^ or the Wit's Vade- 
Mecum. Being a collection of the 
most brilliant Jests ; the politest 
Repartees • the most elegant Bon 
Mots; and most pleasant short 
Stories in the English language. 
Jlrst carefully collected in the com- 
pany, and many of them trans- 
cribed from the mouth of the face- 
tious gentleman, whose name they 
bear; and now set forth and pub- 
lished by his lamentable friend and 
former companion, Elijah Jenkins, 
Esq. Most humbly inscribed to 
those choice spirits of the age^ 
Captain Bodens, Mr. Alexander 
♦Pope, Mr. Professor Lacy, Mr. 
Orator Henley, and Job Baker, 
the kettle r drummer.

A third edition was published

valuable Epigrams in the British 
tongue; with the namfs of the 
authors to such as are known,*' pp. 
208, containing 5S7 Jests, ^ exclu- 
sive of proverbs and epigrams. 
The ninth came out in 1747, con- 
taining 590 .lests " most humbly 
inscribed to those choice spirits of 
the age, his Majesty's Poet Lau- 
reat. Sir C. H. W. Knight of the 
Bath, and Job Baker, the kettle- 
drummer.'* An eleventh edition 
was announced in the General Ad-^ 
vertiser, October 18/1751, " in- 
scribed to his Majesty's Poet Lau- 
reat, Mr, David Garrick/' and 
others. 

From that period the genuine co- 
pies of this work have gradually 
disappeared, while spurious and 
paltry publications have usurped 
the name of Joe Miller ; till it is 
no longer known as a mark of ho- 
nourable distinction !

r^N Wednesday morning, May 9, 
a black horse, called All-steel, 
the property of Mr. Ri6h, hatma- 
ker in Holborn, carrying a feather, 
between five and six stone, ran a 
match of twenty-one niiles within 
the hour, over the Croydon- road, 
for 200gs. which he won within se- 
ven minutes and ^ half of the time. 
He started at five o'clock, from the 
south end of Croydon, proceeding 
towards Reigate, and returning to 
complete the distance^ In attempt- 
ing to turn, the boy w^o rode was 
unable to stop the horse, and was 
thrown, by which accident neafiy 
three minutes were lost. 
This excellepl; horisp, in the pos» 

session 
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sesskm of which Mr. Rich may 
think himself fortonate, was got by 
Bott*8 Totteridgo, to the best of 
<mr recoUectioa a son of Dnngan- 
non, by Eclipse. The dam of Ail- 
steel was a natural Persian mare^ 
brought oyer to this country from 
Bash ire, by a military gentleman. 
He is a capital and safe hack, and 
as a hnnter, an uncommon ready 
and good fencer. He shews much 
foreign blood, and never was the 
name oiAU-^teelmote appropriate- 
ly bestowed upon a horse. To ap- 
pearaticit, he is about fifteen hands 
in height, or nearly so, and the 
bone under his knee measures 
greatly. He has performed great 
things both on the road and field, 
with J4st. upon his back 3 per- 
formances, however, which are ne- 
ver attended with impunity, al* 
tboflgh the crippling and fatal ef- 
fects submitting to the spirit and 
hardiness of the animal, may be 
concealed for a time. The setting 
up of the lightest racing weigiit, is 
a good proof of the judgment and 
humanity of the proprietor and his 
competitor, still leaving a regret 
that they did not go the full length 
of sound discretion, and make 
choice of the turf, which for the 
sake of the horse, and from every 
i^otive of convenience and deco- 
rum, ought to be the theatre of all 
galloping matches. In fact, such 
matches on the road have long 
since, and with much propriety, 
come into disrepute, as appertain- 
Ing to the old Smithfield style. We 
underhand AlUsteel will cover a 
few mares, at 5gs. and may be ex- 
pected to ffet capital hacks and 
hunters. This horse affords a fine 
' opportunity to make < trial of the 
plan of the late Governor Hastings 
and Mr. Cline— Spotting large 
roomy mares' to a stallion of infe- 
rior size. 



It will not be out of place here, 
to make a 'few observations on the 
galloping matcnes^ of past times. 
In the reign of James and Charles 
the First, as we learn from Chris- 
topher Barct, there were some 
smart performances 6f this kind, as 
(kr, as we recollect, as twenty or 
twenty-one miles within the hour, 
orer the road, the horse carrying 
his owner's weight. Smollet, or 
some one of our historians, quotes 
the ability of the best of our Eng- 
lish road horses to gallop twenty 
miles within the hour, which indeed 
had often been performed by such, 
and customarily with high weights; 
Mr. LawreDce*s plan for setting up 
jockey weights, in trotting and 
road matches, not having been pro- 
posed till 1 783, nor acted upon till 
1 799, Mr. Shaftoe's Merry fiache-i 
lor, according to Parkinson^ in his 
Treatise on Cattle, ran twenty-five 
miles in one hour at Newmarket. 
The flea-bitten grey gelding, which 
was so infamously cot up and but- 
chered to death in the second at- 
tempt, had prcvi(^sly run twenty- 
two miles on the Windsor road 
within the hour, carrying, according 
to the custom of that day, in aU 
probability, ten or eleven stone. 
He was described by Medley, of the 
Sporting Coffee-house, in Round- 
court, Strand, in 1779, as about 
three parts bred, and as having se* 
veral times before his chief per* 
formance, ran twenty miles within 
the hour. 

When English racing was the fM 
in France, (audit seems by late ac- 
counts likely to revive), Gimcrack 
ran twenty miles in one hour, rid- 
den by Jack Oakley, abodt eight 
stone, which made the Frenchmen 
stare, though neither the grey horse 
nor his jockey could think much of 
the matter.

It baa been hitherto a point an-

miles in one hour, even with eight 
alone I and we judge from what 
has been performed on the road, by 
welUbred hacks. We, some years 
since, rode a few miles beside a 
poor little nag of this description^ 
which was kilie<l on the Rom£i>rd 
road in a very heavy state, after 
having done, nearly twenty-one 
milea within the hour, with proba<* 
jbly nine stone on his back.

With respect to those great per^ 
formances, to which this noble aoi* 
mal is by custom urged, they ae^ 
cessarily involve much ol the Ur- 
certainty and misery of all huaun 
i^airs.

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T has always been a subjaiAef 
aatoaishmeat that so maav eeh^ 
tories shoald have elapsed bcfeie 
the discovery of America, The 
reason ef it is generally attributed 
to thedificaltyof navigatiagwicb» 
ent the guide ol the magnet, the 
4irective power of wlMch had not 
been long before that period, effso^ 
tually applied to the purpose* Bet 
it may be observed, that a mere po^ 
tent cause resided ia a oertaia a|»» 
thy, and a sopersiitieus iadlfte* 
ence for whatever tended to ea^ 
lighteo the mind, or disperse kaowp' 
ledge among the variena natieiia eC 
ihe world. However, as the lone 
for the foie arta aad scieaeea awoke 
gradually, the spirit ef disooear|r 
rose nf»oa his mighty piniooa, aai 
eaibraeed the greatest partef the 
globe within the compass of bin 
anbonnded ken. Net onhr reend 
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the gtobe, but 'nearly from pole to 
pole, voyages hare been made so 
sticcessfally, that hardly any comer 
upon earth cato be mentioned which 
kas not been explored. Even the 
Arctic regions, where a consoli- 
dated mass of ice seemed to fence 
them against the investigating ca- 
riosity of man, have been visited 
of late, and it is confidently hoped, 
that a communication by sea be* 
tween the andent and modern con- 
tinent will be ultimately ascertain- 
ed and established. 

The journal from which the fol- 
lowing extracts are presented to 
bur readers, is pleasing for its sim- 
'^ plicity, and interesting on account 
of the keen and very minute ob- 
servations which the author made 
vpOD zoological subjects, many, of 
which were but impartially known. 
The expedition departed from Dept- 
Ibrd on the 10th of May, 1819. 

. , EXTRACT9. 

«* Matf 16M.— We got under 
weigh again early this morning, 
and made all sail, the w*ind having 
at length sprung up right in our 
favour ; this being the Griper*s 
worst point of sailing, she was 
again taken in tow. In the course 
of the forenoon, divine service was 
performed, which almost the whole 
of the officers and ship*s company 
were able to attend, the weather 
being so fine that their service was 
not required on deck. During the 
day, we passed several flocks of 
that species of diver called by Lin- 
' naius colymbus traile, and com- 
monly known to seamen by the 
name of loon, or willock. These 
birds must be very widely scat- 
tered over the northern seas ; for 
we found them last year in great 
numbers in Davis*s Straits and' 
Baffin's Bay, and occasionally in 
dtffereot parts of the Atlantic dnr* 
ing our passage across ii.*\

May 22^-WhtUt in the neigh^ 
bonrhood of the Orkney islands, 
we saw a great many sea-fowls, 
particularly of the peterel tribe 
(viz. fulmar), and kittiwake gnlL 
These islanda, like St. Kiida, and. 
other solitary rocks in tbia part of 
the world, are particularly well 
calculated for being the reaort of 
sea-fowls ; because, in the first 
place, they have around them a- 
wide expanse of that element from' 
which they derive their food ; and, 
in the second place, the inaccessi- 
ble precipices wliich here and there 
overhang the sea, afford them asy- 
lums to bnild their nests in, which 
the daring inhabitants, with all 
their intrepidity, cannot alwaya 
molest.** 

" June I. — Several Arctic galls 
(iarus parasiticui, Lin.) were seen' 
to-day for the first time. This bird 
is commonly called by our Green- 
land seamen the boatswain, and 
flk>metimes dirty Allen, a name 
somewhat analogous to that by 
which it is characterized by the 
Danes, viz. stroudt-jager, or dung- 
bird. All these names have had 
their origin from a mistaken notion 
thatthe.se birds lived on the ex- 
crement of the lesser gulls, which, 
on being pursued, either from fear, 
or to relieve themselves from the 
prosecution of fierce enemies, void- 
ed something to satiate the vora^- 
cious appetites of their pursuers, 
and by that means escape from 
further molestation at that time. 
The fallacy of this opinion is now, 
however, pretty generally known. 
That the Arctic gulls do pursue 
those of their own genns which 
they can master (particularly the 
kittiwakes) is an ' incontestable 
fact ; but the object of their "pur- 
suit is not the excrement but the 
prey that the pursued is at that 
time possessed of, and which at 
length they are forced to drop, to 

secure 
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secare their own safety; which 
they effect during the time that 
their enemy is employed in picking 
it np, although that is done in a 
very short period^ for they manage 
the bnsiness with snch dexterity^ 
that the object dropped is caught 
before it reaches the water. 

'' Gulls are not the only birds 
that disburden themselves of their 
prey when pursued^ for I have of* 
ten observed last summer that the 
fulmar peterel or mallemucke, when 
approached whilst feeding (which 
I have seen them always do sitting 
on the water), not only abandon 
their food^ but even di^rge what 
they had swallowed before they 
wonid, or, as I imagined, could, 
take their flight. Several of (hem 
that we caught alive at different 
times, exhibited other proofs of the 
fisicility or power which they pos- 
sess of unloading themselves of the 
contents of their stomachs; for 
whenever a person approached 
them suddenly, they ejected a spout 
of oil from their nostrils. This is 
considered by naturalists (which I 
have no doubt is the case) a means 
of defence for these birds." 

** June 26, — In the course of the 
afternoon a Isrge whale came up to 
breathe, in a small opening between 
two pieces of ice, within a few 
yards of the ship, and remained 
there for a considerable time, and 
would probably have stopped muck 
longer bad not the curiosity of some 
of the seamen induced them to go 
to the edge of the hole where she 
lay, in order to have a better view 
of her. My object in being so par- 
ticular about this whale is, because 
she went down in a manner, which 
I understand from the fishermen on 
board, is very unusual for the^e fish 
to do 5 that is, tail foremost. It 
lAay be remarked, then, that this 
4^viation from tl^e usual method, of 



diving, evinces a considerable share 
of sagacity in these animals; at 
least it shews, that they have sense 
enough to depart from their usual 
habits to accommodate themselves 
to circumstances | for had this fisii 
gone down in the way which they 
«re accustomed to do, it is more 
than probable that her tail would 
have entangled her in the ice.*' 

" /w/y 5. — We passed a piece 
of ice this forenoon, on which was 
lying a large walrus, or, as it it 
commonly called, a sea-horse {tri^ 
checus, Lin.) We fired at him as 
the ship passed him ; but if he was 
wounded it innst have been very 
slightly, for he reUed himself off tte 
ice into the water, with as mnch, 
if not greater ease, than a person 
could expect from hit unwieldy 
form and size. His back appeared 
to be of a dark bay colour, and 
what we saw of the under part of 
his body seemed to be of the tame 
colour, but of a lighter hue, and 
mottled with white spots. His two 
tusks, I think, were between eight 
and nine inches long.*' 

'* July 6. — We were more suc- 
cessful to-day in an attack we made 
on one of the same kind of animals 
before mentioned. Abont noon, 
we observed five of them lying on 
a piece of ice about a mile and a 
half from the ship. A boat wat 
immediately equipped for attacking 
them^ and on our way towards them 
it was agreed, that, instead of fir- 
ing at the whole indiscriminately, 
we should all aim at one, and for 
the sake of convenience, and like- 
wise to avoid having occasion to 
speak when we came near them, it 
was settled that the one which 
happened to be nearest to us should 
be our object. 

" Having every thing thus pro- 
perty arradged, we .pulled slowly 
and quietly towards them unoji)-

COVBT OF king's BBNCH, WEST* 
MINSTER, MAT 14. 

LordBrudenelly, fFeUter, Esq, — 
This was an action brought on the 
warranty of a horse sold by the de- 
fendant to the plaintiff. The horse 
was found, on the first day's hunting, 
to have been lame, and notice was 
accordingly given to the defendant, 
who dented any lameness prior to the 
sale, and therefore refused to return 



the price. — ^The ease was tried at the 
late Assizes for Leicester, before Mr. 
Justice flolroyd, and the qnestien 
was, whether the lameness had been 
prior to the sale of the horse. The 
jury found a verdict for the plaintiff 
for 1301. — Mr. Clarke moved this 
day, for a rule niti to set aside that 
verdict, and have a new trial mnted^ 
The application was founded, first, 
on the circumstance that the person 
on whose evidence the lameness of the 
horse chiefiy rested, was introduced 
to the jfidge and jury as a respectable 
farmer, who kept a hunter cf his iyprti } 
whereas, in fact, as was soon dlsei^' 
vered, he was the groom of the agetil 
of Lord Cardigan, the plaintiff's ^- 
ther ; and if that had been known at 
the trial, the jury would undoubtedly 
have given their verdict for the de- 
fendant. Secondly, a person vas 
taken out of the crowd at the trial, 
^vho stated himself to have been a 
farrier, and to have heard all the evi- 
dence given that day on the sut>ject, 
from which, it was his opinion, the 
lameness had been prior to the sale. 
To the examination of this witness, 
he (Mr. Clarke) had protested at the 
trial, and had not the benefit of 
his cross-esAimination, the Learned 
Judge having over-rule^ his ol>jectioDj, 
and taken the examination of wit- 
nesses on himself. For these rea- 
sons the Learned Gentleman submit- 
ted that a new trial ought to l»e 
gn^nted; — ^ITie Court granted a rule 
to shew cause \ and oq Monday, the 
21st. Mr. Denman, in bel^alf of 
Lord Brudenell, reauested that the 
case might be argues in the preseot 
term : Lord BrucKn^U conceived that 
opinions unfavourable, to his charac- 
ter might be produced by the state- 
ment which had gone forth to the. 
public. Mr. Denman added, that 
Lewen, the groom, might at the trial 
have been mistaken for a fanner, hot 
that he had never so described hitn- 
self. — Mr. Morgan, fpr the defend- 
ant, said that his notes were at va- 
riance with Mr. Denman*s state- 
ments. — The Court ordered that no- 
tieo be given to Mr. Clark, and thst 
the matter should come on forthwith.

PsD£STRIANi8M. — A Motck tO do 

Fifty Miles in Bight Hours, — A 
O young 
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yowi; man, of the name of Bening- 
Dorough, from the northern part of 
Staffordshire, undertook, on the 30th 
of April, to perform this great un-' 
dertakinj^. The pedestrian was back- 
ed for lOOgs. ana the race took place 
over a five-mile piece of ground, at 
Eiken, near Dunstable, Herts. He 
^id each five miles as follows :•—

Total — seven hours, 62 minutes, 
53 seconds. — The match was won 
with much difficulty; and although 
the pedestrian had one hour and 
more than seven minutes to do the 
last five miles, he was so much fa- 
tigued, that time was backed at 6 to 
4. He performed half the distance 
in three hours, 13 minutes, and 34 
seconds, which gave him time to rest 
at intervals. This is more than 
•Hainer performed in eight hours, 
against Capt. Barclay's man. 

Mr. Prendergast,a yeoman in Ox- 
fordshire, undertook, on the 17th of 
May, to perform a match of 100 
miles in twenty-four hours. The 
pedestrian had trained for the match 
during the last month 5 the ground 
over which he travelled was a circle 
of five miles from Wood ridge, Oxon, 
of turf and road : he started at four 
o'clock in the morning, and per- 
' formed the first five miles in forty- 
eight minutes; he continued to mend 
Upon his pace« until he did twenty- 
five miles in ten minutes under four 
hours ; he halted an hour, ate a 
hearty breakfast of chops, and then 
proceeded on at between five and six 
miles an hour, until he had done 
forty miles, when he halted about 
two hours; and' at two o'clock be 
had gone a mile over half the dis- 
tance. He kept on steadily, and did 
the next twenty miles in four hour«» 



when he asain took refrenhment and 
slept ; he had seven hours to do the 
remaining thirty miles, and kept oa 
at the rate of f^ve miles an hour, un- 
til he had completed ninety miles, 
when he fell lame ; be had something 
under three hours to do the next ten 
miles in, but could only reach the 
ninety-second mile, when he wai 
obliged to resign the Herculean la- 
bour. It was even betting on. the 
event. 

Rainer, the Kentish pedestrian, 
started on Thursday, May 10, on 
the Woodford road, Essex, to per- 
form the undertaking of fifty miles 
in seven hours and a naif, for a con- 
siderable bet : he went off well, and 
was backed at odds to win, but he 
was beat at thirty-six miles ; he kept 
on the whole time when he was four 
miles from home, and lost the match. 

Canine Sagacity. — During the 
gale which proved so fatal to the 
Thomas and Mary, and the crew, on 
the 14th of April, three boats were 
seen in Chiswell Oove, with the 
erews in most imminent danger from 
the fury of the waves, which, rising 
in terrific majesty, frustrated every 
attempt of the people on shore to 
render them assistance. At this cr^ 
tical juncture, a dog of the -New- 
foundland breed, but born in the 
island, plunged into the water, and, 
surmounting the tossing billows, 
succeeded m reaching the nearest 
boat.^ The crew immediately put a 
line into his mouth, and the saga- 
cious and brave animal returned 
with it in safety to the shore ! This 
line was eagerly grasped by the sail- 
ors on the beach, a rope was fasten- 
ed to it, and by dint of great exer- 
tions and presence of mind, as well 
in those in the boat, as from those on 
the land, all the three boats were 
safely pulled on the beach, one by 
one, the boats having a communica- 
tion with each other, by mefms of a 
long rope. This is not a solitary in- 
stance of the vast utility of the dogs 
bred in Portland, in cases of marine 
distress. — fFeymoutk Gazette,

Glasgow. — ^Last week, a female 
eagle was^ shot whilst coming off her 
nest, which was situated near the 
head of Loch Fine. It is of uncom- 
mon size, and said to be one of the 
true Scottish tribe ! From the bill to 
the tip of the tail it measures three 
feet eleven inches, between the tips 
of the wing seven feet three inches, 
round the neck nine inches, round 
the leg nine inches and a half; even 
the hind claw is two incites and a 
half in thickness. — Scots Paper, 

A SHORT time ago, while working 
a piece of converted timber in the 
Plymouth dock-yard, for a first fut- 
tock rider of his Maiesty*s ship Kent, 
of 74 guns, the workmen had to take 
•ff about three inches from one of the 
ends, in which a small hole was dis- 
coTered, and on cutting it out with a 
mallet and chissel, a bird, called the 
wiUow-wren, was found in a perfect 
state of preservation. There was not 
the least appearance of defect in the 
vood, until the three-inch piece was 
cat off.

He was a horse of rare temper and 
eofHragey a true trotter, and got 
good stock. He trotted tbe mile 
considerably under three mintiteSi 
carrying a lugh weight, and trotted 
the hoar several times, bot I am «n« 
informed of- the number of miles* 
When I saw him, his fore feet were 
^itirely ruined, the result of having 
had, some years previously, his 
shoes fitted whilst red hot, as I 
have related in my Treatise on 
N&tses, 3d edit. vol. 1. par. 570. 

It is a curious circamstaaca, that 
in the annals of racing, no notice is 
to be found of trotters ; and I be- 
lieve I am the only writer who ban 
given any account of racers of thai 
description. I cou^d never trace 
the eommencemeat of trotting as a 
race, nor the notice of any trottangf 
sti^ion before SobaleSj which borse 
was perhaps foaled betweeti the 
years 17^ and 70, Blank, his airCji 
dying in the latter year. There 
seem^ to have been a succession of 
trotting stallions of the name of 
Schales, since that period, in Lifi- 
colnshire and Norfolk, the moat fa- 
mous districts in the world for trot- 
ters, beyond a doubt; ai^d when I 
was in Norfolk last year, there was 
a very old horse of that name and 
bread in existence. Norfolk stiU 
maintains its character forirotters> 
apd 'we find by the newspapers, 
that a marp of Mr. T. Powell* s, of 
West Radham, has lately trotted 
there, a mile under three minutes, 
}vith eleven stone. I should be cu- 
rious to ascertain, how many se* 
conds she would gafn in trotting 
tbp sai^ distanct with a feather,

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or seren stMae, WJien I was in 
Lincolnshire in 1770, Old Scliales 
was in the iieight of iiis f>epatation. 
He.was either rivalled or succeeded 
in that respect, by Jenkinson's 
Usefoi Cub, a horse of a very dif- 
ferent breed, and fally niaster of 
twenty stone. In 1779, I trotted 
nearly a mile with this horse, and 
his speed, as I jndged by my own 
hackney, a tried one, was above 
the rate of twenty miles per hour, 
thongh he carried seventeen stone. 
His son Pretender, nevertheless, in 
h trial for speed, beat him easily, 
tn my books may be found some 
notice of most of the famous trot- 
ters — ^my hobby horse, which em* 
braced trotting in the next degree 
to gallopiag, leading me to a per- 
sonal acquaintance with many of

Charles Bunbnry give up the old, 
and commence his peculiar me- 
thod of training the race korse^ 
and on what motives? 

Is the use of the muzzle, or 
setting the horse on the muzzle, 
as it is called in the stables, still 
supposed, to be any w^y beneficial 
to the wind of the racer, accord-' 
ing to the ancient opinion 3 or, is 
the muzzle applied merely to pre-* 
vent the horse from foul feeding,' 
and eating his litter, or to keep 
him empty? 

In the year 1812 we were in-* 
formed by the newspapers, that a 
certain stallion, called Rtigulus, 
b&d lately died — ^that he bad been 
the sire of three thousand foals, 
which had produced the sum of 
upwards of eighty thousand pounds. 
Of what country, what breed, and 
whose property was this famous 
'horse?

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ON THE VARIOUS BREEDS OF 
HORSES. 
By Count Von Veltheim.

" T^O another notion of the Pro- 
fessor, relative to the original' 
of the horse, I cannot help oppos- 
ing some few facts. The Professor 
so frequently mentions the decay of 
the energies of nature, in conse- 
quence of the advanced age of the 
earth, and the successive genera- 
tions of the creatures which it pro- 
duces, (and that of the horse in 
particular), that, according to his 
aypothesis, our present race of 
horses, the noblest and best of 
them not excepted, are fallen, very 
deeply fallen, from their original 
archetype. 

"But, notwithstanding ail be- 
ings upon our globe are physically 
or naturally mortal, according to 
which neither the earth nor its 
creatures can endure for ever, still 
I cannot convince myself that this 
decrease of the powers of nature, 
particularly the horse ffenus, is yet 
reduced so low as Dr. Schwab 
imagines. We will, for instance, 
since nothing better offers, sup- 
pose the existence of the earth, in 
Its present state, to be according 
as it is represented in the Old Tes- 
tament, and consistent with the 
era of the Jews ; and then we have 
a sensible representation of the 
horse before our eyes, coming down 
to about half the period referred 
to, namely, to that when the two 
colossal horses of Phidias and 
Praxiteles, upon Mount Cavallo, at 
Rome, and which Lord Elgin has 
brought from the Parthenon «at 
Athens, which was built by Peri- 
cles, at least that pait of it that 
contained these bas reliefs 3 but the 
exterior colonnade at present pipe-

served in the British Museum was 
completed by the Emperor Adrian. 
The equestrian statue of Marcus 
Aurelius upon the Capitol of Home, 
though of much more recent date, 
is, notwithstanding, fifteen hundred 
years old, not to mention many 
other antique bas reliefs and gems. 
I have had an opportunity of see* 
ing the above-mentioned antique 
horses 3 and, from my predilection 
for this noble animal, they . excited 
my particular attention. The sta- 
tue of Marcus Aurelius and his 
horse, seemed to me acknowledged 
portraits-^for instance, such as the 
representation of Frederick the 
Great upon his English grey horse, 
Conde 3 and from several trivial de- 
tails, it would probably appear, 
that the statue before mentioned 
refers to a well known event in the 
history of that Roman Emperor. 

" From considerations excited 
by all these ancient horses, I am 
convinced that the horses of the 
Greeks and Romans, upon the 
whole, were neither larger nor 
smaller, nor better built for gene- 
ral use, than those of our times. 
My reasons for this assertion are 
briefly as follow :— 

^* First, The statues of ancient 
horses, avowedly not colossal, for 
instance, those upon Mount Cavallo 
at Rome are all of the present mid- 
dling size, as are . likewise their 
riders or leaders, 

" Seamdltf. There is in their 
outward pro(>ortions a regular and 
necessary correspondence with Jthe 
interior, not manifestly dififering 
from ours, much less any thing 
which at a'fl distinguishes them by 
superiority to horses of the present 
times. 

** The antique Greek horses, 
mostly, though not always, are dis- 
tinguished by what we call, a fine 

Q head. 
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'beady according to oar Ideas, ra- 
ther short than loog, with a tolera- 
bly broad forehead, fine large slit 
eyes, open nostrils, and small sharp 
pointed ears. One of the heads 
among the Elgin marbles brought 
from Athens is particularly beaa- 
tifal, and appears eqaal to one of 
the noblest Arabians. 

'* Bnt above all, with the excep- 
tion of the battocks, which are too 
short and pendent, the niimeroas 
figures of the Parthenon there re- 
presented are beyond all the rest 
distinguished by a striking noble- 
ness of make, almost approaching 
to the modern Orieatal ^ and as a 
great part of these bas reliefs were 
sculptured in consequence of the 
Athenian triumphs orer the Per- 
sians, when they invaded Greece, 
and also represent later victories 
obtained in Asia, the supposition 
is like to be well founded, that the 
horses taken from the Persians, or 
their posterity, were chosen as mo- 
dels. This suggestion, so highly 
probabTe^ I pwe to a communica- 
tion from M. Emperius, professor 
at Brunswick. At least, the re- 
nemblance between these ancient 
horses and the lithographic repre- 
sentations of Charles Vernet, at 
Paris, appear ooiore striking, from 
the comparison I l^ave made with 
the Persian horses brought to Lon- 
fdon by the Persian Bnvpy^ in the 
spring of 1819. Witl^ a few tri- 
cing exceptions, these are the only 
antiqne horses that I know of re- 
presented without (hehang — ap- 
pendages) hair on the feet. - 

'^ In another view, the bodies of 
^ost of the aqcient Greek horses 
are commonly nothing less than 
nobly formed. A short thick speck 
hais (un cheval court de reins — 
hairy on the fetlocks), a split cross 
^ith a tail set on low| and above 



all, too great a mass of flesh, are 
indications that, though the heads 
of these horses exhibit a mixture of 
Asiatic blood, still that of Europe 
predominates. Probably, the horse 
of Thessaly was that which the 
Greeks esteemed the most, prefer- 
ring it as a model. This appears 
so much more probable, since I 
have discovered among the best of 
^hese horses, a striking resemblance 
to those of Turkey Tn Europe, per- 
haps those of Romelia, which have 
been shewn to me as such, in 
various places ; only the present 
horse of European Turkey appears 
to me to have somewhat more of 
Asiatic blood, a probability justi- 
fied by the known predilection of 
the Turks for Asiatic staHions. 

" I was in possession of a Turk- 
ish stallion eight years, which bad 
been a present of the Sultan Se-^ 
Hm HI. to the late Prussian Gene« 
ral Von Gossen, who had been sent 
to Constantinople upon a diploma- 
tic mission. Tliis horse bore such a 
striking resemblance to the Gre- 
cian antiqiy horses, with the ex- 
ception of those brought over by 
Lord Elgin,that myself and friends 
were often gratified in observing 
it. Still these upon the whole had 
more of the Oriental, especially in 
the buttocks and the junction of 
the tail, but which scarcely made 
any difference in the first general 
im press jon excited by the resem- 
blance. 

^^ As the Roman antique horses 
generally, like that of Marcus An- 
relius before mentioned, deviated 
remarkably frpm the Greek, and in 
many parts to their prejudice, in 
others the comparison was in fiiT 
vonr of the Romans. For exam- 
ple, their heads were much infe- 
rior to the Grecian heads, with the 
exception of some of the famous 

Coriiij 
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Corinthian horses lately sent back 
to Venice from Paris j but the sap- 
posed Grecian origin of which is 
very doubtful. The schenkel (legs) 
are equally as fleshy as the Greek 
horses upon Mount Cavallo, and 
there is as much appendage of hair 
{bshang) to the feet ; but on the 
other handi the croupe and the 
junction of the tail are, beyond all 
comparison^ much nobler and hand- 
somer than the same parts in the 
Grecian horses. 

" Whether, as to the rest, the 
Cappadocian, Armenian, Lnsita- 
nlan, or Spanish, are to be pre^ 
ferred to those that were the fa- 
vourites at Rome, it seems^ can 
only be decided in part. In the 
mean time, I should certainly de- 
cide in favour of one of the two 
last, because the formation of the 
head in particular, and the piaf- 
freudegang (action), and the proud 
motions they make, represent the 
whole horse to me, as bearing a 
striking likeness to the smallest 
race of the modern Spanish horses, 
formerly called vUianos; thence, 
with the famous statuary Falconet, 
I would venture to maintain that 
if this horse, like all the antiques, 
excepting those of Lord Elgin, if 
it is as there represented, was now 
alive, it would probably, in the 
eyes of our amateurs, make a very 
insignificant figure. 

" fiat - though upon many has 
reliefs, the horse appears very 
strong, and powerfully built, espe- 
^ dally those attached to triumphal 
cars, this 4s not of much weight, as 
even now we possess the same 
heavy kind of carriage horses. It 
is also, in a great measure, the 
manner of our statuaries and pain- 
ters, in statues, bas reliefs and pic- 
tures, to represent horses strongly 
built, as symbols of strength, espe- 



cially the French and Flemish p&io*. 
ters, Le Brun, fiourgignon. Won* 
vermans, Hugtenburgb, &c. ; and 
it was the custom of their times to 
take heavy Flanders and Friezeland 
stallions iof their models. In com- 
pliance with this custom, Le Brun 
may, for instance, have been in<« 
doced, in his famooa pictures of the 
battles of Alesfander the Great, 
now at Paris in the Lonvre, not 
only to ffive heavy horses to the 
Macedonians, bit also to the light- 
armed Persian cavalry; which 
would Indeed have been proper 
enough In Flanders, but could 
scarcely have existed in Persia. 
— I was glad to find that Charles 
Vemet nrst ventured to devi- 
ate from the artist Schlendrian, 
in a great historical battle-piece at 
the Luxembourg, in Paris. That 
picture, by Vemet, represents a 
victory obtained over the Moors, 
by Sancho IV. King of Castile, in 
which that Monarch and his Spa- 
niards ride horses evidently of the 
Spanish race ) and the same pro- 
priety of character is observed with 
respect to the native horses ridden 
by the Moors. 

''If we reason from analogy, 
with respect to men as well as 
horses, according to appearance, 
all the Grecian and Roman sta- 
tnes of human figures, those of a 
colossal description excepted, agree 
with the middle-sized men of mo- 
dern Europe.

" As a proof that the bodies of 
the human race have not degeneraited 
much, at least for three thousand 
years, I must also refer to the con- 
dition of different mummies. The

" The fossil human skeleton, 
brought to England from the Cote 
du Mole, on Grand Terre, in the 
island of Ouadaloupe, by Sir Alex- 
ander Cochrane, is another in- 
stance, shewing that the supposed 
degeneracy in the character of the 
human race is unfounded; howe- 
ver, the least we can assume is, 
that these have lain many thousand 
years in the incrustated lime. — 
(See Propedentik de Mineralogy, 
Von Leonard Kopp and Gartner, 
p. 203, and the plate annexed.) 

*' As for the supposed advanced 
ages of the Patriarchs, it is still 
doubtful whether th6 ancient Asi- 
atics, like the modern Arabs at 
Zillen, did not reckon forty years 
for a hundred; and therefore the 
mode of calculating time in the 
Old Testament ought not to be 
adopted: hence it would follow 
that the ages of the Patriarchs will 
admit of considerable abridgment. 

"Lastly, the Patriarchs were 
nomades and shepherds, and their 
simple mode of living was condu- 
cive to longevity; and it is well 
known that at present the Bedou- 
ins of the Desert for the most part 
attain a great age. Indeed, if we 

f've any credit to the Arabian 
cheik. Side Hamet (see Riletfs 
Travels in fFest Africa), even 
now, an age of five zillen, or two 
hundred years, is not uncommon 
among the Bedouins of the Desert 
of Saharra. The same thing is af- 
firmed by the Chevalier Azzara, of 
the natives of Paraguay, in South 
America; and some instances have 
occurred in modern Europe, of per- 
sons who have lived more than 



150 years, as Henry Jenkins, the 
Countess of Desmond, &c. — {See 
Pennant's Tour through Scotland.) 
" But enough of these digres- 
sions from my proper theme, which 
should only operate as encourage- 
ments for my contemporaries, and 
especially those engaged in horse- 
breeding, not to trust too much to 
Professor Schwab's obscure nor 
tions of the great decay of the 
energies of nature, which, he says, 
has already taken place. This 
would only tend to dispirit them, 
and depress their laudable zeal for 
Breeding good domestic animals. 
Nature undoubtedly yet possesses 
sufficient vigour to continue the 
production of the noblest animals, 
and also to provide for their nou- 
rishment; if we only add the ex- 
ertion of our own powers, and avail 
ourselves of the assistance afford- 
ed by experience to second her ef- 
forts. Whoever would wish to be 
convinced of this truth, let him go 
to England, and witness the man- 
ner in which this nation has con- 
ducted itself, so as to possess every 
kind of domestic animal for the 
various purposes they were de- 
signed, and to breed and preserve 
those beat adapted to all her wants.*^

OBSERVATIONS. 
. On entering the great room of 
the Exhibition of Paintings at 
Somerset-house, the eyes of the 
visitors are struck with an in- 
describable sensation of surprise 
and admiration, not entirely free 
from a painful dizziness, which 
till the organ of sight recovers 
from the momentary stupor, afifords 
but a Very doubtful sort of enjoy- 
ment. ' Th'is curious effect is ea- 
sily perceived by the keen discern- 
ment of an observer, .who, for a 



fewminiites, stands opposite to the 
entrance door ; and it reminds him 
of young Phaeton, rerum navitate 
paventem, when he stept into the 
'* presence chamber " of his splen- 
did father, the Sun, surrounded by 
all which, in our imagination, can 
convey an adequate idea of super- 
natural brightness. Indeed the 
Fairy Queen of Gaudiness seems 
to have erected her dazzling throne 
here, and by the help of the bright- 
est pigments 3 by the immense nam- 
ber of magnificent frames, which 
appear to be ponderous masses of 
gold ; and^ by the variegated groups 
of elegantly dressed females whirl- 
ing about, upon the area of this 
chromatic temple, she maintains her 
powerful sway during a few weeks, 
for the entertainment of the public, 
and the advantage of the Academy. 
However, a few observations might 
give our readers to understand 
that (although we find in the seve- 
ral rooms many sober offsprings of 
the pencil of taste) '' all that glit^ 
ters b not gold." But we are hunt- 
ing and fishing after '' sporting 
subjects,** and must therefore leave 
general criticism for other pens to 
sport with. 

The department of portraits is, 
as usual, very extensive ; but we 
have a comfortable set of pleasing 
landscapes, where sporting sulv- 
jects are introduced. Of these, we 
cannot take notice, unless the land- 
scape is decidedly an aocessary to 
the animals, and not vice versA.

I am aware 
that those who form their opinioas 
as quickly as they suppose detona- 
ting gnus to exphnle, will treat this 
idea as ridiculous; but before they 
pass sentence, I should wish to 
learn {for I really have to learn) 
what real advantage detonators 
possess over flint and steel, that is 
to recommend the adoption of one 
and the expulsion of the other. I 
have made this inquiry of many of 
its warmest advocates, — ^some pre- 
fer it because they consider it water- 
proof, others think its expl<^sion 
much more rapid; those are, as 
far as I can, learn, the only advan- 
tages it is now even supposed to 
possess; and I fancy most sportsmen 
that have used them will allow, 
they also labour under very mate- 
rial disadvantages. But as I do 
not imagine that any rational man 
will desert a tried and almost per- 
fect .system to follow another, un- 
less it possessed some real advan- 
tages, I shall say nothing of its 
delects at present, but proceed to 
shew that its boasted qualities are 
merely ideal. 

With respect to their being wa- 
ter-proof, that is a merit which be- 
longs alone, if to any, to the origin 
nal revolving magazioe, which is 
certainly not likely to be aflfected 
by wet; yet J have seen them, 
taking the season through, more 
apt to miss fire than a flint ; and 
this, I may venture to predict, will 
always be the case while the 
tbnch-hole is necessitated to be so 
email, that a few shots must choak 
It, and the fuse through it destroys 
the point of the punch. This lat» 
tef defect would of oonrse be in- 



creased, by Increasing the siie of 
the touch-bole. 

Now, with a flint gun, every 
sportsman is aware, that if he 
keeps a sharp edge to his flint, a 
hard hammer-face, and a dear 
touch-hole, his gun .cannot miss 
fire. Two of these requisites lie 
within himself, and should the 
hammer- face become worn and soft, 
he can have it re-hardened by any 
blacksmith, so that he is sensible 
when he takes a gun of this de- 
scription from London, he has not 
much occasion to fear disappoint- 
ments, except in absolute heavy 
rain, when, as shooting is follow- 
ed as a pleasurable exercise, I 
would advise him to retire to the 
nearest shelter, as it is dot proba- 
ble he will derive much pleasure 
by staying, or add materially to his 
return of killed, although perhaps 
his doctor may add to his, in the 
course of a few days after. 

In light rains and mist, or water 
falling from the trees, I have al- 
ways observed, if a person is care- 
ful to shutdown the hammer, brush 
the dirt away from the lock, and 
load again directly, that he wijl 
seldom or never have a miss Are, 
provided he does not expose his 
gun more than is absolutely ne- 
cessary. 

With respect to quickness, I am 
ready to allow that to the ear the 
detonating gun appears decidedly 
superior, but if we rely on appear- 
ances alone, we shall often be 
deceived, and in no case more so 
than in the detonating gan, the 
apparent quickness of which is 
owing entirely to the simple fact of 
its having no flash at the breach, 
by which means the time taken to 
inflame the powder, and for the 
charge to pass through the barrel 
is lost in appearance, but not in re- 
ality; and I rery mnch doubt whe- 
ther 
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tlier this is performed so qoickly as 
in a ilint gqn, for want of air to as- 
sist the combastion of the powder. 
In a flint gun^ the flash at the 
breech strikes the eye^ and the re- 
port at the mnzzle the ear, almost at 
the same fraction of a second -, but 
as the eye is considerably quicker 
ihdjk the ear^ the report would ap- 
pear latest, even if both took [^aee 
at the same instant, iis may easily 
he proved by observing any gun 
fired at a distance, when the re* 
port will not be heard till the flash 
has entirely disappeared. Having 
thns endeavonrcKl to prove that 
appearances may be deceitful, 1 
will now undertake to give practi* 
cal and theoretical reasons why a 
flint gun is as qaick, if not the> 
qaickest of the two. In the first 
place, it is pretty clear that the 
strongest heat will produce the 
most instantaneous ignition, aud it 
is equally clear that the Are produc- 
ed by a flint is shavings of steel in 
a state of fusion, than which no heat 
can be more intense 5 now, on the 
contrary, the detonating fire is at 
best an inflamed air, which is inca- 
pable of inflaming gunpowder at 
all, unless it is confined against the 
channel conducting it in the breech 
of a gun. There cannot, therefore, 
be a doubt, but that the fire from 
a flint lock will inflame the powder 
by far the quickest, and it only re- 
mains to be seen whether that fire 
is produced so quickly. Now of 
this I am by no means certain, as 
it is drawn by friction, which fric- 
tion must in a measure impede the 
action of the cock; but it must 
also ba observed, that the deto- 
nating cock must travel to the bot- 
tom to produce fire, while in the 
flint lock the fire is drawn before 
the cock has travelled half an inch 
on the hammer-face, and by the cnr- 
veocy of the pan in Smith's patent 



lock, this fire will explode the gon^ 
so. that, in effect, the flint has not 
above half as far to travel, which 
will folly make np, in my opinion, 
for what the act of drawing fire 
may have retarded it. 

But although this may be a mat* 
ter of opinion, there is one thing 
all must allow, which is, that the 
more instantaneous the explosion 
of the gun is, the better every 
person will shoot with it } and it if 
therefore necessary to inquire whe- 
ther those gentlemen who have 
adopted detonating guns, have im- 
proved their shooting thereby. Witl^ 
a view of ascertaining this fact, I 
went, about a fortnight ago, to wit- 
ness some pigeon shooting at 
Cheam, where some gentlemen, 
whom I was in the habit of seeing 
shoot at Ealing about eight or ten' 
years ago, were assembled for this 
amusement 5 they were, with ohly 
one exception, shooting with deto- 
nating guns, most of them an im- 
mense weight and calibre ; and i* 
must confess that, judging from the 
appearance of the weapons, and 
the celebrity of the shooters^ I ex* 
pectiisd to see better shooting than 
I had before witnessed. 

I was very much disappointed 
in this respect, as I do- not think' 
they killed, on an average, quite 
so much as one from two, which I 
did not consider by any means on 
a level with their former achieve* 
ments; and was therefore tempted, 
on my return home, to look into the 
oldest volume I have of your Ma- 
gazitie, which is one for 1810, 
where I observed the return of two 
- days' shooting of the same club-— 
one on the 14th of June, the other 
on the 9th of August, on both 
which .days the average shooting 
was very nearly three from four ; 
so that, after ten years* practice, 
the adoption o! immense guns, and 

R 2 more- 
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moreover^ of detonating" locks, in- 
stead of this shooting being im- 
proved, it IS materiaiiy deterio- 
rated. 

Had this alteration occurred in 
tbe shooting of one man only, I 
fihoold be as ready as any one, to 
littribnte the alteration to himself) 
bat when I see the average shootr 
ing of the first shots and sportsmen 
in the kingdom fall so much below 
their original standard, I am tempt- 
ed to conclude they have done so 
by adopting an erroneous principle. 

As apologizing for the length of 
this letter, will only increase the 
(error, I b«g leave to subscribe my- 
self.

T Was much'entertained some time 
ago, by reading the humorous 
paper in one of the Numbers of a

TRACTS, 

From Fi8BX&*8 Voyage lo the Arctic 
Regions. 

ll^E proceed to take a few more 
extracts from Mr. Fisber's 
amusing book : — 

*' August 4. — ^Tbe voyagers this 
day decided the qoestion of there 
being a passage through Lancaster 
Soand. Co the day following, in 
tkis Sound, now called Barrow's 
Straits, they saw a vast n amber of 
white whales ; a couple of boats 
were sent to. try if they could kill 
one of them ^ " but we found that 
they were too wary for tis, not- 
withstanding every art was prac* 
iised for the purpose of getting 
sear them, by palling and sculling 
after, them, and at other times, ly- 
ing still when they happened to be 
coming towards us. -^Whilst we 
were pursuing them to-day, I no- 
ticed a circumstaiioe that appeared 
to me rather extraordinary at the 
time, and which I have not indeed 
been able t-o account for yet to my 
satisfaction. The thing alluded to, 
is a sort of wkistliag noise that 
these fish made wlien under the 
surface of the water ; it was very 
audible, and the only sound which 
I could compare it to, is that pro- 
duced by passing a wet finger round 
the edge or rim of a glass tumbler. 
It was most distinctly heard when 
they were coming towards the sur- 
face of the water, that is, aboht 
half a minute before they appeared, 
and immediately they got their 
bead above the water, the noise 
ceased. Tihe men were so highly 
amused by it, that they repeatedly 
urged one another to puli smartly, 
in Girder to get near the place where 
the !kA were supposed to be, for 
the purpose of hearing what they 
called a ' whale s6ng ;* it certainly 
had very little resemblance to a 



song, but sailors are not generally 
the most happy in their compa* 
risons.** 

** August 1 1. — In the course of 
the afternoon several narwhals were 
seen about the ship ; and, as we 
had nothing particular to do at tiie 
time, a boat was lowered and seat 
after them, to try to kill one if pos- 
sible ; in this they succeeded with- 
out much difficulty, for one was se^ 
cured by the first harpoon, and I 
have no doubt, had fishing beea 
our object, but many more might 
have been got. Notwithstaading 
his size, we managed to hoist hiai 
on board without being cut ap; 
we could fiot conveniently weig& 
fatm ; but I should imagine from 
his bulk, when compared with the 
sea-horse, or walrus, that we killed 
aome time ago, that he would hav« 
weighed upwards of two tons. As 
the born is the most prominent ob- 
ject about this fish, it may not be 
improper to say a few words re- 
specting it ; it protruded from the 
left side of the upper snout, in a 
line parallel with the body of Uie 
fish taken lengthwise ; on the op- 
posite side of the snout there was 
not Ihe least appearance of a horn, 
or protuberance of any kind, as is 
said to be frequently observed in 
these fish ; but much greater ano- 
malies than this have occasionally 
been met with, for instances are 
known where the two horns grew 
to ihe usual size, and, if I am rights 
ly informed, many instances bive 
occurred where the horn on the 
right side has protruded through 
the skin. The female of this fish 
is said never to havx any horns, 
and, owing to this circumstance, I 
have been told that it frequently 
happens at the custom-houses, 
wh^re our whalers give an ac(;ount 
of the fish that they kill during the 
l^asoo^ that all the unicorns they 

have 
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have taken are said to be ' she 
ones/ in. order to evade the duty 
on the horns. The narwhal has 
BO teeth. The horn mentioned was 
4ft. 2in. long, ahd upwards of hve 
inches in circumference/' 

'* September 24. — We found on 
the ice, clo$e to where they were 
cutting the canal to-day, a dead 
swan (Anas Cygnus, Lin.) which 
is the first and only bird of the 
kind that we have seen in these re- 
gions. It was in a very perfect 
state, and must have necessarily 
Iain here but a short time, for there 
was no ice here less than three 
weeks ago, when we passed this 
place going to the westward.*' 

" September 2 6 — ^T wo very large 
reindeer were seen this forenoon 
at a short distance from the ships. 
Two CO vies ofgrous were also seen 
to-day. Another reindeer was 
seen in the afternoon, which We 
immediately went after, and owing 
to the weather being thick at the 
time, we managed to surround 
him, and by that means got so near 
him, that he was at length shot 
He was perfectly white, except 
one brown patch on the top of his 
rump; the carcase weighed, when 
skinned and cleaned, one hundred 
and forty-seven pounds.*' 

" October I . — ^Another deei* was 
killed to-day. A beautiful white 
bear was also seen to-day, but we 
were unsu'^cessful in our attack 
upon him, notwithstanding he ap- 
proached so near to the ships, that 
we fired at hhn from them. Seve- 
ral shot struck him, however, in 
different parts of the body, as we 
conld plainly perceive from the 
streams of blood that gushed from 
tlie wounds ; but before we could 
re-load, he was out of gun-shot 
range from the ships. A large 
party of the officers and men im- 
mediately pursued him, in expec-^ 



tation, from the quantity of blood 
that issued from his wounds, that 
he would soon fall, or at least be- 
come so much exhausted that they 
would soon come np with him ; in 
both these expectations, however, 
they found themselves disappoint- 
ed, for the cold, in a short time, 
stopped the effusion of blood, and 
as none of the wounds happened to 
be in a mortal part, he succeeded 
in keeping out of gunshot distance 
from them . They supposed, how- 
ever, that they would ha;ire ulti- 
mately come up with him, had they 
not been stopped from pursuing 
him by his swimming across a lane 
of open water that separated the 
§ea ice from that attached to the 
laud. After getting out ol the 
water on the opposite side of this 
channel, he was observed to be 
again of a perfectly white colour ( 
but before he had been many mi- 
nutes on the ice, his coat was 
changed again to the same crimsoa 
hue as before, so that it is proba* 
ble, that although he escaped from 
his pursuers, that he will in the 
end die of the wounds he received." 

"October 6.-r-Several deer have 
been seen during these five or six 
days past, but we were not fortu- 
nate enough to kill any of them : 
to-day, however, one of them> 
which happened to come close to 
the ships, was shot from the Gri* 
per ; it weighed one hundred and 
eeventy pounds.** 

*^ October 18. — ^Eleven deer were 
seen yesterday, and upwards of 
twenty to-day, in one herd ^ out of 
those seen to-day we succeeded in 
killing one, which is much smaller 
than any of those that we killed 
before, weighing only a littie mora 
than ninety pounds, when skinned 
and cleaned. I have remarked^ 
that all the deer that we have seen 
since we came to this harboar^seft 

off 
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€fftotbew««tward. A «inaU whit^ 
Uix W9S Keen alfto to-day j be seem- 
ed Bot to be quite so witd as tbe 
w©lf. " 

" October 29.— A fox was caugbt 
last nigbt in a trap set by the Gri- 
per ^ be is perfectly white, and is 
aboat the same size as tbe ba^e^ 
that were killed last month; bi« 
long bqshy tail, indeed, gives him 
the appearance of being somewhal; 
larger than they. On being caught 
he displayed several of the conning 
tricks peo^liar to his tribe, for 
.wheo he was taken out of the trap, 
he &but his eyes, and lay motion- 
less, no doubt with a view of be- 
ing t^kon for dead, so that when 
those who were around him got 
careless, he might watch an oppor- 
tunity of gettiug off. Such an ar- 
tifice might, and very probably 
does, enable these animals to es- 
cape from the bears and wolves 
occasionally ; with his present cap- 
tors, however, bis wily tricks have 
little chance of affording him an 
opportunity of effectinghii escape.*' 
Mr. Fisher, however, subsequently 
states, '' I omitted to mention, 
that the fox caught by ths Griper 
)ias made his escape, by the chain 
with which he was made fast get- 
ting loose. He became daily more 
domesticated, and was latterly so 
tame, that a person might handle 
bim with great freedom, without 
.running any danger of being bi^ 
ten ; be ate any kind of food that 
was offered him, but what he 
chiefly sttbsij»led on was bread and 
pease." 

'^ Nov^mier 17. — ^The severity 
of the weather does not confine tl^ 
wolves to their dens, for their 
tracks are observed every day, at 
no great distance from the ships; 
and one of them was bold enough 
to-day to chace one of our dogs 
very close to the. ships, or ratbfr

he followed tbe dog until that ani- 
mal took refuge under the protec- 
tion of the persons with whodk be 
was walking at the time. The 
wolf, on this occasion, betrayed a 
considerable degree of cunning, in 
order to circumvent his intended 
prey, for he never moved whilst 
the dog was running towards him ; 
but immediately he observed that 
the dog would not approach any 
nearer, he made towards him wito 
fnll speed j and probably, had tbe 
dog had a great way to run, he 
would have overtaken him. At 
the same time that the wolf in 
question was chasing the dog, ano- 
ther animal of the same kind was 
heard howling at a little distance 
off, but the twilight at the time 
was So faint that he could not be 
seen. In the evening one of them 
came within seventy or eighty yards 
of the ship, and kept walking about 
within thai distance for a consider- 
able time, howlintf at short inter- 
vals during the whole time. Their 
howl is long, and somewhat lament- 
able to the ear^ the only sound 
with which I could compare it, is 
the cadence, or terminating sound 
of a bngle bom at a distance. 
What attracted them Uo much to- 
day we suj^sed to be the smell 
of some of the narwhal*s blubber, 
that we killed in the summer, 
which we were boiling on the ice 
tlus forenoon.*'

OPERATION'S ON THE FLiEXOR 
TENDONS.

To the Editor of the Sforting ffagtoAne. 
SIB, 

N compliance with the wish 
of your correspondent •* C." in 
the Magazine for January last, I 
subjoin the following account of 
the operation on the flexor tendons, 
although I have but little to add 
to what has already been stated by 
a " Fribnd to thb Horse." The 
want of time, and the pros- 
pect of haying it in my power to 
give an account of more cases, prer 
vented my complying with his ret 
quest 8oon.er, 

About five years ago a grey cart 
stallion, belonging to Mr. Flying, 
of H^tton Mains, e}ght miles west 
from Edinburgh, in consequence of 
a strain of the back sinews, as it 
is called, of the nin^h fore leg, they 
became, by degrees, so much con- 
tracted by continued work, that it 
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was impossible for the animal to 
place his heels upon the ground, 
and his fetlock joint was at last so 
much bent forwards^ that he was 
obliged to walk entirely on the 
front of his foot'"- beingthus render- 
ed useless, and the proprietor hav- 
ing determined to destroy him, it 
occurred to me, as an experiment, 
to divide the flexor tendons. Mr. 
Fleming readily consenting, it was 
Accordingly done ; and in six weeks 
and three days the horse was able 
to work in the harrows; and conti- 
nued {to perform all kinds of farm 
work for nine or ten months, when 
he died from inflammation of the 
longs. The leg was sent to me by 
the country ^rrier, and upon dis*- 
section I found both tendons ad>> 
hering to each other for about four 
inches, so as to form only one ten- 
don 3 and the tendinous fibres of 
the part where they had been di- 
vided were so completely formed, 
that not the smallest trace of the 
division could be observed. 

The next case that occurred was 
nearly two years ago ; a black 
gelding, belonging to Mr. King, 
coal-merchant in this city, whose 
off ibre-leg, from the same causes, 
had become contracted in tiie same 
manner as the preceding. In this 
case, thinking I might be able 16 
bring the leg straight without di- 
viding both tendons, I at first di- 
, vided the most superficial or per* 
foratns tendon $ but finding it did 
not allow the leg to come suffici- 
ently straight, I was under the ne- 
cessity of dividing the other also : 
in little more than seven weeks he 
was fit for work. Sometime after 
Mr. King exchanged him with a 
farmer ; and he was continuing to 
do his work when I last heard of 
him. 

fa April, 1820, a third case oc* 
curced. A brown gelding, belong* 



ing to Mr. Spence, dairyman, near 
Lochrin, whose leg was in the 
same state as the preceding, and 
Mr. Spence having heard o^f the 
above cases, requested me to per-* 
form the operation on his horse. la 
this case I made a longitudinal in<- 
cision on the ontside of the lesp 
through the skin, and thos divided 
the perfaroM, or deepest seated 
tendon ^ but finding that this did 
not allow of any alteration in the 
position of the foot, I was obliged 
to divide the p^rforaius also, la 
about eight wteks he was pnt to 
work ) and a friend of mine^ from 
Aberdeen, being in town, about 
four weeks after, wishing to see 
him, walked ont with me a mile^ 
and met him comingopaconsider^h 
able acclivity, with IScwt. of tur<^ 
nips in the cart (which weighs 
about 7 cwt.), and the driver, a 
man about thirteen stone, riding 
on the top of it. 

The fourth case arose from the 
success of the last. A person of the 
name of Lidlaw, residing in Mr* 
Spenca*s neighbourhood, pdrchased 
a black mare for the experiment^ 
with her off fore leg similar to the 
others : in this case I made an in- 
cision as in the last> and divided 
both tendons : the wound healed ia 
about a fortnight, and in about a 
week after, the tendons seeming to 
have united, she was turned to 
grass for about a month; after 
which she was put to work, and 
was doing well when i last heard 
of her. 

A fifth case was a black draught 
horse, the propertyof •— — Chorles, 
Esq. which was operated on inOcto* 
Jber last, and is at work daily in the 
oart in the streets of this city. 

Sixth case, a black horse belong* 
ing to Mr. Anderson, Batho, seven 
miles west from, Edinburgh, was 
operated on in the beginning of 

s 2 March 
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Marck last,' and was pat to work 
«t the ead ef six weeks, and is now 
working on the baaks of the Unioa 
Canal. 

The seTeath aad last case, is a 
IwUBe beloogiog to Mr. Anderson, 
Channel Kirk,* twenty«one miles 
sobth from Edinborgh ; he is one 
of the Newcastle waggon-horses, 
•bout seTenteen hands high. The 
nigh fore leg of this animal was in 
the same position as the others, 
Init with a great deal of snbstance 
round the lore part of the fetlock, 
•rising partly from BCpeated firings, 
biisters, %lc. which prevented the 
leg earning into the proper position 
ior two or three days after the ope- 
ration $ bot when i heard of him' 
nboot three weeks ago, which was 
«ix w«eks after the operation, be 
was walking quite in^ell. 

This, Sir, is a list of alt the cases 
that hate beea operated on, with 
the exception of one that was done 
a short time after die first, and in 
its vicialty, but as the animd was 
destroyed without either my con* 
neat or knowledge eight days after 
the operation was performed, I do 
•ot think it a fair case, and ought 
not therefore to he taken into ac- 
count. To these cases no remarks 
appear to me to be necessary, far- 
ther than that I found it advisable 
during the process of cure to ap- 
ply a shoe rather long at the heels 
and a little raised, to keep the leg 
at "ease, and that the wounds were 
treated like any otiier simple 
wound. — [ am, Sir, your most obe- 
dient servant, Wm.

the Prussian Death's-head Hofr- 
sars, and bis black cat ; beside a 
aamberof mimics, who took offer 
imitated their brethren, the other 
knights of the sock and baskio r 
bnt putting Foote out of the ques^- 
tion, I know of no one from whoa 
Mathews could have taken the 
hint of getting up a drama to be 
executed entirely by himself — to 
represent the different characters, 
to carry on a dialogue between a 
number of different persons, and in 
his own single person, to do e^^ery 
thing necessary, by^ speaking or 
acting, to the consummation of the 
plot. Did he import the idea from 
France ? 

Whether an original or not, as 
to the plan, his execution of it cer- 
tainly evinces a rare and «xtraor- 
dinary talent, such a one indeed, as 
may be pronounced without hesi- 
tation, is in possessiou of no other 

con* 
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coiitemtMraiy. In a state of high 
civilisation, UlenU to amnse will

«ad Mathews has made good his 
fMreteasioiiSy by gtrikiBg out a new 
path, and proving fainiself ca|mble 
^f that most difficult task, to enter* 
tain a company for some hours to* 
gether, with the comic and thelndi«. 
tcroasy without encountering (roua 
them the siighteat symptoms of 
.weariness or disgust ; on the con- 
trary, in the enjoyment of thear 
constant enthusiastic plaudits, and 
this to more than the hundred and 
sixtieth time. 

. Wewitzer, in his prime, was hy 
nany deemed the best representa- 
tive of a Frenchman which we 
iiave had upon the English stage ; 
and L did not expect again to see 
lus equal, but perhaps have found 
him in Mathews, who moreo%'er 
n^eaks the ianguage like a native. 
He has also caught tlie gait, man*- 
sier, tone, and humour of the Irish 
9m»9 cuiotte, that we need no longer 
regveiokd iohnsoa. The humours 
of the balloon and the Margate 
steafld boat are now too well known 
to »ecd description, and if per* 
ciiance any of yoar readers may not 
have witnessed them, the best ad- 
Tice tliey can take^more especiaJly 
if they be leun, is to embrace the 
Apportunity next season, on the 
oriacipie of ^' laugh and be fat."-— 
There is one peculiarly curious 
feature in Mathews* s pla«, — the 
eharact^ of the redoubtable Ma- 
jor, which is so often brought for- 
ward, and which is obviously the 
,|>erfo«'mer*s hobby-horse; and that 
which is stiU better, and in fact 
renders it allowable, it is the hobby 
horse of the audience likewise. A

HUNTING THE OOUR, OR WU^O 
ASS OF PERSIA. 



CIR Robert Ker Porter, in his in- 
teresting Traveli thrmgh Ge^^ 
giH, Persia, Bubylonia, S^c, re- 
cently published, describes falling 
in with two of the above aniraalsv 
one of which he was fortunate 
enough to kill. Tbeadventnre was 
an amusing ctoe. 

" The sun (says the writer) was 
just rising over the summits of the 
eastern mountains when my gi^ey- 
hound Cooley suddenly darted iS 
in pursuit of an animal which my 
Persians said, from the glimpse 
they had of it, was an antelope. I 
instantly put spars to my horse, 
and, followed by Sedak Beg and 
the mehmauder, fc^lowed the chaseu 
After an unrelaxed gallop of folt 
tbree miles, we came up with the 
dog, who was then within a sliort 

stretch 
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•tretch of the creatore he pareiied ; 
■nd to my surprise^ and at first 
rexation, I saw it to be an ass. 
But on a moinent*s reflection^ judg- 
ing from its fleetness it must be a 
wild one^ a species little known in 
Europe, but which the Persians 
prize above all other animals, as 
an object of chase, I determined 
to approach as near to it, as the 
very swift Arab I was on would 
carry me. But the single instant 
of checking my horse to consider, 
had given our game sach a head of 
Qs, that notwithstanding all our' 
speed we could not recover our 
ground on him. I, however, hap- 
pened to be considerably before 
my companions, when, at a certain 
distance, the animal, in its turn, 
made a panse, and allowed me to 
approach within pistol-shot of him. 
He then darted off again with the 
quickness of thought; capering, 
kicking, and sporting in his flight, 
as if he were not blown in the least, 
and the chase were his pastime. 

*' He appeared to me to be about 
ten or twelve hands high ; the skin 
smooth like a deer*s, and of a red- 
dish colour ; the belly and hinder 
parts partaking of a silvery grey ; 
his neck was that of a common 
ass, being longer, and bending like 
a stiig*8, and his legs beautifully slen- 
der; the head and ears seemed 
large in proportion to the grace- 
fulness of those forms, and by them 
I first recognised that the object 
of my chase was of the ass tribe. 
The mane was short and black, as 
was* also a tuft which terminated 
his tail. No line whatever ran 
along his back or crossed his shoul- 
ders, as are seen on the same spe- 
cies with us. When my followers 
of the country came up, they re- 
gretted I had not shot the creature 
when he was . so within my aim ; 
telling me his flesh is one' of the 



greatest delicaeies in Persia j btft 
it would not have been to eat him 
that I should have been glad to 
liave him in my possession. The 
prodigious swiftness and peculiar 
manner with which he flea across 
the plain coincided exactly with the 
description Xenophon gives of the 
same animal in Arabia {vide Anar 
basis, d. 1.) But^ above all, it re- 
minded me of the striking portrait 
drawn by the author of the book of 
Job. I shall venture to repeat it, 
since the words will give life and 
action to the sketch that is to ac* 
company these pases :-^ 

" * Who hath loosed the bonds 
of the wild ass, whose house I have 
made the wilderness, and the barren 
land his dwellings ! He scorneth 
tl/e multitude of the city, neither 
regardeth he the crying of the dri* 
ver; The range of the moontaia 
is his pastime.' 

** I was informed by the meh«^ 
mander who had been in the desert, 
when making a pilgrimage to the 
shrine of Aii, that the wild ass of 
Irak Arabi differs in nothing from 
the one I had just seen. He had 
observed them often for a short 
time in the possession of a person 
who told him the creature was per- 
fectly un tameable. A few days af- 
ter this discussion, we saw another 
of these animals, and pursuing it 
determinate! y, had the good fortune, 
after a hard chase, to kill it, and 
bring it to our quarters. The Hon. 
Mountstuart £lphinstone, in his 
most admirable account of the king- 
dom of Caubul, mentions this highly 
picturesque creature under the 
name of goorkhur ; describing it as 
an inhabitant of the desert between 
India and Afghanistan or Caubul. 
It is called gour by the Persians, 
and is usually seen in herds, though 
often single, straying away, as the 
one I first saw. in the wantonness 

of 
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ei liberty. To the nati^onal pasr 
sion for hunting so wild an object, 
Persia lost one of its most estima- 
ble monarchs, Baharam, surnamed 
Gour, from his fondness for the 
sporty and general success in the 
pursuit of an aninml almost as fleet 
as the wiod. The scene of this 
chase was a line open vale, near to 
Shiraz^ but which bad the inconve- 
nience of being intersected by a va- 
riety of springs, forming them- 
selves into exceedingly deep ponds, 
cavemed at the bottom by natnre 
to an extent under ground not to 
be traced. While the King was in 
the beat of pursuit, his horse came 
suddenly to the brink of one of 
these pieces of water^ and tumbling 
headlong, both horse and rider dis- 
appeared. The pond was imme- 
diately explored, to the utmost of 
their ability in those days, but the 
body of the King could not be 
found ; hence it is supposed, it 
mnst have been driven by the 
stream into one of the subterrane- 
^ou8 channels, and there found a 
watery grave. This event hap- 
pened 1400 years ago^ and yet it 
forms an interesting tale in the 
memories of the natives about, to 
relate to the traveller passing that 
way.*' 

'' pbajCtice makbs perfect.** 

Baharam the Fifth, surnamed 
Goup, who was killed in a gour- 
hnnt, as above related, was one of 
the bravest tuxd best princes of the 
Sassanian race. Sir John Mal- 
colm gives a curious anecdote re- 
specting the love of this King to- 
fvards his Queen, and the circiim- 
fitances which raised her into suph 
high estimation with him, as to in- 
duce him to commemorate her 
image with his own by giving hex 
profile with his on the Sassanian 
ipoitts. The story is thus told^ o^ 



the spot where they say It hap* 
pened : — 

'* The ruling passion of Baharam 
was the chase^ and proud of his ex- 
cellence as an archer, be wished to 
exhibit his skill before his favorite 
wife. She accordingly accompa^ 
nied him to the plain, and an ante*' 
lope was descried at a distance ly- 
ing asleep. The Monarch drew 
his bow with such precision, that 
Its arrow grazed the animal's tar. 
The antelope awoke, and put his 
hind hoof to the spot to strike off 
the fly, by which he appeared tocon- 
ceivehe was annoyed. The Monarch 
shot again, and pinned the hoof to 
the horn. The exulting Baharam 
turned to the lady with a look that 
demanded her opinion of his skilly 
but she coolly observed, " Prac- 
tice makes perfect.'* So indiffe- 
rent a reply where he expected 
snch warm praises, stung him to 
the soul with disappointment and 
jealousy, and In the fury of the 
moment he ordered her to be car- 
ried to the mountains, and exposed 
to perish. The minister who wais 
to obey this cruel command took 
her thence, but mercifully sparing 
her life, allowed her to retire un- 
der a deep disguise, to an obscure 
village on the mountain side. She 
took up her lodgings in the upper 
chamber of a tower, to which she 
ascended by twenty steps. Oa 
her arrival she bought a young 
calf, which ^he regularly carried 
once up and down the flight every 
day. This exercise she continued 
for four years, and the improve- 
ment in her strength kept pace 
lyith the increasing weight of the 
animal. Baharam, who had snp- 
posed his favourite to have been 
long dead, happened, after a far 
ttguing chase, to be one evening at 
this village ; he saw a young wq- 
ipau carrying a large cow up a 

flight 
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flight of twenty steps. He was as* 
tODished, and sent to enquire bow 
strength so extraordinary had been 
acquired by a woman of apparently 
so truly a feminine form. The 
yovng person who had wrapped 
Iterself in her reii, said she woald 
commnnicate her seeret to none 
but the King, and tO' him only^ on 
his condescending to corai to the 
tower alone. Baharam instantly 
obeyed the s^ammoas, and on his 
irepeating bis admiration of what 
he had seen, she bid him not la- 
Yisb praises as if she had performed 
a miracle, for " practice makes 
perfect/' said the Queen, in her 
liatnral tooe of voice, and at the 
same time lifting np her veil. The 
King recognized aad embraced her, 
struck with the lesson she bad 
thus given him, and delighted with 
a proof of love which bad iadvced 
her for fbor years to porsiie so aiv 
dooas a plan of convincing him of 
his mistake in doubting its exist- 
ence. He restored her to his af- 
fection and rank as his favourite 
wile, and had a palace bnilt on 
the spot of their re-uaion, to com- 
memorate the event.**

Advantages op Fox-huntino. — 
** I have lately (says a sensible wri« 
ter in the Bury Pott) been into our 
neighbouring county of Norfolk, 
where I was much gratified by leara- 
ing that the generalhospitalityof the 
old English nobility was very fast 
reviving — I mean that the jnobility 
and gentlemen were uniting with the 
yeomanry of the county in that no- 
ble and manly diversion of fox-hunt- 
ing. I should hope that the noble- 
men who have been so careful to pre- 
serve their pheasants for poachers, 
will now turn their attention to some- 
thing for the good of their tenantry, 
and the trade of this town (Bury), 
and neighbourhood. This would be 
effected by establishing a pack of 
fox hounds; their tenants would 
every year bring up young valuable 
horses for the field at a very trifling 
expence ; the seats of those gentle- 
men absent from home would soon 
be filled by sporting friends in the 
season; and every class of trade 
would be considerably benefited. 
Fox hunting has ever been considered 
the most manly of all sports, and in 
the days of our ancestors was strongly 
recommended, not only as the most 
conducive to health, but for the 
friendly intercourse it maintained 
between the different ranks in so- 
ciety; why than should the county 
of Suffolk be backward in promoting 
so laudable a diversion, when, but a 
few years back, it ranked foremost in 
field exerqise.*' These observations, 
it would appear, have had the wished- 
for effect, for we arc told that a pack 
of fox hounds is about to be esta- 
blished in the county, upon an ex- 
tensive scale, under the patronage of 
some of its principal nobility and 
gentry.

bv striking upon it a few rapid 
blows «vith his hammer, excites in it 
n degree of lieat which enables him 
to Iwht the match with which he 
kindfes his fire, to the full as <|uickly 
as he eould have done by the use of 
Cinder^ i€e. The same effect then 
lakes plaee on the p^vnd (or stiU 
greater weight) of iron attached to 
the foot of every horse employed in 
rapid motion on roads that are hard, 
but more particularly on those co- 
vered with gravel, from the greater 
abrasion of the flint of which it is 
composed. From this circumstance 
it results, that horses carrying for a 
length of time and for long distances 
masses of nearly red-hut iron nailed 
to their feet, have inflammations ex- 
cited in them to a great degree,—* 
which, warping their hoofs from 
their natural shapes, cause what is 
called founder^ and freouently the 
loss even of the hoofs tnemselves ; 
either of wliich remediless maladies 
renders the animal prematurely use- 
less, independently of the further 
.torture he is compelled to endure, 
from the attempts of ignorant-or self- 
interested farriers to cure incurable 
diseases."

PUGILISM. 



MARTIN and TURNER, 

AT CRAWLEY HURaT, THIRTTrOXi; 
MILES FROM LOKBON, FOR OV]^ 
HUNDRED OUIKEAS A'^SIDE, OX 
TUESDAY, JUNE 5, 1821. 

Turner first appeared en the 
ground, and endeavoured to throw 
his l>at into the ring ; but the vmd 
prevented its destination, when he 
•picked it up, and accomplished his 
object. Belcher and Randall, as his 
seconds, immediately followed. In 
a few minutes afterwarch Martin, at* 
tended by Spring and an amateur 
from Nor*vich, all with wftite top* 
perM on, threw bis castar very care- 
fully into the ring. The colours, 
which were blue, dark for Turner, 
and a shade lighter for Martin, were 
tied to the stakes, and the men set to, 

ROUNDS. 

1. Turner h0ked as if in good 
condition ; Martin was nothing want- 
ing, and his pins were decorated in 
striped , silk nose. The Master of 
the Rolls was not brief on the sab- 
ject, and commenced his practice 
without delay, but hit short whh his 
right hand. Turner getting away. 
Martin not dismayed, followed Tor-i 
ner so quickly, endeavouring to 
plant some hits, that the latter was 
nearly falling, but he recovered his 
balance, when an exchange of blows 
occurred. Martin appeared so im* 
petuouM in his attack, that Turner 
sung out. Hollo ! hollo ( Go it, my 
lad! The Master of the Rolls planted 
a heavy blow on Turner's throat. A 
pause. Turner got away from some 
blows, and with bis left hand put in 
a severe hit on Martin's eye, which 
almost closed it. {Applame^ Mar- 
tin, with his left hand, gave a heavy 
body blow : he also put in a facer. 

• Ned 
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Ned now went to work, sharp blowg 
toassed between thetxi, and ' in clos^ 
ing, tbef(r^at;/»^ system w&s attempt^ 
ed on both sides, till botk went down, 
"but Turner uppermost. 

2. Turner bit Martin's guard down. 
A pause. Ned*8 left hand again told 
on the sob of his opponent, and got 
away. In closing at the rop^s^ some 
sharp milling took pljice, when Tur* 
tier was down, and undermost. 

3. It was evident that Martin 
meant nothing else bat fighting; and 
they both followed alternately each 
other over the ring. In closing, 
Martin held Turner fast and pu- 
nished him, till he slipped, or went 
down from a slight blow. 

4. Martin confidently put in ano- 
ther body blow, and also ti facer, 
when Turner was nearly ftilli^ down, 
but he recovered himself. This was 
a good round; both of the men 
fought till they were quite distressed. 

. The knees of Turner trembled con- 
siderably, and his condition might 
have been better, Martin bored m, 
and got Turner down. — (Loud shout- 
ing, Bravo ! Martin.) 

6, 6, 7- These rounds were well 
contested, and although Turner 
fought at points, he did not do that 
execution which had been so decid- 
edly witnessed in his former battles. 
Martin, however, shewed the first 
blood. 

8, 9, 10, 11. Turner stood well in 
the opinion of the amateurs. He 
had proved himself a game man, a 
dangerous fighter, and one that 
would not go away for a trifle ; but 
if Turner put in a nit, he got a blow 
in return for it. Martin fell very 
heavy on Turner. Randall said he 
would bet 7 to 4. " I'll take it," 
cried Martin. 

12> 13, 14, 15w Martin put in se-^ 
veral severe blows about the kidneys 
of his opponent, and also some facers» 
In fact, Martin was now having the 
best of it; but as an old favourite, 
the friends of Turner were so much 
attached to him that they could not 
perceivcf it* 

16. The Master of the Rolls put in 
a batch of hits — three facers and no

return. Tamer endeft?otired to turn 
this round in bit favour ; but, on tie 
contrary, Martin put in a severe body 
blow, and Turner fell down. '* I'll 
have MiUrtia to wm for 500 guineas^** 
said Spring; 

17. Along pause. At in-fighting 
Martin proved himself the J)est man| 
he also put in a blow on the nose of 
his opponent, that produced the cla* 
ret. In closing. Turner went down, 

^ and undermost. The oddl were all 
off; even bettingi but Martin for 
choice. 

18, 19. Turner Went down rather 
awkwardly. Muriuurings, and an 
appeal to the umpires. Several per- 
sons insisted Turner weut dowu with-s 
out a blow. 

20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25. Martih in 
the whole oif these rounds, if he did 
not shew himself off in high style, 
had the best of them. — Five to A oa 
the Maiter of the Rolls, 

26 to 36. Turner could not stop 
the body blows of his opponent ; in 
fact, he was getting weat, and also 
getting the worst of it One hour it 
was mentioned by the referee had 
passed away, when Martin said, ''I 
can fight for six hours.** 

37 to 40. Two to 1 in favour of 
Martin ; an appeal was made to the 
umpires that Turner went down with- 
out a blow ; " Touare mistaken (said 
one of the /Umpires), I should not 
like to have had it.** The other um- 
pire appeared to have some doubt on 
the subject, when the referee ob^. 
served, he saw nothing foul. 

41. Martin put in another body 
blow without any return being mad^^ 
Some blows were exchanged between 
the combatants ' in following each 
other over the ring^ Turner Went 
down » Spring rather animately said , 
"* It is too bad, he has gone dowu 
again without a hit.** '' What do you 
call a hit,'* said Randall, " Tm sure 
he received one." Martin went up 
to the umpires, and declared, " he 
had not hit Turner when he fell.** 

42: Both down, after an exchange 
of blows. 

43. Turner seemed getting his se- 
cond wind, and put in a severe left- 
U handed 
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h ap cTcdf hit on Martin* s forehead , that 
made the claret to follow profusely. 
" It's all right now/' said a few of 
the o^er-the-water-boys, " give him 
the Benftondsey screw, Ned." Mar- 
tin, aUbough he had the worst of this 
round, followed up his opponent till 
he went down. 

44, 45. Turner made some sharp 
hits, but was down in both of these 
rounds. 

46' Turner hit Martin in the head, 
and got away. Some exchanges were 
made ; and when Martin followed 
Turner, the former sard, ** that Ned 
went down without a bloanr,'* and im- 
mediately went up' to the umpires to 
Complain. *• Foul, foul," and '^ fair, 
fair,. * resounded from all parts of the 
ring. In consequence of no notice 
being taken of it, Martin, in a vio- 
lent passion, said, " he was not used 
well,** and endeavoured to get over 
the ropes ^ in fact, one of his le^s 
was half out, and he would have 
bolted, if Spring had not with great 
presence ot mind, held him fast, and 
thus saved Martin from losing the 
battle. M r. Jacksdn here interfered, 
and observed to the pugilists In the 
ring, that neither the lighting men 
nor their seconds had any right to in- 
terfere; nor indeed, any other person 
but the umpires who were appointed 
to watch the motions of the men, and 
if they disagreed, then a final appeal 
must be made to the referee. 

47. The countenance of Martin 
appeared very angry ; and it was 
.thought that he was giving a chance 
away, from the effects of passion. 
JBut he, however, cooled upon it, 
and a good round was the result, 
and Martin sent Turner down. 

48 to 68. Few, if any persons 
round the ring, had an idea that the 
battle was so near over^as at the close 
of the last round. Thegnmenessof 
Turner was known to be so good, in 
having contended with Randall for 
two hours and twenty-two minutes, 
operated materially in Turner*s fa- 
vour with the spectators: This was 
a severe round to Ned — in fact, it 
was the tie-tfp of the fight. He re- 
ceived a severe blow in the body, and 



also a sharp one upon his head, w&ett 
he went down. Martin for any thing'^ 

59. Turner endeavoured to make 
play, but it was all up. Martin fib^ 
Dea him severely at the ropes, ^ot 
Turner down, ana fell on him withhi» 
knee .nearly on his throat ; " WTiat 
do you call that V said Belcher, 
" is not that foul?" 

60 and last. In a struggle, Martin 
fell with dl his weight on Turner. 
Turner was placed on his second'^ 
knee. Martm, who was most abxi- 
ously viewing the state of his brave,, 
but fallen ofiponent with one eye» 
was, with the other, looking in sus- 
pence fpr the umpires to caff** time.** 
The game Turner did not hear it ; 
and Martin gave a jump on beiofir 
proclain^ the victor, and ran out of 
the ring toivards his vehicle. After 
Turner had been taken care of, and 
led out of the ring, Randall threw 
up his hat, and offered to fight Mar* 
tm for 3001. a-side, in three months. 

Remarks. — Soonej or later the 
Z>a^ will find them all out, and 
fighting men will l>e floored hy it. 
Turner seemed quite gone oflf in con* 
stitutioH, also in his hitting ; and he 
did not df&pfciy any of his former 

good points. Fie wjejs not in bad con- 
ition ; but a fortnight more waiild 
have brought him to the top of the 
tree. Martin is certainly much inv- 
proved, and he won the fight like a 
good man — in a handsome manner, 
and also cleverly j but, neverthefes*, 
Martin, it was thought, ought tahivve 
won it, from 1ms success, iu le»s than 
one hour and twenty- nine minutes.^ 
Twenty-five potuids were subscribed 
by the amateurs' at Brighton for tiie 
men, in couseqa^^nce of the fii^ht 
being at Crawley. Turner received 
fourteen body IJlows, without stop* 
ping one of them. A liberal sub- 
scription was made for Turner. 

A mostdesperate slaughtering fight 
took place benveen two of the cut^ 
ting-up tribe, Bitsher and Spencer, 
for 301. a-sitie> occupying 70 rounds, 
and one htmr and a quarter. It was 
won by Rasher, who was seconded 
by Randall and Smithy and Spen- 
cer, by Jones and Putcell. Both of 

the 
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the men were dreadfuUy panisbed ; 
iind Spencer shewed the most science* 
but tlie hardy Mountaineer would 
■ot 1>e sialled of, although at one 
iime he was told to go and look for 
his nob, from the severe blows he had 
received upon it.

At one o*doek, CHimr and Hick- 
nan threw their hats into the ropes. 
Oliver was attended by Harmer and 
Josh. HudsMiy as his seconds t and 
the Cras-light l(an was waited upon 
by Opting and Shelton. On Oliver 
cintering the ring^ he weiit up to the 
6a8>ligut Man smiling^ shook hands 
with him, and asked him how he 
did, which was returned in the mest 
fnendly and pleasant man9er by 
Hickman, who appeared in striped 
silk stockings; and on strippmg, 
patted himself with confideuee, as 
much as to infer, " Behold my good 
condition.'* Some Uttfe difllculty ui

t. Considerable caution was ob- 
aerved on both sides $ both of them 
dodged each other a little while, 
siaoe offers to hit, and got away. The 
Gas endeavoured to plant a blow, 
bat it fell short, from the retreating 
tystem adopted by Oliver. The (ras 
again endeavoured to make a hit, 
wnich alighted on Oliver's right arm : 
the Uitter, by way of derision, patted 
it, and kugned. Oliver was now at 
the ropes, and some exchanges took 
pbce; but in a dose Oliirer broke 
awa^« and a small pause eaaued. 
Hickman at length went to work, 
and bis execution was so tremendeua 
in a close, that the face of Oliver was 
changed to a state of stupor, and both 
went down. Oliver was picked up 
instantly, but he was quite abroad-^ 
lie looked wijdly, his left ear bleed- 
ing; and the cry was, <* It's all up— 
ke^casUQct cQj^ejigaln^*' and indeed 



it was the general opinioo, that Oliver . 
would not be able again to appear at 
the scratch. But the Gas aid not 
come off withont a sharp taste of the 
powers of the old one. 

2. Oliver was very bad, in fact he 
was unnerved. His heart was aa 

Sood as ever, but his energy was re- 
uced : he, however, got away from 
a hit. The Gas now put in so tre- 
mendous a facer that it was heard all 
over the ring, and Oliver was bleed- 
injy^ at the mouth, la dosing, Oliver 
tried to iib his opponent, but it was 
usdess; and the Gas held him as 
tight as if he had been in a vice, till 
they both \went down. Oliver was 
so punished and exhausted, that se- 
veral persons cried out, ^^ it is of no 
use* take him away.** 

3. The scene was so changed, that 
twenty guiaeas to two were laid upon 
Hickman. The latter smiled with 
confidence on witnessing the execu- 
t^nhe had done^ but vxtgume dis- 
played by Oliver was above all praise^ 
and he appeared^ after being hallooed 
at by his seconds, about a ihade bet- 
ter« and he fought a severe round. 
The Gas received a terrible body bit« 
^nd some severe exchanges took 
plaee. The eunning of Gas was here 
witnessed in an extraordinary de- 
gree, and with his left hand open* 
which appeared in the first instance 
as if his^ nngers went into the mouth 
of Oliver, he put the head of Oliver 
aside, and with a dreadful hit, which 
he made on the back part of Oliver's 
nohfitni the latter down on his £doc. A 
lump as big as a roll imiuediiitely 
rose upon it. The Gas in this round 
\a9A very mudi distressed $ hisjoouth 
was also open ; and it seemed to be 
the opinion of several of the ama- 
teurs, that he was not in such high 
condition as when he fought Cooper, 
or he must have finished the battle. 
The Gas stood »tHl and looked at his 
opponent ; but Oliver could not take 
any advantage of it. 

4. The Gas endeavoured to plant 
his desperate right-handed blow upon 
Oliver's face; but be missed it, and 
fell down i and Oliver, in trying tq 
mafce a hit in return, fell over Hickr

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num. The Oaa lavghed and mnked 
to his second. It was, perhaps, a 
most fortunate circnmstance that 
Hickman missed this hit, as it might 
have proved Oliver's quietut, 

5. The left eye of the Gas was ra- 
ther touched^ but his conidence 
astonished the ring. Indeed it was 
a fine stud^ for an artist : and it was 
a cotbplete picture for an actor { and 
Mre were glad to witness some first- 
rate performers viewing it with ad- 
miration and attention. The con- 
fldentXook of Hickman energetically 
developed his minds or, in other 
words, it was a *' mind's eye touch'* 
forcibly depicting, ^' the victory is 
mine !*- Oliver broke away, and he 
also jobbed the Gas-light Man's nob ; 
but as to any thing like bitting, it was 
out of him $ and Hickman not only 
bored in upon Oliver, but punished 
him till he went down quite stupid. 
Hickman for any odds. 

6. Oliver came up to the scratch 
very heavy, but he smiled, and &;ot 
away from the finishing' hit of his 
opponent ; and, rather singular to 
oDserve, in closing, Oliver by a sort 
of slewing throw, sent the Gas o^ 
his legs, and he was almost out of 
the ring. The applause given to Oli- 
ver was like a roar of artillery.

" Take him away, he has not a sha- 
dow of chance." Indeed, it was 
truly piteous to see the courage dis- 
j[(layed by this brave fellow, but yet 
of no avail.

Remarks. — In less than three-*, 
quarters of an hour, thus has Hick? 
roan conquered in succession. Craw., 
ley, Cooper (twice), and Oliver. In - 
qiiicknesb he comes the nearest to 
the late Jem Belcher ; but Gas can- 
not fight so well with both his hands ; 
perhaps, it might be more correct to 
compare him with the late Game 
Chick an ; yet the latter was a shy 
and more careful fighter than Hick- 
man. It is, however, but common 
justice to say of the Gas, that his con- 
^dence is qut-androut, and he goes up 
to the head of his opponent to com* 
mence the fight, with as much cer- 
tainty of success in his own mind as 
Nelson entered Aboukir Bay. He 
thought himself invulnerable before : 
but this last conquest has increased 
it so much, that he immediatelv of- 
fered a^^ a challenge to all Bngland, 
once within four or six months, to 
fight any man and give a atone. Gas * 
was so little hurt, that he walked 
abqut the ring, and also played two 
or three games at billiards at Croy?

* (Scott, jon. from an onginal 
paintiiig by Mr. Boultbee, in th« 
posBestion of Mr. Tattersall, ex- 
hibit^ the true portraiture of the 
celebrated Highflyer, one of the 
Biostfiimous and most nsefnl horses, 
whether as a raeer or a stallion, 
ever bred in thi^ country. He was 
bred by Sir Charles Bunbnry, and 
sold ^ yeariing, at a very moderate 
price, to Mr. Compton. He was 
named, as I was soon after informed 
at Barton, by the gentlemen over 
tfaeir wine and fruit, from a variety 
cf the walnut, called in the neigh- 
bourhood of Bury, a highflyer, 
His poiour wfus bay, and as I recol- 



lect, he was nearly or altogether 
sixteen hands in height, and master 
of a high weight. As to his qoali* 
ficalion, he was a thoroughly stout 
and honest horse, and proved supe- 
rior to the capital horses of his day, 
by his great stride and deep rate. 
It is true that, whilst thev were 
rattled off their legs, both in pri« 
vate trials and public racing, High- 
flyer was reserved by his proprie- 
tor, with the utmotit care, and al- 
ways came fresh to the post, and 
ran to win; but had the advan- 
tages been more equal- between hiui 
and his competitors, still in all pro- 
iMibility, Highflyer wonldhave heen 
6rst, from the consideration that 
he won most of his races with so 
little difficulty. He never met 
X Shark 
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Shark hot apon paper; that fa- 
mons racer having already nearly 
iuHshed his labours on the coarse. 
Highflyer never ran apy where but 
at Newmarket, nor over any other 
than the B. C. and was never 
beaten, or ever paid a forfeit. The 
report of his naying been oqce 
beaten, as was some time since 
stated in the Magazine, arose from 
the circumstance of Mr. Compton*s 
having another Herod co!t, of the 
same year with Highflyer. Bv his 
pedigree, as follows, be was of the 
highest and best racing blood, con- 
centering in him that of the Darley, 
Alcock, and Godoiphin Arabians, 
without any cross of tiie new and 
inferior bloody and most of the 
mares in his pedigree, were either 
capital racers or the dams of such. 
Highflyer was got by King H^rod, 
9on of Tartar by Old Partner; 
dam, the dam also of Mark Antony^ 
by Blank, grandam by Regulus, 
great grandam by Soreheels, the 
dam lof Matchless, South, and 
Dan by Cade, great great grandam 
bvMakbjess, which was Sir Ralph 
MilbahVs famous black mare, the 
dam of Hartley's blind horse, &c. 
&c. Highflyer first started at three 
years old, and was withdrawn frogn 
the turf to the breeding stud in thq 
pext season, and afterwards sold by 
Mr. Compton to the grandfather of 
the present Mr. Tattersall, at the 
price of two thousand five hundred 
guineas, giving ^the naine pf High- 
flyer Hall to Mr. Tattersairs resi- 
dence in Ely. I'he profit derived 
from this horse as a stallion, was 
among the greatest tiiat have been 
made in that way.

DESTRUCTION OF THE KINO*S 
STAG HOUNDS. ^HYDROPHO- 
BIA RENDERED HARMLESS. 



^HIS untoward circomstanc&was 
related in Mr. Lee*s LeweM 
Jimmat in nearly the following 
terms :— 

" Bbi«bton, JutY 2, 1811.— 
Some weeks ago we mentioned the 
return of the King s stag-hounds 
to their kennel of last year on the 
Church-hill : their arrival, it now 
appears, was caused by serious ap- 
prehensions entertained that the 
hydrophobia had found its way into 
the pack, and that water ablutions 
might more immediately be had re- 
course to. The pack, therefore, 
: were not only daily washed after 
their arrival, but they were often 
kept in the wat«r until their strength 
was nearly exhausted, several, at 
different times, being taken out ap- 
parently lifeless, and one was ac- 
tually drowned in the powerful 
treatment. No pains were spared 
to render the remedy prescribed 
effective, but all would not doj the 
fatal disease so unequivocally and 
generally exhibited itself among 
tliem at the beginning of the last 
week, that it because dangerous to 
enter the kennel. This was duly 
reported, and the result was, the 
arrival of an order from the Mar- 
quis Corowallis, the Master of the 



Riiyal Stag Hounds, for the whole- 
to be destroyed ; and which order 
was carried into effect soon after 
it had been received on Friday 
morning. The unpleasant task was 
performed by the whippers-in and 
the feeder $ and four-and-twenty 
couples of the best trained, and of 
the species, the most valuable doffs 
in £urope, were presently breath- 
less around them. Mr. Sharp, the 
huntsman, who had rendered the 
pack what it was, who knew the 
voice of every dog, no matter how 
mingled, or at what distance heard, 
could not be present at the execo- 
tion. He lamented the necessity 
of the event in tears. They were 
buried in one deep excavated space 
on the Church-down.*' 



On the above facts, an old Cor« 
respondent, whom we know to have 
good claim to the signature he as- 
sumes, has tninsmitted us the fol- 
lowing interesting pUper :— - 

" The d^structioti of his Majes- 
ty*s stag hounds at Brighton, on 
account of madkbss, is described 
as particulady affecting to the 
huntsman, and will, in a certain 
degree, be lamented by all the gen- 
tlemen to whose sport their excel- 
lence contributed. It Is matter of 
surprise, when the spreading of the 
mischief can be avoided by worm- 
ing, that it is not invariitbly prac- 
tised. The idea, that taking the 
nerve frotn under the dog*s tongue, 
prevented madness, has been long 
exploded,, but it remains to be uni- 
versally known, that if a dog that 
has undergone this operation, is 
seized with madness, the tongue 
immediately begins to sweli, and 
as the disorder proceeds, the swell- 
ing augments, till the jaws of the 
animal cannot closely approach 
each other, consequently he is 
harmless as to the infliction of any 
wound, either upon man or his

Thomas Harrison was htintsman to 
the htte Mr. Tanton, of Newmar- 
ket ; a madness broke out in t!iB 
keunel, and he Imd full opportu- 
nity of observing and acknowledg- 
ing the difference before stated be- 
tween dogs that had and had not 
been wormed. Tlie former died 
tranquilly, and witli their tongnes 
enlarged ^ the latter were furious, 
and obligedto be shot, and destroy- 
ed by various methods. 

" The vittW in sending this to 
your Magazine, is, that so ready a 
inode t6 cheCk a serious evil may 
be widely circulated, and that in- 
stead of arguing how, so trifling 
an incident as the extraction of a 
fimufl hervoun substance can pro- 
duce 9uch effects, scbptics would 
condescend to witness the faet-^

.when Colonel Wolfe, on a certain 
very delicate occasion; neverthe^ 
less, although in anecdotal or tf#«- 
.yk/ truth be did, in actual or real 
trnth, he did ^not utter one single 
word, after being stricken with the 
fatal ball, as was testihed by a na- 
tive of the Isle of Wight, who as- 
sisted in taking him up, and carry- 
ing him to a place of safety. His 
faculties were instantly suspended 
by the stroke of death, his eyes 
fixed, and bis face pallid as already 
. a corpse." . 

The ''very delicate occasion** 
< above alluded to, was the follow- 
ing : The day after the decisive 
battle of €ulloden,in the year 1745, 
. the General, Duke of Cumberland, 
. or as he was popularly styled, Duke 
William, was riding over the field 
of battle, in company with his offi- 
cers, among whom was Colonel 
Wolfe, then a young man. Among 
the dead and dying of the misera- 
ble and deluded wretches, spread 
over the bloody field, one was so 
far recovered as to be able to sit 
upright. Viewing this object, the 
Duke said to Colonel Wolfe, by 
his side, ''Wolfe, shoot me that 
rebel." The young soldier, look- 
ing at his prince and commander, 
with a flushed countenance, which 
M'as a complete index to his full 
heart, replied, '* Your Royal High- 
ness, 1 am a soldier, not an execu- 
tioner.** The Duke turned his 
, baclc upon Wolfe, without uttering 



another word. This anecdote was 
too well attested, ever to be ques- 
tioned.

TTHE river Lea takes its rise in 
^ Bedfordshire, and is navigable 
from the county town of Hertford, 
to Blackwall and Limehouse, a dis- 
tance of thirty miles, dividing the 
counties of Hertford and Middle- 
sex from Es^ex, and finally empty- 
ing itself into the Thames, near 
London. It was on the banks of 
this delightful river, that the first 
and principal scenes in Isaac Wal- 
ton*s Couipleat Angler were laid; 
here he instructed Vbnatob in 
his pleasing art; and, describing ta 
him the pleasures he felt on a for- 
mer excursion, observed " Look 
under that broad beech tree ; I sat 
down when I was last this way a 
fishing, and the birds in the adjoin- 
ing grove, appeared to have a 
friendly contention with an echo, 
whose dead voice seemed to live in 
a hollow tree, near the brow of thst 
primrose hill. There I sat, view- 
ing the silver streams glide silenUy 
towards their centre, the temp»- 
tnous sea ; yet sometimes opposed 
by ragged roots and pebble stones, 
which broke their waves andturn«d 
them into foam; and sometimes 
beguiled time by viewing the harm- 
less lambs ; some leaping securely 
in the cool shade, whilst others 
were craving comfort from the 
swoln udders of theirbleating dams. 
As I thus sat, these and other 
sights had so fully possessed my 
soul with content, that I thought, as 
the poet has happily expressed it-- 
' High was I wrSpt, above the scenes « 

earth, .. 

And joys possessed, not promised in my 
birth.'" 

Twas 
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'Tirat in tbese meads, and near 
Bittlk Hall, now called Cooksferry, 
where pretty Maadlin, the milk* 
maid , titmg her ditty to Piscator ; 
and Venator, her mother, singiofj^ 
the response. These scenes are so 
heantifnlly described by Walton,, 
that they particolarlv shew he de- 
lif^ted in a pastoral life. It was 
not merely casting a line and hook- 
ing a fish: he contemplated and 
enjoyed the beauties of natnre. The 
river Lea abdonds in pictnresque 
scenes, eik:h side being planted 
with villages and gentlemen's teats. 

Mr. Salter, in bis A$igler$ 
Guide, describes the different sob- 
scription waters on this river, 
*' The Horse and Groom (he say») 
being so short a distance from the 
metropolis, (aboat three miles and 
half only,) indoces the lovers of 
angling and rural scenery often to 
visit this honse, which may be done 
with little expenoe either of time 
or money ; the Clapton stages 
coming within half a mile of Lea 
Bridge every hoorof the day,- from 
eight o*dock iti the morning till, 
eight at night, thereby enabling the 
London angler to enjoy his favourite 
amnsement for a few hoars daily, 
when he wonld ot^rwise be de- 
prived, from the distance of other 
waters. Mr. Sparry, the landlord, 
I have always found extreqiely de-^ 
siroQS of giving every assistance to 
promote the success of the angler, 
and very attentive to accommodate 
them in the best possible manner 
Kis honse ^ill afford. Tbp water 
belonging to the Horse and Groom, 
|s preserved solely for the use of 
subscribers, at ten shilHngs anc) 
aixpence per annum, or one shilling 
per day.** The extent of water is 
kbput a mile and half, and has many 
seats fixt on its banks opposite par- 
ticular swims. If this part of the 
river has any fault, it is, that, like 
^amham \yater, it ' wants a shade.* 



la. the Horst and Groom are- 
lockers, to accommodate those who 
wish to leave their tackle, jackets, 
&c. In the parlour also, will be- 
fonndalist of subscribers, with their 
rules and regulations — ?and speci- 
mens of skill in the tremendous 
jaws of jack, which look terrible 
enough to guard the gates of 
Pluto*s dominions. Here, m a glass 
case, is a beautiful specimen of pre* 
serving fish, the colours being re* 
markably fresh ; likewise a salmon 
taken with rod and line in this 
water, 5th of January, 1816,' 
weighing 281b. lOoz. killed by Mr. 
Salter. A barbel caught by Mr. 
Ding1e» June 19, 1817: this fish 
was taken with a very slight piece 
of gut and small hook, and shews 
what a large fish may be killed with 
fine tackle in skilful hands; the- 
hook and lower link are plaoed in 
the case with the fish. There are 
several other specimens, with draw- 
ings of fidh, &c. The feet of an 
otter, a trespasser, who had not 
paid his subscription and made too 
free with the fish in these waters^ 
are also exhibited. 

There is a society, called '' The 
Amicable Society of Anglers,'* who 
meet at the Horse and Groom, and 
who have subjected themselves to 
a number. of reguhitioos necessary 
to the more perfect enjoyment of 
their favourite sport. A few of 
these regulations we subjoin : — 

** That the subscription of each 
person be ten shillings and six- 
pence per annum. The time of 
subscribing tp commence on the 
2^th of March. 

'^ That every member shall have 
the liberty of fishing with two rods 
and lines, bpt not more: one rod 
(not less than eight feet long) and 
line to lay down within manageable 
sight of the place the same member 
may be angling at. 

" To prevent disputes among the

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avbBcribtn to ihis Miery, mo> mem- 
ber shall fish within ibb kjig^ of 
rod and line, or thhrty f^et, o£ 
another without bis permbaioQ. 

*' That if any member should 
have a staad to fish at any other 
plaoe> the stand he so left shall be 
open to any other member to oecn* 
py i bat if only left for the pnr^ 
poae of getting refreshment at the 
Aonae^ and not staying away longer 
than three boors, the said stand 
ahall be coaslderad aa still belong* 
li^ to the member who left it, 
who shall leave in a canspicoona 
plaeCji part of ht& tackle^ or his 
name on a card or paper, daring 
hia absence, at the stand or place 
he was angling at, as a proof that 
lie means to return. 

^ That every member shall, on 
demand, prodnce his ticket, or give 
satis^tory proof of his being a 
anbscriber, to any brother -member^ 
and it shall not be deemed an af- 
front to make such demand. 

<* That no trolling, or fishing. 
with live baits, be allowed after the 
25th of March until the first day 
of Jnne 3 neither shall any drag- 
ging or anatching for salrdon, or 
any other fiah, be allowed after the 
last day of Febmary until the first 
day of November, ander the pe* 
nalty of fivo shiilinga for every and 
each offenoe ; bot salmon may be 
angled for with flies or worms, on a 
single hook, at any time of the y^ar. 

*' That no member shall lay a 
trimmer or a peg-line for jack or 
eels, or 'bait a chain-line with 
live fish, or take fish with a net, 
under a penalty of twenty sbillings 
for every such offence. But annual 
aobscribers may lay chain lines for 
eela, baited with worms or dead 
fish, fnam the 1st day of J^ebroary 
until the last day of October* 

*< That a qiwrterly meeting of 
the committee be held on the se« 
cond Thursday softer every quartei-<»

HORSE 
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ftOllSE RAC£S IN PERSIA. 
(By Sir R. K. Porteh.) 



^N the 21st of March eommencen 
the great fete or festival of Per- 
sia, which lasts six days. One day 
ia allotted to horse racing. With 
the taste common to my country- 
men for 6uch exhibitions in gene- 
ral, I more particularly it^ished to 
see the style of that entertainment 
in a kingdom of the East, where 
the horse, like oar own, is one of 
the boasts of the country. The 
horse race took place on the 11 th 
^f April. Soon after six o'clock, 
in a beautiful spring morning, we 
rode to the field of action. It was 
about two miles from the city of 
Teheran, beyond th^ Casoin gate, 
where I was told by one of my 
Persian friends, I should see " the 
fiery t^oursers of Iran pass over the 
ontonched earth with the velocity 
of lightning.*' When arrived at the 
spot, WB found a superb pavilion, 
which had been pitthed the night 
before, for the reception of the 
King. Already hundreds of Khans, 
on gorgeously caparisoned horses, 
with their respective trains, had 
ranged themselves in front of the 
tent, leaving an intermediate space 
for the race. 

A volley from the swivels of the 
camel corps proclaimed when his 
Majesty mounted at the gate of his 
palace; and soon after a caval- 
cade, like a little army, appeared 
in that direction from the city. 
His Majesty- rode quite alone, 
mounted on an eminently beautiful 
steed, naturally of spotless white, 
t>nt according to a particular badge 
of sovereignty, the creature was 
stained of a gaudy orange colour, 
atH along the lower part of his body, 
in a direct line from the swell of 
the chest to the tail. The King 
took his seat in the regal chair, and

till the opening of the ftport, con- 
versed with several of his Ministers. 

My cnriosity was fully on the 
spur to see the racers, which I 
could not donbt must have been 
chosen from the best in the natioq, 
to exhibit the perfection of its 
breed before the Sovereign. The 
rival horses were divided into three 
successive sets, in order to length- 
en the amusement. They had been 
in training for several weeks past, 
going over the ground very often 
during that period, and when I 
saw them, I fonnd so much pains 
had been taken to sweat and re- 
duce their weight, that their bones 
were nearly cutting the skin. The 
distance marked for the race was a 
stretch of twenty-four miles, imd 
that his Majesty might not have to 
wait when he had reached the field, 
the horses had set forward long 
before, by their three divisions, 
from the starting point, a short in- 
terval of time passing between 
each set, so that they might come 
in a few minutes after the King 
had taken his seat. Hence those 
high-mettled coursers had been 
galloping all night ^ and in regular 
oMer, the different divisions ar- 
rived at the goal, all so fatigued 
and exhausted, that their former 
boasted fieetness hardly exceeded 
a moderate canter when they passed 
before the royal eyes. 

I do not exactly know how it 
happened, but the Shah*s horses 
generally won ; and I am informed 
that when it falls out otherwise the 
owner of the fortunate steed always 
presents it to his Majesty, l^e 
poor beasts were ridden by boys of 
all ages, sizes, and weights ; some 
in shirts, and others in their usual 
attire, with handkerchiefs bound 
round their heads, so that no equa- 
lity of burthen was preserved; and 
under every disadvantage the

course. My pity for the fine aai<*> 
mals, which bad apparently been 
io itijodicionsly managed, was pro- 
fwrtioned to my disappointment; 
hot on making some remarks on 
the subject, I found that swiftness 
over a certain portion of ground in 
ft giten time, was not, as with ns, 
Che object of a Persian race.

RACING AND COCKING IN ENG- 
LAND, IN THE REIGN OF 
CHARLES IL 



TPHE following particulars are ex- 
"^ tracted from the splendid quarto 
lately published in this country, 
translated from the Italian MSS. 
in the Lanrentian Library at Flo- 
rence, of the Travels of Cosmo III. 
Grand Duke of Tuscany, through 
England, during the reign of 
Charles II. (viz. 1669). The 
Prince describes Newmarket accu- 
rately enough, but we expected to 
have found more racing, and a 
l^reaterof attendants at the Meet- 
ing, the Kingiind Duke of Yprk 
being both present. It is curious 
that the custom then existed at 
Newmarket, as in the present 
time, of the sporting gentlemen 
riding in, nearly the distance, with 



which the King set out the same 
morning with the Duke of York, 
for the sole purpose of shewing 
his Highness' the^ horse races, an 
amusement taken by the Court se- 
veral times in the year, great num- 
bers of ladies and gentlemen crowd- 
ing thither from London,- and from 
their country houses in the neigh- 
bourhood." After descriiNog the 
country' and chief seats of the nobi- 
lity, Slc. on the road, and of which 
plates are given, the Grand Duke 
arrives at Newmarket. 

''As soon as his Highnesaalii^ht- 
ed from his carriage, he went to 
the King*8 house, which, compared 
with the other seatsof the English 
nobility, does not deserve the name 
of a royal residence, and on this 
account his Majesty has taken 
measures to enlarge it with seve- 
ral new apartments, and to im- 
prove the prospect from it. He 
made his obeisance to his Majesty, 
who received him with an unusual 
degree of kindness, congratulating 
him on his safe arrival. From the 
King*s apartments, bis Highness 
went to those of the Duke of York 
to pay his respects to his Royal 

High- 
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Highness^ and after reciprocal ooaii 
pliments returned to his lodgiogs^ 
snppiDg alone as nsnal. 

'* The house which the Kiog at 
present inhabits at Newmarket, 
has been purchi^sed by his Majesty 
of my Lord O'Brien, an Irishman, 
Earl of Thomond, a descendant of 
the ancient Earls of Thom#nd> of 
whose family was Donald King of 
Ireland. 

'' On the rooming of the 8th, 
his Highness impatiently endea* 
voared to get himself exempted 
from attending the nsnal religions 
services, that be might be in good 
time at the King*i* house, but found 
that his Majesty had already left 
Newmarket on foot to take e^ter- 
cise. On receiving this informa- 
tion, his Highness set out in the 
same manner^ with Colonel Gas- 
€oyne. Sir * Castiglione, and 

his attendants, in that direction in 
which be heard that the King had 
walked. He had not gone many 
paces before he ^l•t his Majesty, 
who returned home in a plain and 
aimple country dress, without any 
finery, but wearing the badges of 
the order of St. George and of the 
.Garter. His Highness presented 
himself to his Majesty, and having 
exchanged compliments, accompa- 
nied him to his residence, where 
they remained in conversation till 
the horses were got ready, on which 
they were to ride out again into the 
country, to take the diversion of 
coursing hares in those open and 
naked plains. 

'f Having spent the remainder 
of the morning in this amusement, 
they retnrned at mid-day, each .be- 
taking himself to his quarters ^ and 
his Highness dined with the gen- 
tlemen of his suite. After dinner, 
the King, with the Duke and Prince 
Robert, went on horseback to a 
place at 4 little distance from N^w- 



market, and amused themselves 
with the game of tennis, and his 
Highness went out in his carriage 
in pursuit of the birds called dot- 
terel, which in size and shape re- 
semble a very large lark; they are 
for the most part of a colour in- 
clining to brown upon the back, 
and under the belly nearly white. 
Towards evening, on going back to 
Newmarket, liis Highness paid his 
compliments to the King and 
Duke, and returning home, supped 
alone at an early hour. 

" The following day, the 9th, 
the sky appeared lowering and 
cloudy, and threatened rain, whkh 
would prevent the horse races that 
were to take place on that day^ 
but at sun-rise the elouds partly 
dispersed, and the King went into 
tlie country, and his Highness 
along with him, to renew the di- 
version of hare-hunting, the great 
pleasure of which in this plaiji 
country is^ that being entirety free 
from trees, it leaves to the hunts- 
man the full enjoyment of seeing 
the animals without interruption, 
and observing their subtle night, 
,and frequent deceptions, in turning 
and doubling round and round, 
passing frequently by the s<im.e 
place, and re^^tracing their steps. 

"After enjoying this recreation, 
his Highness returned at mid-day, 
and before going to his own quar- 
ter^ went to those of the Kiag; and 
the tables being pieparcd before- 
hand, there dined with his High- 
ness my Lord James, Duke of Or- 
mond, steward of his Majesty's 
household ; my Lord George, Duke 
of Buckingham, master of the horse -, 
my Ijord Edward, Larl of Man- 
chester, chamberlain j my Lord 
O'Brien, Earl of Thomond^ and my 
Lord Germain; the Marqnis of 
Blandfordj Bernard Howard of 
Norfolk ; my Lord . Croftes ; my 

V 2 Lord 
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Lord Francis Newport, Baron 
Newport: Sir — Elliott; and the 
gentlemen belonging to his High- 
nesses retinae. At three o'clock, 
according to the English mode of 
reckoning, the King and the Dake 
of York went from Newmarket to 
see the horse races, and repaired to 
the place appropriated to this sport, 
going to a certain spot which is 
nearly in the middle of the coarse, 
and there his Majesty stopped and 
amused himself with seeing my 
Lord Blandford and my Lord Ger- 
main play at bowls. 

" The race-coarse is a tract of 
ground in the neighbourhood' of 
Newmarket, which, extending to 
the distance of four miles,* over a 
spacious and level meadow covered 
with very short grass, is marked 
out by tall wboden posts, painted 
white. These point oat the' road 
that leads' directly to the goal, to 
which they are continued ' the 
whole way ; they are placed at re- 
gular distances from oiie another, 
and the last is distinguished by a 
flag mounted upon it, to designate 
the termination of the course. The 
horses intended for this exercise, 
in order to render them more 
6Wift, are kept always girt, that 
their bellies may not drop, and 
thereby interfere with the agility 
of their movements; and when the 
time of the races draws near, they 
feed them with the greatest care, 
and very sparingly, giving them, 
for the most part, in order to keep 
them in full vigour, beverages com- 
posed of Soaked bread and fresh 
eggs. Two horses started onl J on 
this occasion, one belonging to 
Bernard Howard of Norfolk, and 
the other to Sir — Elliott. They 
left Newmarket, saddled in a very 
simple and light manner, after' the 
English fashion, led by the hand, 
and at a slow pace, by the men 



who were to ride them, dressed in 
taffeta of different colours ; that of 
Howard being white, and that of 
Elliott green. When they reached 
the place where they were to starts 
they mounted^ and loosening the 
reins, let the horses go, keeping 
them in at the beginning that they 
might not be too eager at first set- 
ting off, and their strength fail 
them in consequence at the more 
important part of the race; and 
the farther they advanced in the 
race the more they arged them, 
forcing them to cohtinne it at foil 
speed. When they came to the 
station where the King and tlie 
Duke of York, with some L6'rds and 
Gentlemen of his Majesty's coort, 
were waiting on horseback till they 
should pass, the latter set off after 
them at the utmost speed, which 
was Scarcely inferior to that of the 
race horses ; for the English horses 
being accustomed to run, can keep 
np with the facers withoat diffi- 
culty; and they are frequently 
trained foi' this purpose in' another 
race ground, out of London, situ- 
ated on a hill, which swells' from 
the plain with so gradual and gen- 
tle a rise, that at a distance it can- 
not be distinguished from a plain; 
and there is' always a numerous 
concourse' of carriages there to see 
the races, upon which considera- 
ble bets are made. 

" Meanwhile his Highness, wkh 
his attendants, and others of his 
court, stopping on horseback at a 
little distance from the goal, rode 
along the meadows, waiting the ar- 
rival of the hbrses, and of his Ma- 
jesty, whb came up close after 
them, with a numerous train df 
gentlemen and ladies, who stood 
so thick on horseback, and gal- 
loped so freely, that they were no 
way inferior to those who had been 
for years accustomed to the wa- 
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nege. As the King pa88ed> hU 
HighDess bowed> and immediately 
.turned and followed his Majesty to 
the goal, where trumpets and 
drums, which were in readiness for 
that purpose, sounded in applause 
of the conqueror, which was the 
horse of Sir —— Elliott. From 
the race-ground, his Majesty being 
ycry much healed, adjourned to his 
house, accompanied by his High- 
ness, and by the greater part of 
(he gentlemen who had come to 
see the race 3 and having paid his 
compliments^ his Highness depart- 
ed, retiring to his own lodgings, 
Chat he might leave his Majesty at 
liberty, who, having rested a little, 
went out again on foot, and took a 
walk through Newmarket, and to , 
a short distance out of town. His 
Highness did the same,'and appear- 
ed again at court in the evening.'* 
On the day following *' a new 
horse-race being arranged, his High- 
isess determined to go in his car- 
riage with his attendants ; and 
there having mounted' his hofse, he 
followed, with his attendants, at a 
half gallop, the two race horses^ 
which were rode by two men dress- 
ed in taffeta, the one red and the 
btber white, almost as far as the 
DeviFs Ditch, a rampart which 
was formerly thrown up for the 
defence of the country against hos- 
tile invasions, but being now cut 
through, leaves the road free and 
bpen. Having there met the King, 
who was also on horseback, he 
bowed to him ^ and his Majesty, 
taking off* his hat, returned the sa- 
lute with peculiar courtesy 5 and 
having conversed a short time with 
his Highness, continued on his 
way, his Highness remaining there 
in expectation of two other horses, 
which wcsre already 6n the starting 
blace^ and behind which the King 



came up in a canter, with the Duke 
of York and other Lords and gen- 
tlemen, who had come both for the 
sake of foUowing the court, and 
for the sake of seeing the race, 
as well as on account of the bets ; 
and when they came opposite the 
post, at which his Highness re- 
mained on horseback, the latter 
again sainted his Majesty as he 
passed, following him along with 
his retinue to the goal, whence, on 
account of being very much heat- 
ed, wrapping himself up in his 
cloak, without delay, his Majesty 
went back to Newmarket, to his 
residence ; and his Highne.s8 cNd 
the same, to pass the remainder of 
the day. The King afterwards 
went out on foot, without eictend- 
ing his walk far from the village ; 
and his Highness, that he might 
anticipate his Majesty's return 
home, went at a proper time, in 
the same direction, and acciden* 
tally met Prince Robert 3 and 
whilst they were engaged in con- 
versation, his Majesty returned, 
and was accompanied to his resi- 
dence by his Highness, who there 
took leave of him with every ex- 
pression of acknowIede[ment for 
the goodness his Majesty had 
shewn, over and above the other 
tokens of his regard, in going from 
London to Newmarket, on purpose 
to afford him the amusement of the

" Attended by Lord Philip, Ne- 
vil, Gascoigne, and Castiglione, 
his Highness went out in his car- 
riage -to see the theatre [in Lon- 
don] appropriated to cock-fighting, 
a common amusement of the Eng- 
lish, who even in the public streets 
take a delight in seeing such batr 
ties : and their partiality towards 
those animals is carried to ^uch an ^ 

/height. 
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height^ that considerable bets are 
made od tbe victory of the one or 
Ibe other. To render the cocks fit 
for fightbgy they select the best of 
ibe breed, cut off their crests and 
spurs, keeping them in separate 
coops or walks, and mix with their 
Qsoal food pepper, cloTes, and 
other aromatics, and the yolks of 
eggs, to heat them, and render 
them more vigoroos in battle ^ and 
when they want to bring them to 
the trial, they convey them in a 
bag, put on art^ial spnrs of silver 
or steel, very long and sharp, and 
let them oat at the place appointed 
for the sport. As soon as the cocks 
are pot dov\*n, they walk ronnd the 
field of battle with -great anima- 
tion, each watching tor an oppor- 
tunity to attack his rival with ad- 
vantage. The first who is attacked 
places himself in a posture of de- 
fence, now spreading hin^self out, 
BOW failing, in his turn, on the as- 
sailant, and, in the progress of the 
contest, they are inflamed to snch 
a pitch of rage, ^ that it is almost 
incredible, to snch as have never 
witnessed it, with what fury each 
annoys his adversary, striking one 
another on the head wkh their 
beaks, and tearing one another 
with their spars, till at length he 
that feels himself superior, and 
confident of victory, mounts on the 
back of his opponent, and never 
quits him till he has left him dead; 
and then, by a natural instinct, 
cr6ws in applause of bis own vic- 
tory. This amusement was not 
new to his ilighness, for he had 
seen it on board ship, on his voy- 
age from Spain to England, the 
two young volunteers wlio were on 
board frequently diverting them- 
selves with making two cocks fight, 
which they had previously trained 
£or the purpose.'* 



ON VERTIGINOUS INDIOESTION 

IN THE UOR£^ 

From the Frtnch of Profsat^rt Bwrdin 
and Dupuffk 

TN the coarse of the year ]S17, 
the abdominal vertigo, commonly 
called staggersj made great ra- 
vages among the horses in* the dcr 
partments (h the Moselle and thi^ 
Sieuse. M. Mangin hav.ing treat- 
ed a nomber of these animals, sooa 
perceived the inefficiency of the 
remedies commonly employed. Ha 
was called to a horse affected with 
well characterised vertiginous ta- 
digestion ; this animal Imd neither 
eaten nor drank for twelve hoars : 
he gave him two drachms of tartar 
emetic, with four ounces of snl- 
pliate of magnesia in a pint of warm 
water : this potion was repeated 
thrice in the space oi fifteen hours. 
He placed a seton in each thigh, 
and had the limbs nibbed witii oil 
of turpentine > the animal died on 
the ensuing day. He treated a 
second and, third horse with simi« 
lar results. A neighbouring vete- 
rinary surgeon, who employed si- 
milar means, had no better success> 
as four horses died under his care, 
in thirty-six hours. M. Maa^ 
having remarked, on opening seve- 
ral of the animals after deadi, that 
the stomach was empty, whilst the 
large intestiues were filled with a 
very great quantity of fecal mat- 
ter 5 suspecting that these intes- 
tines were the seat of the disease, 
and considering thaM^artar emetic 
acts especially on the stomach, he 
determined to employ purgatives 
in large doses. Soon after he had 
formed this resolution, a horse of 
six years old, affected with the dis- 
ease, was brought to him -, he ad- 
ministeredj in the space of twelve 
hours, four potions, each com- 
posed 
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posed of two OBnces of aloes and 
tbree oimces of sulphate of mag« 
■esia ^ fifteen boors after the first 
dose, the horse voided a large 
qoantity of feces : he then gave 
liim decoctions of linseed, with 
two drachms of camphor from time 
to tame. The animal saffered great 
weakness, which, however, gradu- 
ally disappeared, and on the sixth 
day afterwards he was considered 
perfectly weli Three other horsey 
were saocessirelycared by die same 
flseaas; and after this, a farmer, 
who had lost four under the use of 
bleeding, antimony, and setons, ia 
this affet^ion, consolted M. Man- 
gin for two others, which were 
cored by purgatives. M. Maagin 
attributed the disease to the hay 
made in a very rainy season ^ and 
ta some other cases in the next 
year, to the use of green trefoil, as 
' the sole food. Some other horses 
affected with it had eaten copiously 
of aew oats. M. Maogiu, being 
blamed for administering so large a 
^uaality of aloes in so short a time, 
apologized by saying the horse is 
here in a comatose state, when pnr- 
gative medicines do not act with 
dietr accustomed energy. M. M. 
Borgin and Dupny account for the 
advantages attending M. Mangin*s 
treatment, by some considerations 
drawn from the anatomy of the 
borse, as the small capacity of the 
stomach, not containing more than 
twelve pints of water ; besides 
this, the left half of the stomach is 
lined by a white, thick, and callous 
membrane, similar to that lining 
the oesophagus, and this half is 
^parated from the right portion, 
by a fringed sort of valvular pro- 
cess ; the right portion is lined 
witb a very vascular inucuous sub- 
stance, and it is in this alone that 
digestion is operated. It is neces- 
sary to suppose thai the solid food 



is promptly converted into chyle, 
ana that the drink pf a horse is ab- 
sorbed with great rapidity. Pro* 
fessor Dupny remarks that many 
different diseases are commonly 
confounded under the name of ver- 
tigo ; and in some horses, supposed 
to have died from this affection, he 
found the internal membraiie of the 
heart, the aorta and the venss ea- 
vese, thickened and very much in- 
jected with blood. Professor D«« 
puy intends to treat more at leagtli 
on these subjects in a niemoir 
which he will read to the Medical 
Society at Paris.

J^^XPEDITION ! is the order of 
the day j nothing but scoarii^ 
along the road, kicking vp a dost, 
turniag^ corners with a rapid whiri» 
iauve qui peut, will now go down, 
from the Monarch in bis travellii^ 
carriage, and with his dear-tke- 
way attendants, to the spMvce citi- 
zen in his Sunday gig, and satty 
tra«idling equipage. Now, I love 
expedition and speedy travelliagof 
all things, as peculiarly English, 
and to be attained by no other 
means than through the noble and 
ffeneroos and improved Englisk 
horse. Though ej^pedkiouBly de- 
scending into the vale of years, i 
yet cannot endure to be humbug- 
gi/ig and bum-shaking over the 
roads'at a snairs pace ; and in my 
youth riding some of the best hacks 
in England^ I used greatly to over- 
do th^e matters, and weary out my 
friends; for I have, in that eager 
and thoughtless time of life, too of- 
ten ridden twenty miles to break- 
fast, twenty miles to dinner, twen- 
ty miles to tea, and twenty miles to 
supper, making four score miles 

within 
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within the day. I rode the same 
hackney nine or ten years, taking 
certainly as great care of her, in* 
deed to please and satisfy her in all 
herwants of variety of eating, loose 
stabling, paddock, grass, and re- 
creation, as erer mortal did, I even 
indulged her in banting, although' 
it was a sport I never used myself, 
because she was immoderately fond 
of it, and >vould have followed the 
hounds without a rider, permitting 
her groom to take her into the field 
several times in the season. In the 
above long journeys, she usually 
trotted^ but I always left ib to her 
caption to canter opcasionally, for 
the sake of easing ,h^r feet. She 
would doubtless, have gone far more 
than ^ijSfbtv, miles in, twi^lye hours ; 
in all probability, one hundred and 
twenfy ^over the turf, with seveh 
^tone.^ This mare; though, ^h^ 
QOttld tnot speak English, under-: 
^tood'it well,' and obviou^y desired 
to do every thing' that was right, 
and so free. was she of all malicious- 
i»essor intent of mischief,, that she 
was constantly seen to avoid tread- 
iDg on or. hurting. inferior animals: 
Shet Came to me rising six years 
old, at the humble price of nine 
pounds, beaten and battered to 
pieces, and as dull, dejected, and 
unnoticiog as a stock, her every 
step and motion plainly attended 
with suffering, for she had endured 
incredible labour and hardships 
from three years old, as a smog- 

fler's drudge and a jockey's hack, 
had watched the opportunity of 
purchase, and was determined to 
cherish and reward her. My first 
step was to give her three months* 
run in the finest air land the finest 
grass. She soon after lost all her 
gloom and insensibility, and. would 
play with me somethijDg in the style 
of my cat^ but in her pursuit in 
these gambols, no little caution was 



necessary on my part, to prcVeiit 
her jumping upon my shoulders. 
If her groom put the sheet uneven - 
beneath hier belly, or tickled her 
thereabouts, she would correct him 
by giving him a sudden smart rap 
on the knuckles with her hinder 
hoof ', on one occasion of his teaz- 
ing her, she very, genteelly flayed 
about as much skin from the fleshy 
part of his arm, as would cover a 
crown piece, ' which was the only 
piece of mischief, I believe, she 
ever did in her life. She once 
saved, perhaps; my life or limbs 
by .her care entirely. She has 
been .dead nearly thirty - font 
years 3 > and' that man must have 
an attachment to animals,' and to 
the horse particularly, equal to 
mine,, who can -entertain a concep- 
tion; with how greiat regard I che- 
rish the memory of this niost wor-* 
thy favourite.

TROTTING STALLIONS. 



To the Editor cf the Sporting Magazine 
SIR, 

CINCE my last letter on this sub- 
ject, having occasion to look 
farther among my memorandums, 
I find I have not been quite accu- 
rate. Scot was not the same horse, 
but a son of old Shields, out of a 
hunting mare, as I was informed in 
1807, by a considerable dealer, who 
chiefly made his purchases in Lin- 
tfotnshire and Norfolk, and in whose 
atables I, then saw one or two 
of the horses of Louis XVIII. a 
very heavy and very hard rider. 
They were rare cattle for road or 
held, and bredin the above districts. 
There is a discrepancy, I perceive 



in my books, relative to Yowig Pre- 
tender the trot ting stallion. In the 
second, and no doubt the £rst- edi- 
tion of the Treatise on Horses (of 
which last 1 have no remaining 
copy), I have said that Pretender 
was ffot by Hue and Cry ; bnt in 
the third edition, and in tbe His- 
tory of the Horse and Delineation 
of the Race Horse, 1 have repre* 
sented him as tbe son of Useful 
Cub } a 'mistake probably arising 
from the association of having seen 
both the horses together, the pro- 
perty of the same person, in 1 779. 
Now, the hrst work being written 
a number of years earlier than the 
latter, and consequently nearer to 
the period when I saw the horses, 
the hrst aocoont is most probable 
to be correct. Bnt such bdi^ the 
case, Hne and Cry, the property of 
Bevao, the farrier, which I de- 
scribed last month, must have been 
a son of tbe original Hne and Cry, 
as he did not appear to me more 
than fifteen or sixteen years of age, 
in the year 1799, or thereabouts ; 
whereas the sire of Young Preten-r 
der, in 1779, Ave or six years old, 
must, no doubt, if then living, have 
been, at any rate, nearly thirty, in 
) 799. I would make an enquiry 
of my old trotting acquaintance, 
but I find so many of theiil have 
trotted off this mortal course, that 
it is no easy matter to hnd an in- 
formant. And in fact, no great 
dependance is to be placed on in- 
formation of a distant date, relative 
to these matters, as it most arise 
from mere recollection, a most un- 
certain source ) keeping written do- 
cuments being peculiar to tbe rac- 
ing studs. Nothing can better ex- 
emplify this, than the great per- 
formances of Phenomena, by which 
the whole body of trotting jockiea 
and horse dealers were so asto- 
nished, that they completely forgot 

z2 aU 
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all the former speedy trdtters, mi»- 
taking this mare for a real pheoo- 
menoR in the trottiDg way. Trot- 
ting with a foather^ or a light 
weighty heing a novelty, they bad 
not considered its necessary effect. 
The troth is, speed was not the 
best of Phenomena ; by her mode 
of going, as appeared to me, she 
went rather to 9tay ; and she was 
frequently beaten on the road for 
a durst, John LAwasNCs. 



HUE AND CRY. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine, 
SIR, 

T Was much pleased by perusing 
an acoonnt of the above trotting 
stallion in your last Magazine, but 
conjecture Mr. Lawrence must be 
mast be mistaken respecting his 
age, as the horse in question is now 
serving mares in Westmoreland and 
Cumberland. He was brought last 
year ont of the East Riding of York- 
shire, by a '* break-neck dealer," 
being '' turned adrift," no one sus- 
pecting it possible for him to pro- 
pagate his species any longer : but 
I have seen ten or twelve of his 
produce (yearlings), as well as 
foals, this season, which are very 
promising. He is a dark brown, 
' 15 h. 2 in. and it appears- was bred 
by Christopher Rook, Long Sut- 
ton, Lincolnshire. His first per- 
formance was in that county, when 
he trotted two miles in 5 min. and 
54 sec. with a high weight, upon 
green sward, bqt I do not recol- 
lect any other of his achievements. 
I well remember his first appear- 
ance in a market town in the north ^ 
the, Jiihnny Raws smiled at his 
worn-out emaciated form, but the 
moment room was given for him to 
get npon his ptns, every other stal- 
lion that was exhibited retired into 
the shad^ in an instant. A$ he was 



ratliitig Hlbng apparently at full 
speed, a cur dog casually crossed 
the road ; the people imagined it 
would be trampled upon, but the 
generous animal darted -over it in 
grand style, to the astonishment of 
every individual ; the dog was like- 
wise'equally as much surprised, for 
he ran round two or three times 
previous to leaving the ground. I 
will mention another anecdote, as a 
proof of the efficacious remark made 
by Mr. Lawrence. " It is remark- 
able (says this sagacious observer, 
third edition, pages 331 and 2), 
that trotters, unlike gallopers, do 
not lose their speed from old age, 
many having been known to trot 
as fast at twenty, and even near 
thirty years of age, as they did in 
their prime."

S Homer's description of Nes- 
tor's cup is very curions, and 
gives an idea of the workmanship 
of thc^ ancients in chasing gold and 
silver, I trust that the classical 
part of your numerous subscribers 
will not be displeased at my enter- 
ing into a sort of discussion con- 
cerning it. The whole passage, 
where this famous cup, or rather 
bowl, is mentioned, inasmuch as ij; 
relates to eating a^d drinking, has 

gene* 
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generally been' etteemed an in* 
teretting one amcmg many which 
the father of poetry has inserted in 
bis immortal works. It will be 
fonnd^ in the 11 th book of the 
Iliad, 632 — ^Aecording to my li- 
teral translation, the Greek says, 
''A mtist handsome cap (^fVa; 
vtpixoXxff^), stodded with golden 
knobk)s with foor^haiulles {iaret, 
ears). Two doves of gold were 
nestling nnder each (handle), and 
beneath, two branches of vine.** 
Nothing can be plainer than this, 
and the dullest mitid can imagine 
at once the type of the bowl. But 
see ! the Latin translation in my 
edition (Cantabrigis, 1679), mns 
as follows:-—

Awrds cJnTis tnuufixum: anse autem 

ipsiufl 
Quatuor erant: binse autem columba} 

cucum quam libet 
Aureae pascebantur, duo autem inM pedes 

eaunU 

It is obvious that the word pedes 
is wrong, since it appears hardly 
possible that such a cup as no 
man, except Nestor himself could 
be strong enough to hold up, when 
full, should have had but two feet 
to support it. Madame Dacier 
says, " Cettecoupe etoit d^unerare 
beant6 et ornee de clous d*or ; elle 
avoit quatre anses, soutenues cha- 
cnne de deux colombes d*or et elle 
etoit a deux fonds.** This transla- 
tion is elegant and faithful, as far 
as the words, '* elle etoit a deux 
foods." This might be understood 
of those magic cups exhibited by 
legerdemain gentlefolks at fairs, 
wlio make you drink out of a cup 
which appears to be empty, or 
tantalize yon by making the drink 
run away from your lips. As for 
Pope, he made a cup of his own— - 

Next her white hand an antique goblet 
brings, 

4 goblet sacred to the Pyliaa kings 



Fvom ddeirt times ; cmboned with ttudaof 

gold. 
Four feet support it, and two handles hold. 
On each bright handle, bending o^er the 

brink. 
In sculpturedgold two turtlesseem to diink. 

If we overlook the equivocal word 
" turtles,** instead of *' turtle- 
doves,** we may find all this very- 
pretty, but it has hardly any thing 
to do with th e original. Here we 
have four feet and only two han- 
dles, which certainly is more natu- 
ral than four handles and two feet; 
but it is not a genuine translation 
of the text. The word UvQ^wgf 
means here, as Genesis, xi. 10, 12^ 
Ixxii. Palmites — branches of viae, 
or any other tree^("Fid. Schrevei, 
Lea^ic, ad verbum). According 
to this I will propose the following 
as a more literal translation of the 
original :— 

Then to the board the beauteous damsel 

brought 
A noble bowl for Pylian monarchs wrought 
In times of yore, and dcck*d with studs of 

gold. 
Four ear.like handles fftve a steady h<rfd s 
Under each nestle two fan* golden doves. 
And round the foot a douUe foliage roves. 

Another difficulty hangs upon 
this famous goblet. What was it 
made of? — metal or precious stone? 
Perhaps, and probably lapis la- 
zuli, like the foot of the table 
mentioned at verse 628, of the 
same book — xuaw'^tl^etv. Howe- 
ver, it is stated to have been so 
heavy that no one except Nestor 
could, as it has been mentioned be- 
fore, lift it up from the table when 
charged with its adequate quantity 
of wine J and if we consider that 
the beautiful Hecamede brought it 
np herself when empty, we must 
conclude that its capacity was so 
great that the contents were much, 
very much heavier than the vase 
itself. 

Having written *' enough," not 
to say '*too much** about the fa- 
mou3 bowl of the Pylian sire, it 

may 
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say not be aniM to speak of the 
coDtentH; bat here I an} afraid not 
to be equally acceptable to biboto- 
nists, for few amoDg them wouM 
deligbt in qnaffine soch a potion 
as was presenteo to the heroea. 
Homer describes it aa follows : — 
**The goddess-like maid (Heca- 
mede) mixes Promnian wine, into 
which she, with a brass knife, 
scrapes hard cheese, and sprinkles 
some wheaten ftoiir/' It was well 



powerlol, that we might place them 
above the confectionary lerct of 
electnaries, jellies, and syrops — 
tbeycoald not become potable i^ 
less they were properiy diloled. 
When kept long in warm places at 
the tope of booses, they hardened 
intosach a concretion, that the 
botler was called to cot oat of the 
stock with his hammer and knife the 
qoantity required for tbenseoftba 
fiimily> on particotar occasions. How 



that she bad provided an onion, or odd it would sound to our ears^ if

But do we 
not grate ntitmeg, and float lemon- 
peal upon wine and hot water to 
make negus > And if the ghosts of 
Nestor and Machaon were invited 
to a full glass of it at the London 
Coffee-house or any where else, to 
inake a huish after a good dinner 
and plenty of excellent wines, I 
doubt not but it would go very 
smoothly down their gossamer 
throats, and that they would not 
serve us with any wry faces or 
idtra-Stygian gesticulations when 
swallowing the cheering draught. 
And indeed, according to Homer*s 



his servant, ^'Joe,'cnt me out of 
that lump of wine about a gallon 
and a half^ for I expect some 
friends at dinner to-day .*r

set. Homanity requires that the 
fullest notice possible should be 
given, and the law of England will 
not sanction what is inconsistent 
with humanity.**' A popular work 
has quoted this report from Mr« 
Chetwynd's work, bot has omitted 
this important line (which omissioA 
reminds one of the progress of a 
thing, the name of which one does 
not choose to mention) " that I 
had concurred in what bad faU^ 
from the other Judges,^* and omit- 
ting that line, they state, liiat f 
had said, " It is my opinion, that 
with notice, or without notice, this 
might be done.*' Now, concur- 
riug With the other Judges, it is 
impossible I should say that, it 
is right that this should be correct- 
ed, not that I entertain any angry 
feeling, for too moch time has 
elapsed since then for any anger to 
remain on Aiy mindf bat all I daioi 
with respect to the observations 
made in ftiat work, severe as they 
are (and I, for one, feel, that E 
should deserve no mercy if I should 
ever entertain soch doctrines), is, 
that I may not be misrepresented. 
It is not necessary for me, in this 
place, to say, that no man enter- 
tains more horror of the doctrine I 
am supposed to have laid down, 
than I do, that the life of man is 
to be treated lightly and indiffer- 
ently, in comparison with the pre- 
servation of game and the amuse- 
ment of sporting I that the laws 
of humanity are to be violated for 
the sake merely of preserving the 
amusement of game. I am sure no 
man can jtistly impute to me such 
wicked doctrines. It is unneces- 
sary for me to say, that I entertain 
DO such sentiments, and therefbre 

I hope 
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I hope I sfaall be excosed» not on- 
acooant of my own feelings^ but as 
far as the public are iuterested in 
the character of a Judge, in sayiag, 
that no person should blame a 
Judge for what has been unjustly 
put into his mouth."

3. A smart rally, and Sampson 
was thrown. 

' 4. Sampson drew first blood by 
a left-hanaed hit upon the mouth, 
and broke away ^ and again placed 
his left-handed hit, but he was 
thrown. 

5. Counter hits n^ere exchanged, 
and Gyblett wasted his strength 
in hitting short at his adversary, 
and his face was crimsoned with 
claret. Sampson met him again 
on the nose, and kept the ciaret in 
full action, but he was again thrown.

had the worst of the fall. 

7. A very gallant round. Tlie 
men stood to each other, and hit 
away fearlessly. Many blows were 
exchanged^ and Sampson was 
thrown. 

8. Gyblett was hit at going in, 
but he returned a severe blow upon 
the throat, which floored Sampson. 

The battle continued in Samp- 
son's favour by placing left-banded 
hits and breakhig ground for seve- 
ral rounds, and Gyblett's face was 
much scarified.

WHITTINOTOK'S CAT iM<.

SPHERE has lately bm presentei 
"^ to the Imperial Society of Na-' 
toral Hivlory, at Moscow, an ani4 
mal which appears to be a cross 
breed formed by tbe common cat 
and tbe pine martia, tbe fur of 
wMch promises to be a valuable 
article of cc^tameree. The speci-* 
mea referred to was sent from tha 
Russian Goremmeiit of Penaa, 
where the jnne martta is very 
abnadant^ A domestic cat disap^ 
peered from a hotrse at Peassa, aiid 
returned^ after some ttaie^ in a state 
of fmpregaation. At the osaal pe^ 
riod the cat littered fosr yoong 
ones, two of which very moch re- 
setftbled the martin, llieir elawft 
were hot retractile as in the eat> 
aad the snoot was not elongated 
like that of the martin. Tbe two 
otiiers of tbe same litter more 
nearly resembled the cat, as they 
bad retractile claws and a round 
bead. All of them had the black 
feet, tail, and ears of the martin ; 
and they killed birds and small ani* 
mals more for the pleasure of de- 
stroying them than for food. Tbe 
proprietor has maltiplted this bas- 
tard race by preventing them from 
intermixing with the domestic cats, 
and has l>een completely saocess- 
fut, as in the apace of a few yeaf s 
he has reared more fbaa a bnadred 
of tfa^se animals, and made a veiv 
beautiftil article of ftfrriery of their 
skias. Tbe specimen presented to 
the Society was of the thirji er 
foutth geaeration, and retained all 
the eharaeters of the ^rst. Tie 
fur is as beautiful and as silky as 
that of the pine martin.

MR. EDITOR, 

JgyCRY mao has a right to keep 
a hobby horse, aod to ride him 
where, and whenever, and as long 
as he likes, provided that this said 
hobby of his own does not come 
within contact with any passenger 
on the Kiog*s highway, does not 
splash, kick, or hart any body, 
and keeps himself clear from com- 
mitting any nuisance, or sinning 
against the established laws of the 
land. No one can deny to another 
this original and onalienable pri^ 
vilege without injustice -, no one 
can counter act it without disturb- 
ing the order of things as they na« 
turally exist. This short exordium 
leads me to a singular anecdote, 
which I should presume; is not ge- 
nerally known, although it is a fact 
of the truth of which I do not en^ 
tertain the least doubt 

A Qountry 'squire, or, as the 
Freneh term it, " un Seigneur de 
paroMse,*' being summoned out from 
his ancient manor house in the Li- 
inousiu to Paris, in order ta attend 
the trial of a suit in one of the high 
courts of justice there, hadmostre- 
luct^ntly left behind him his stud, bis 
.pack of hounds, and the '' tallylio- 
echoing vales," where, in imitation 
of his Nimrod-like ancestors, he 
had proved himself ''a mighty 
hunter before the lord.'* But 
he coold not help packing up 
in the Limoges-stage, two fa- 
vourite hounds, his green jacquet, 
with his French horn, or '' cW'dB" 
choMtt* to console him, as he 
thought, but surely to remind bim^ 



of the ' venaimai enjoyments he 
was obliged to forego during his. 
absence from home. 

He alighted in £he metropolis at 
an ancient hotel' in the ''.Rue St. 
Germain TAuxerrois" (near the old 
" Pont-Neuf,") which had been for 
many years the temporary abode 
of his forefathers when they visit- 
ed tlie capital; and that never hap- 
pened but upon interesting and so- 
lemn occasions. His apartment 
was on the first floor, and, as it is 
generally the case in those con- 
venient hotels, served both for a 
parlour and a bed room. When 
the toils of the day were fairly 
over; when he had done at last 
with the raven crew of attorneys, 
solicitors, and proctors ; had paced 
for a few hours the public gardens 
and the quays, and visited some 
places of evening entertainment,, 
he used to repair to lus hotel be- 
tween ten and eleven o'clock.

foes in the rear. Then, oh then I 
all his soul was on fire — ;he sound- 
ed the horn, waked his harriers, 
and thundering his tantivy — tally- 
ho, halloo — whip-in, all a-head, 

hunted for t^ro or three hours 

without intermission, till the sly 
wand of Morpheus consigned the 
noisy hunter and his dogs to sir 
lence and to bed. 

So far all this seems to be per- 
fectly right. This 'squire, forced 
out of his wonted habits, rides his 
bobby-horse as well as he can, and 

makes 
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makes the most of hkm — but does 
be ride the dear hobby without in- 
terferiog with any body eltte'seotn- 
forty or happiness } — *< Nou9 aiiotis 
voir'* — we soon shall see. 
. Over him, on the second floor, 
abided pro tern, a thing called an 
author^ >vhoJike Drydeo and many 
wortliies of the Parnassian order, 
lived by the per-sheiftage* of his 
labours, and who, as he generally 
rose £arly in the morning ^to 
correct proofs, compose, compilei 
and yield matter or copy to the 
printer, went to bed about ten in 
the evening. The " son du cor,** 
the barking of the dogs on the 
scent, the loud exhortations of 
the chief and sole huntsman, were 
a downright (uartyrdom to him 
whose eye^Uds sleep did not at- 
tempt . to close till this " infernal 
Bacchanal" was over. What to do ? 
He remonstrated mosthombly with 
the country 'squire, talked of want 
of rest, of liead-aclie, of being de- 
prived of the right he had to sleep 
undisturbed. Young Nimrodjook* 
jDg at him most contemptuously 
40ver his left shoulder, answered 
peremptorily, " Sir, I am fond 
4}( hunting, and nobody has a right 
to preclude my enjoyment of it. I 
am fond, very fond of hunting. Sir; 
take that with you, and be gone.** 
—-The author bowed, and went. 
They say that authors can submit 
to many hardships — I believe it-^ 
but again, " Nous verrons** — we 
shall see. 

The hext morning the author 
sends for a mason,' directs him 
to wall up the door of his apart- 
ment to the height of two feet and 
a half.

and yell most piteously^->What*s to 
be done ? He calls up the maids, 
and puts all the mop-squeesiag 
sisterhood into immediate requisi* 
tioa. Mops and sponges prove of 
no avail $ the rain from above iA« 
creases, and the hunter's room 
ceases to be tenantable. Amazed 
and enraged^ he flies to the second 
floor, opens the door in the most 
furious hurry — and what does h« 
£nd there ? " P^ous alleg voir ;** 
you will soon see. The author ia 
bed, holding most composedly a 
book in one hand, and a iishii^ 
rod in the other. — " What in the 
name of all the powers in heave« 
and on earth are you doing, sirrah > 
My room is &lled with water — ^it 
pours on my bed, on my dotbes; 
i am not a man to be thus insult- 
ed with impunity. What do yon 
mean by this cursed whim of yours? 
— I must have due satisfactioa.** 
As cool as the water of the sur- 
rounding pond, the author just aa- 
swered with a significant smile — 
"My good Sir, you are fond of 
hunting — I am fond of angliog; 
good night.**

omr first stage from La Gra« 
irdle. Oft arriiiog bere^ oar pos- 
tillion told QS timt he eooki proceed 
fto farther wHh m ; that we mtoflt 
jHTooire another carriage toprOi* 
eeed to Angers^ and that he wotfld 
be paid half the sam stipnlatedmth 
kim for taking ti§ there, thoa^ he 
was some nrles short of half the 
dlsfaaee. We soon foand thai he 
bad nerer an intention to fMA. hts 
agreement • he lived in fiict at Lfa- 
i^lte, afvd was only anxious to have 
imssen^s back from Rennes, 
being engaged to conrey some pa^ 
'pie from the foir of Lavalle, which 
was held on the day we arrivied 
there. This accounted for bis anx- 
iety to get OS off so early from La 
Gravdle, whieh before seemed 
qmte ioexplicabie ; and we after- 
wards anderstood^ that, by refnsing 
to move before nine o'ctockr, we 
liad very materially impeded his 
■kamgt plan. We appealed to his 
.positive engagement to take vs to 
Angers ; his reply was a smile, 
-and ' Ce n*est pas possible :* no*- 
thing else was to be got from him. 
Onr dispofe collected at least two 
fainidred of the market people 
aronnd ns hi the streets. All 
throngh France it happens tbat 
people meddle themselves most fa- 
mtltatiy wrth yonr business wbat- 
ever it may be, and if it h tratr^- 
acted where they are present. It 
is impossible for a stranger to ask 
even a qnestion in the street, with- 
out being instantly surraanded by 
a crowd. The present altercation 
was of too serions and vehement a 
natore, not to coilect an ample con- 
gregation 5 and, as we felt our- 



selves fiilber eibbdrtsrss^d by hir^ 
ing inch a differenoe in so strange 
a place, we were not altogether dis- 
inclined to hear the opinions of 
the town*s-people atid farmers on 
the afiair. Tiien bi^gan a warm 
dvscttssion amongst the French, 
and as by far the great mflgority 
were on onr side^ the postHlion da» 
monred with them most rodferons-* 
ly, wbilo tbey attacked him in the 
sam^ straitt. Fortified in this stfp^ 
port, which coald not be bat im-* 
partial, we refused to pay the m<^ 
ney he demanded, but told bim he 
might decline going farther if he 
pleased. As, however, he bad 
broken his engagement, we, were 
determined to pay him bat one* 
third of the sum for which he had 
agreed to take us to Angers. He 
stood guard on onr trnnks, hinder- 
ing them from being taken from the 
carriage nntil his demand was com- 
plied with. There was no way 
then left but to apply to the police, 
and we according sent the waiter 
of the inn for two officers. A com- 
missioner of police and a gendarme 
soon arrived. The first heard our 
story, and afterwards the postil- 
lion's, and their decision was, that 
wc conld compel the man to pro- 
ceed to Angers. The fellow ap- 
pealed to the ' Juge de ptnjp* and 
to his house we were condncted. 
Instead of hearing the cause in a 
room, he came to ns in a yard, 
and his appearai^ce at once made 
me tremble for the decision, for I 
felt bow nnpleasant it would be to 
be defeated. He had as mnch of 
the look of a blackguard as I have 
ever se^n ; he was dressed in the 
style of the lowest turnkey of New- 
gate, and, though there were ladies 
present, he shewed the state of Ms 
feelings towards the Engfish, by 
not even touching his hat, which is 
so very common a* Civility in 

France. 
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Fraoce. I wbUp^ed t^ mm of my 
companions, that I wb» tare we 
should lose our cause, and that I 
thought^ the only way mw was to 
retire with dignity, which might be 
done by lAforming this Preach Jus- 
tice of Peace, that his manner and 
appearance had ahrt ady eonvioced 
i>s that we were wropg-^fa cormng 
htfore h%w ; and that we dedinc^ 
patting him to any troabk, beine 
rather willing Jto pay the raspsl 
what he a&ked It was tho«ghl> 
however, that this might be acting 
rasUy, and we accordingly entered 
on the merits of our case« We 
were first permitted to address 
the ill- looking Magistrate; the 
postillion followed. His speech 
perfectly astonished as. I may 
Siafely, and without the kisst exag- 
geration say, that there was not a 
word of troth in it from begtani^^ 
to end. Nay, his statement of 
^cts, as he called it, had not a 
foundation in fact of any kind ; 
it bore no sort of affinity to the 
truth. It was all his own, and it 
was volnbly delivered, in a tone 
of ease and candour the most pro- 
voking, and at the same time as- 
toimding to us. We heard a story 
in whica we were conscious that 
we bad no earthly conoem, yet it 
-was applied to us before oar faces ) 
and we were even appealed to ia 
persuasive, moderate langoage,and 
with civil gestures, to ackaow- 
ledgp the fairness of the specious 
rascal's narrative. We could only 
^rm to the Judge, upon oqr he* 
Hours, that the tale was throughout 
false, and ofifer oar oaths to the 
facts we bad stated. He replied, 
that it was not usual to administer 
oaths in such cases ; and he saw 
•^ reason to disbeUeve the postil- 
lioB, but strangers ofUo gave a 
great deal of unaecessary trouble, 
tl^rougii aot kfipwing thiR 9«f{itopa4 



oif the eeaatry throm^ whirh tbef. 
travelled ; that the sum was AXo^ 
gather a trifle to the Bsg^isbj whe^ 
geoeraliy described thei^selvea 
as very rich : he finished by ai^ 
jadgiag us to pay the 4ellow'a 
chaige ! Against this we loodl)^ 
protested, urging that the words of 
three or four travellers, bearing the 
external appearance of respectabi- 
lity, oBght to be permitted to oot* 
weigh the unsupported assertiooa 
of a postillion; and we repeated 
our desire to be pat to our oathsji 
as our judge did not seem to u»* 
derstand the worth of a gealia* 
man*s word. His former decisioo 
was obstinately and sulkily re-» 
peated, without his coodescemUna 
to exf^anatioa or argument. I 
then apologized to him for our per- 
severance, stating that his cotiunui 
had not at first convinced as that 
he stood in the sacred character of 
a jadge, and that we would now 
be ^Ad to know if he were judge 
9an» appei. He exclaimrsd, " Qui,*' 
'^*' Pauvre wUle!" was our last 
rejoinder, and with it we took our 
leave, while he bawled after ns» 
that he would send us to prisoa if 
we did not take care. 

*' Rather than put oarselves to 
farther trouble, and iiicpr the risk 
of fisrther degradation, after so bad 
a specimea of French magistrates^ 
and the mode of their administer-* 
ing justice to strangers in France^ 
we thought it best to get rid of the 
ssatter altogether^ by sobwitting 
to the imposition, in preference to 
seeking redress at this hands of the 
superior authorities. They might 
have been swayed by tlie decision 
of <me of their number; and his 
dedaration, that we had made use 
of insolent expressions to him as 
a magistrate, would iaXslUbly have 
weighed mucht against us with his 
brethren. But, certainly, the trans- 
action 
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actioiil'ls <;alGiiIate4 to gfre one a 
low idea' of the character and con« 
4Kt»on of the magistracy of France^ 
in cocnfyarisoD \yhh the correspond- 
ing' ranks of magtsrtrates in £ng- 
landv The man before whom we 
w^nt, corresponds in official sitva- 
tton with one of tlie justices of the 
peace that sit at Bow-street. The 
latter are obvioosly dressed as gen- 
tlemen^ and in society they take 
the place of gentlemen. Our La- 
valle jnstice had holes in tlie el- 
bows of his coat, and coarse dirty 
worsted stockings on his legs. A 
steel watch-chain hang from his 
fob, »ik1 a silk handerchief was 
tied rotind his neck. His manners 
were those of a revolutionary rnf- 
ftan, and we afterwards beard that 
he was a zealoas Bonaparlist. This 
hews afforded as consohition un- 
der onr defeat ; the ill-treatment 
we had received only justified onr 
Opinions of the character of the 
Bonaparte faction, and shewed th^ 
base qualities of the hearts that 
sympathized with his, and the 
coarse natnre of his instruments. 
We were enabled to trace onr private 
discomfiture to the rage of an indi- 
vidual, disappointed through the 
glory of onr country. In general, 
however, it may be said, that all 
the varlons grades of society and 
office in France, are at least three 
degrees behind the corresponding 
grade in England. A -member of 
the Chamber -of Deputies cannot 
be raised to a par with a member 
of the British Parliament : a 
French nobleman is somebody or 
nobody, as may happen: there are 
btit few instances in which a, Bri- 
tish nobleman does not carry with 
his name high consideration and 
extensive influence. This is another 
proof iiqw much France is behind 
England, in vlW the essentials of 



society. 



'^ When We went to tbe'pFace 
whferc carriages arc let in Lavalle, 
we found that the stofv of onr dis- 
pnte with onr former postillion had 
got before us. A smart lad was 
sent by his master to shew ns his 
carriages. ' Ah^* said he, * that 
fellow yon have just dismissed, 
does not know his business : be 
cannot understand how to please 
his passengers ; he is not a person 
to have any thing to do with the 
English. Yon are to^ good for him. 
Try me, and i *11 shew yxm what 
driving IS; yon shall confess that 
you are satisfied h merveiiie,*' The 
young fellow had a smart brisk ex- 
terior, which gave favourable tes- 
timony to the truth of what he 
said. He seemed bom to be a pos- 
tillion. He had scarce a shoe on 
his foot, and no stockings ; but bis 
hair was powdered and tied up in 
an immense elnb-knot behind. We 
agreed with his master, and set 
out for Chatenn Gontier. 

" Onr driver was determined to 
keep hig promise ; he cracked bis 
whip, and at every crack looked 
back upon us for applause: when 
he cut his horses he seeme-d to de* 
mand a double portion of approba- 
tion. One of his horses was res- 
tive, and this gave him occasion to 
shew his horsemanship, which was 
excellent. He cursed his master 
for a coehorif because he kept the 
horse in question, after many proofs 
of his vicious ness. He told us that 
the aniniars freaks were peculiarly 
iiolent, because he had not been 
out with his present rider for some 
time, and the other boy could not 
ride him. We trembled for the 
lad's leg frequently: it would cer- 
tainly have been broken against 
the clumsy awkward shafts of the 
voitnre, but for his admirable des- 
terity. It was altogether a scene 
worthy Astley's. He was on and 

off 
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off bis borae ti^eitjr timeti in half 
aa hour« and a great part of ttie 
diitaoce b6 went^sitHogoo his sad- 
dle as 'a wemaUy to save his \%s 
from being Kurt by his borse*8 su^ 
den pluDges. 

'^ Mentioning that he sat as a 
woman, suggests to me that the 
women in aU' this part of Prance 
ride en ^avdiier, that is to say, 
astradle. Notbtog can be more di»- 
gu&ting than thia practice at first 
swht ^ it is so conirary to an £n- 
gUsh»an*s ideas of decorum and 
propriety. The farmers* wives 
ride,, displaying tbdr legs without 
scrapie >. yonng ladies have a sort 
of mack apron, which^ being cut 
down the middle, cfivides, and 
pretty weii conceals them^ But 
still the appearance is loathsome. 
The riding-master at Augers told 
ns that the fashion was spreading 
to Pans ;. but he being an eques- 
trian ol the old school^ who derir- 
ed his notions of this sublime art 
by direct hereditary descent from 
Monsievr I^igneroie^ resolutely set 
. his (aee against the vulgar innova- 
tJMi. He assured us that his female 
pupils were noi permitted to mount 
ea ematier, though many of them 
expressed a wish so to do. He 
trwSed the riding astradle of wo* 
men to the revolution, and in the 
. revMution iMonsieur Pignerole lost 
his head, and the riding-school 
of Angers was destroyod with its 
. churches } hence the existing ri- 
ding-master was horrified at riding 
astradle. It was a practice which 
tde King ought to have forbidden 
on bis return, he thought. The 
constitotioual chart conceded too 
much if it conceded (his. He was 
q/nt^ ultra on this matter. No dis- 
possessed nobleman can be more 
aoxions for the restoration of the 
. nationail prcmerty^ tiham the ricBng- 
marter of Angiers to see women 
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compelled to bo seated tideways 
on horsebaclc. Times^ he thought, 
would never be well in FVance tiu 
this was done. On every occasion 
when we saw him, he insisted ve- 
hemently on the necessity of effect- 
ing this return to past habits. 

** The country still continned 
thickly wooded, and we passed 
through a large forest At the etf- 
trance of this a large gallows was 
erected, and on the beam were 
nailed the carcases and skele- 
tons of wolves^ foxes, and otb^r 
animals of prey. An inscription 
was placed over this fearful exhi- 
bition, which stated, that it was to 
deter the wicked by a display of 
the miserable consecpiences that 
follow robbery and murder. 'There- 
lore, oh, ye sanguinary wolves, ye 
knavish foxes, and predatory ver- 
min, beware, for thus does your 
sovereign lord, man, reward your 
guilty deeds !* The childishness of 
this mar §^ve an idea of the fane!'* 
ful, triflingaist of the minds of the 
French. This board was put up 
by the proper authorities-^by. or- 
der of the prefect^ perhaps. What 
should wt thmk of a mayor in 
England, who had conceived, and 
caused to be executed, so elaborate 
a composition) The poatillion 
p6i«te4 out the executed felons 
with a seriooa face* and stopped 
of his own accord, that, we mi^ht 
read the touching inscription. He 
then cracked his whip, and went 
on m his old st^le, occasionally 
combating with his restive horse, 
and, after victory had declared ior 
him, looking back on us with eyes 
as conscious of glory, as- if he had 
been a general at tbe head of atri* 
umphant army.*'

f'Angefs waafamoos br^arid- 
iagrschool, umMe in the world for 
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Its reputation an4 tbe rank of itb 
'scholars. The English laws Lave 
left an immortal name belli ad 
tbein here : the education of a fine 
gentleman in Queen Anne^s time 
was not complete till he had been 
instructed in tlie grand manege at 
Angers. It had then all the forms, 
pedantries, solemnities, and accom- 
mddations of an ancient university, 
• where Greek and divinity are 
taught; and this to honour and 
promote the gay and elegant exer- 
cise of riding. Monsieur Pigne- 
role, the last master of this su- 
perb institution, from the descrip- 
tion of him given to us by the in- 
habitants, must have been just 
such an individual as would be 
formed by compounding the sepa- 
rate vital essences of Beau Nash, 
the late master of ceremonies in 
Bath, with that of the most learn^ 
cd doctor of theology that ever 
taught at Oxford. Kings were 
proud tov study under this great 
man, who, in extreme old age, had 
a very suitable death, falling, 
shortly after his Sovereign, under 
the axe of the Jacobins, or accord- 
ing to their other name, the Philth' 
sophers. On the walls of the ride, 
there are still to be discerned the 
words Anglais, Eccossais, below 
the effaced arms of many noble- 
men who put themselves under 
Monsieur Pignerole, or his prede- 
cessors ; and the travelling names 
of Peter of Russia, the King of 
Spain, and the King of PolanA, 
- are also to be traced on these me- 
morable walls. The mob thought 
that if kings had been instructed 
how to sit their horses by Monsieur 
Pignerole; if the place had fur- 
nished models of elegant accom- 
plishment;.. if it perpetuated the 
.memory of nobles and princes^ and 
cast back the recollection upon the 
flories of tb« French monarchy. 



and the splendours of an age of 
chivalry and politeness; it was not 
^t that the school should stand in 
the age of reason and throat-cut- 
ting, or that the master should 
contii^ue to live amongst a people, 
every soul of whom was far exalt- 
ed above a riding-master, being a 
citizen- philosopher. They accord- 
ingly cut off Monsieur Pignerole's 
head, and did their utmost to pull 
down the building. They tired, 
however, in attempting to effect 
this last exploit, and probably took 
an excuse to quit their labour, that 
they might perform the necessary 
civic duty of hanging some old 
priest, or piking some young wo- 
man. 

*' The walls, and even the apart- 
ments of this fine edifice, remain 
pretty entire, but sadly defaced. 
We were led through the range of 
gentlemen's apartments : one room 
was devoted to each scholar, witii 
a small chamber for a domestic. 
We might fancy these filled with 
the finest gentlemen of the age of 
the Spectator, mingled with the 
flower of the court of Versailles. 
Our female conductor pointed oat 
to us the room of Monsieur' Pigne- 
role^ as a Mussulman would point 
to the black stone at Mecca, or a 
Catholic to oar Lady*s image at 
Loretto. It was in no respect dis- 
tinguished from the others, but in 
having two chambers attached to 
it instead of one. The floors were 
all of mere brick. On the second 
floor was a similar suite of rooms 
for the lady students. The finest 
womenf of the ^various European 
courts lived here for months, and 
one c^n easily picture to one*s self 
' the gay and gallant scenes that 
tdok place. On this floor there 
was a ball-room, the disfigured re- 
mains of which are enough to prove 
that it was very elegant This, 

then. 
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liieD^ is the ruin of a magnificent. 
iDstitBtioD^ displaying the grace, 
and pride, and luxury, and charm, 
and accomplishment of the feudal 
system oi manners and ranks, 
which havmg now faded from the 
world, cannot be again seen in it. 
The whole thing is now over : the 
Bourbons are restored, and may 
keep their places 3 but that high 
feeling of native superiority, that 
fearless carriage of innate and im- 



cholv Touchers; and. one, since 
dead, was reported to liave been 
ever after scarcely able to rid his 
anditory imaginative sensations of 
the dying screams of the poor bird. 
Such atrocities should ever be

His Lord- 
sliip left it to the Jury to say, whe- 
ther it Was likely that the plaintiff 
would purchase horses without, as 
one of the witnesses for the defend- 
ant had stated, even asking if they 
were sound, or that, if the defendant 
had not warranted the animals sound, 
but sold them with all their faults, he 
^vould have consented to receive them 
bade and return the money.— Verdict ^ 
for the plaintiff, 161. 4s. the price of 
the horse asd the cost of his keeping.

Some years ago a braoe of 
carp was taken from a piece of water 
in the Duke of Portland's grounds, 
at Welbeck Abbey, Notts ; one of 
them we^hed seventeen, and the other 
twelve pounds, and these were then 
considered to be of such an extraor- 
dinary size, that his Grace presented 
them to the King, his late Majesty. 

Crusltt to Fish. — ^The dr«eui» 
ful cruelty of boiling shell^fish alive, 
or, what is not unfrequently done, of 
putting them over the fire in a sauce- 
pan of cold water, it is hoped will 
be reflected on as it deserves. Shell- 
fish possess an amphibious property, 
and are therefore capable of existing 
out of the water a considerable time 
without the power of life being im« 
paired ; hence it is just as shocking 
to dress shelUfish alive as to convey a 
mackarel (which does not possess aa 
amphibious property, but dies in a 
few minutes after being taken out of 
the water), iustantaneausly out of the 
sea into a frying pan of boiling vrater. 
The ignorant prejudice that lobsters, 
crabbs, &c. are not good if dressed 
after they are dead, would vanish as 
soon as humanity were permitted to 
make the trial. When dressed many 
hours after they are dead, it is found 
that the weight of the fish is not les- 
sened, or the flavour in the slightest 
degree impaired; if it were, that 
pould hardly be a sufficient reason to 
torture a poor animal^ to gratify the 
pampered appetite of an epicure. 
Eels too possess this amphfbioiis pro* 
perty, therefore they are skinndi 
alive, rolled in salt, and fried whilst 
they ar^ beheld ^writhing in agony. 
Every one nyust acknowledge that the 
fame God t^at made us made brutes, 
and q^igh^ bay§ placed us in th^ situ- 
a|;ion of brutps.

/^N looking over my number for 
the last month, I read the ex- 
tract from the Lewea Journal re- 
specting the destruction of his Ma- 
jesty's hounds, with the comment 
of your old correspondent thereon : 
the editor of the Lewes Jowrmal 
speaks of them as '^ the best 
trained, and, of the species, die 
most valaabie dogs in Europe.** 
ftis commentator says, their de- 
struction '' is descril>ed as parti- 
cularly affecting to the huntsman, 
and will, in la certain degree, be 
Isunented by aU the gentlemen to 
whose sport their excellence con- 
tributed.*^ Being well acquainted 
with the jpack, and living in the 
vicinity of the hunt, I am induced 
to trouble you with a few remarks 
on the above statements. 

That their destruction was par- 



ticularly affectif^ to Mr. Slmrpe, 
cannot be doubted for a moment \ 
indeed I heard hka give the rela'> 
tion of it with tears in his eyes : to 
witoess, or to hear of the death of 
so many lnnocent> animals, ma^t 
give pain to every feeling mind ; 
but, barring regret on that score, I 
venture to assert, they are not la- 
mented by any of the geatlemen 
who Qsed to hunt with them i they 
were presented aboot the year 
1814 to his present Majesty by the 
Duke of Richmond: how they ran 
foxes in Sussex I do not know, bofe 
certain I am they never ran deer 
well in Berkshire: when their pro* 
genitofs came tip from Goodwood, 
they had been bred in and in, un- 
til a dwindling in size and make 
had taken pmoc} tiiis their de^ 
sceadaats never recovered. Being 
thus light ai(id dwarfish, and with- 
alt of a vei^high codrage, their 
usual pace was tremendous, and 
the seent of deer lying high and 
sweet, and the hounds, from their 
low stature, being near their work, 
without stops, to which recourse 
was often hc^, scai^eely any horse 
could lay wiUi them, at least with 
any pleasure : a further and worse 
consequence was, they continually 
ran mute: I have repeatedly seen 
them running a fine scent for a 
quarter of a mile with only one, 
two, or fbor, opening at alt : this * 
average number of those who own- 
ed the scent by voice, I am certain, 
seldom exceeded one-third of the 
whole number ranning: this was 
perhaps further occasioned by thdr 
catching the scent all at bnce, and 
finding it without trying for; howe* 
vef nnsnspectit^ry, the hnntsnlan 
might endeavour to draw them * 
over the slot, they always knew^ 
by the ''group,** pretty well where 
it was, and never went off so stea- 
dily as if they had found it with 

trouble. 
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ircHibla^aBd go^ ftettledto it by ds- 
gi^cs 'y Uiis of course^ is ao evil at* 
..teodant oa the cart systefB, aod 
cannot be remedifid. When they 
were rooning merrilf is their own 
*way, bkeing stopped by the whip 
rendeited them vr ilfiil and angry :

. ting, however, the last remark ; ob 
i>ne 0ide>. 1 merely wishfo enquire 
, whether your cprresppndeftt ** D^** 
has not taken an errone/(His view ^f 
the sinewy malady jFle, describes 
it, in particularising the fifst case, 
as '^ contracted sinews )\* in co|i- 
•e^ence of which^ he s^s ''it 
was impossible for t^e animal to 
place his heels in contact with tl)e 
ground." Now, although I ini^t 
perfectly agree with him in the ef- 
fect, I cannot but dissent in t&0 
from the notions which the words 
" contracted sinews'* seem to cou- 
vey of the nature of tfiis ailment ; 
for, as professional men, we oMist 
not forget that tendons> being of 
themjMlves iR^/a«^c, will not ad- 
mit of contractieo or extensifn 
without rupture. 

As is too frequently the case, an 
. erroneous theory as; to the real iv^- 
ture of these caacjS has led your 
correspondent to adopt a mode of 
practice by way of paUiati^ (for 
auch cases do not admit of one), 
which must ever prov£ highly ob- 
jectionable, for the most &inoif|le 
and obvious reasons : first, } con- 
tend, and I wBI appe^ to any ve^ 
terinary surgeon for his opinion, 
that tke reme4y 19 morse than tie

of more misdiief^ and of a more ir« 
remediable kind, than what pre- 
exitited. Of the truth of anch an 
assertion, I have only to enumerate 
the dtferent parts cut tktough tmd 
mio, in order to convince any per- 
son at all acquainted with the 
atrnctnre of a horse*s l^i what! 
divide the per/araim! open the 
Joint formed between it and the 
ptrforoM / and then, as if not eon* 
tent with having infiicted snch il^- 
reparable injury, cut through the 
^er/bfoiitjtself! While I recollect 
how extremely well adapted tiiese 
several parts are to perform their 
various functiont, even under th^ 
SMMl nnftivourable circumstances, 
■ever irtU I ro m§c% l^mgf^ as 
these; for, vniafever may brthe 
tempocary adtMrtases gained by 
such an operation, I can tell Mr. 
D« (for he does not appear ti> know 
it) thu the meqhmmi of thege 
parts, Of^cg dkstfo^ed hff lovig' 
mtandmg difeate, oam never, in the 
ndturaf course oft^mgs, be repair^ 
ed by the knife. Let us be very 
cautions then, how we disturb that 
harmony so beautiful and oonspi- 
cuous in the construction of the 
animal machine. Mr. D. has said 
that the sinews irSIl re-unite, and 
become again of their natural tex- 
ture. Though the tout ensemble of 
this statement be true; and though, 
for the sake of argument, it were 
strictly so, yet will if not help him 
over the insurmountable barrier of 
restoration of function. If we de- 
stroy the texture of a part, and can 
repair it so as to put it entirely in 
itsoriffinal condition, the use which 
it performed heretofore, will also 
now be accomplished 3 but if these 
parts, when repaired, be in any way 
altered from the state in which they 
were, then their economy must be 
imperfect. This argument a^one. 



founded on a principle in the ani« 
mal economy, must shatter the fa- 
bric of "D.'s" operation 5 but 
when I tell yon, that not only does ~ 
the originality of the parts never , 
return, but that other adventitious 
materials are emjrfoyed in cob- 
bling them together, if I may so 
insult nature, and that even these 
will tend to defeat the purposes 
they are destined to answer— the 
whole fabric of it must gite way. 
I might go on to adduce more in 
confutation of the principles of 
such an operation, but I trust 
what is advanced will prove satis- 
factory. 

Mr. 0. will say, perhaps, that he 
was aware that his operation was 
contrary to the established laws re- 
lative to anatomy, &c.; but that he 
has only instituted a less evil to 
relieve a greater one. I deny that 
he does in the least palliate the 
disease in question, and I will 
prove it, beyond the sphere of; 
doubt, if called on to do so at anyt 
future period. One more argument 
remains for ''D." via. XhsXpractice 
is even betterthan theory ; and that 
whatever I or any body else may 
say, he hAsfoundit to answer. In 
opposition to this, I have only to 
repeat my disbelief of its possibi- 
lity; and to add, that I wiU furnish 
him with more practical mat- 
ter, should he still persist in ope- 
rating. 

Begging '^D." will excuse any ar- 
gumentative warmth of expression 
made use of in thiseommunication, 
which has been addressed to you, 
Mr. Editor, purely for the sake of 
endeavouring to nip in the bod a 
mode of practice, which I humbly 
conceive may tend to cripple and 
render useless one of the most use- 
ful of quadrupeds, I take my leave.

The matter is of the 
eepest interest, and one on which 
mankind have been deceived too 
often, and their vigilance ftitally 
tailed by a dependence on remedied 
eqnally irrational and inefficacious. 
In order to pat them on their guard, 
1 have made thefollowing transcrib- 
tion from the *' British Field 
Sports." A Bit of a Jockey. 

*• To the Rev. Mr. Daniel, the 
same sentiments are respectfully 
addressed, on the point of worm* 
iNo THE Doo, as a preventive to 
his power of using his teeth in the 
rabid stale. This remedy, in Dr. 
Johnson's emphatic language, * the 
extraction of a substance nobody 
knows what, and nobody knows 
why,* was originally received on 
the authority of Pliny ^ and it was 
either Pliny, or one of his wonder- 
working cotemporaries, who pre- 
scribed, as a cure for the belly' 
ache in a beast, the simple and e^sy 
mean of the patient beholding a 
duck swimming on the water ! But 
an elder of Pliny, Columella, if I re- 
collect aright, who had anticipated 
him, and forestalled all the know- 
ledge and all the fame of this most 
important discovery, resolved on 
driving madness out of the dog, 
either at one end or the other. This 
sage thus instructs posterity. ' If 
a whelp's tail be bitten off. and the 
string taken away, neither will the 



tail grow again, nor will the dog 
ever go mad.* At any rate, one 
limb of the proposition remains 
to this day, unbroken. He pro- 
ceeds to explain, that * there is a 
small worm in the tongue of dogs, 
which, if taken out while they are 
yonng, they never fl[o mad, nor lose 
thwr appetite.* Until of late, we 
find worming was to prevent rabiet 
itself ^ that failing, we are to be 
content, if seems, with the power 
of incapacitating. the dog from bit« 
ing dunng his rabid fits. But on 
what gronnd of argnment, bearing 
liny kind of relation to cau$e a$3l 
ejfeei, ia this jpower aocoonted for? 
Hoir is it poistble that the mere 
loss of a strip of skin, drawn from 
his tongne, which soon becomes 
whole, and remains unaffected bir 
the operation, should prevent the 
closing of his Jaws after he shall 
have become rabid, and yet permit 
him to do so ad libitum, and perpe- 
tnally while he is in health. This 
is not elective purgation in a medi- 
cine, but elective oiiation in worm- 
ing. Why does the tongue swell 
merely from the absence of the 
worm, unless in the old mode of ac- 
connting for events — -poit hoc, ergo 
propter hoc? Is it not full as ra- 
tional to suppose that, from some, 
to us occult, symptomatic anwnaly 
in the disease, or at some particu- 
lar stage, the tongue is too much 
s#ollen to admit the jaws to come 
together, at others not. Worm is, 
in all probability, in this case, a 
misnomer, the real and orthodox 
term being an ancient maggot. — 
The fact is, there is no such thing 
as a worm in the coie, which is the 
dog's mouth ; it is merely a portion 
of the frcBuum, or. bridle of the 
tongue, so often clipped by the 
scissars of the nurse. * In the 
operation of worming,' says Mr. 
Blane, ' it is common to strip off 

this 
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this fi43Bnum, or bridle^ fran lltt 
tongve ; the violence' made use €/i 
in doing wbieh, puts it on the 
stretchy so that when removed from 
tlie mouthy Its recoil is eddnced 
as ft proof thftt it Is alire^ and 
pfoves it a worm iii the opinion of 
credvlity--^ worm^ wbicn I hnra- 
bly conceiTeoQ^ht to rank with its 
bnMker tcwmt in M^ u^ ^fo iettBi 
-— anoUier PKny, I beUeTeiilH^lse;

This laidiy 
worm, however, has penetrated the 
hueiiecHuth itt thonsandi of his 
Majesty's Kege sobjects; and a 
gentleman of late, who sorely most 
need cutting fof the' simples, as 
much as oar dogs do wormii^ 
ftgatnst ra^iV«, hasactos^ proposed 
to petition the legislatare, for a law 
to compel as ml to mangle the 
tongnes of oar pnpjpies !

Bot 
1 have failed as yet to trace the 
boof, infusions and decoctions of 
theleiasfes, flowers, and shaving of 
which, were favourite sudorifics 
with certain physicians of former 
times* 

As another specimen of the me- 
dical learning and taknt of these 
old ^rriters on the sobject of dogs 
and horses, the prescriptions of 
whom have been treasnred up with 
so mach care, and periodically seat 
abroad, as grand secrets and nos- 
troms, the following quotations are 
submitted from Leopard Mascal, 
who had the lionour to be employed 
by. King James !.-— ' In hound« 
and dogs which fall mad, the can^ 
is, that black cboler hath mastejiy 
in his body, which choler on^ 
roasted in them, throogh vebemeot 
heat, it overcometh the body, and 
maketh him to run mad. For the 
black choler, which is so strong, 
infecteth his brain, and so from 
thence goeth to all the other mem- 
bers, and maketh him venemous/ 
This is a literal transcription : here- 
after follows a medicinal list equally 
wonderful : — ' Also caiamint> the 
seed of wild tares, sea onions, wa- 
ter cresses, herbgrace, salt, artsto- 
lochia, nuts with roe, the roots of 
asperage and the seed, baUanmm, 
vinegar, and the milk of an ass, a

U ASTE and good speed do not 
always travel saccessrully to- 
gether ; which sage adage may help 
to account for my strange omis- 
sions, both of proprietors* names 
and of race^, in tbe list of High- 
flyer's performances J and that with 
the calendars spread npon the ta- 
ble before me, and in relation to a 
period of time When the transac- 
tions of the turf were most interest- 
ing and familiar to me. In order 
to make the best reparation in my 
power, and that the whole of High- 
flyer's performances may be seen 
at one view, I have imposed npon 
myself the task of re-passing over 
the whole of the ground.

REMARKS ON FOWLING PIECES. 



A New and improved edition (the 
eighth) has been published by 
Mr. Baker, the gun-maker of 
Whitechapel, of his *' Remarks ou 
Rifle Guns,*' in which he treats of 
loading, presenting, and taking 
aim, judging distances, casting 
balls, and many other subjects 
appertaining to the use of the rifle 
and fowling piece. The following 
are among the aathor*s remarks 
on fowling pieces : — 

^' In a preceding part of these 
' Remarks,' I have ptatedp tha,t, by 



way of experiment, I had tried va- 
rious lengths of barrels, with joints 
to be removed at pleasure; which 
have served rather for amosement 
than use : but after an experience 
which will juHtify an opinion found- 
ed on practice, I am assured the 
following will answer every pur- 
pose for field sports, and will do aft 
much execution as may reasonably 
be required. 

" i5ifl^/tf J8arr<?/.— Two feet 10 
inches, and 13 balls to the pounds 
weight, 31bs. 4 oz. ; for its load, 
2^ drams of powder, ^nd 2^ oz. of 
shot. 

" Ditto.— Two feet 10 inches, 
and 17 balls to the pound; weight, 
3lb8. ; for its load, 2 drams of 
powder, and 2 oz. of shot. 

"Ditto.— Two feet 8 inches, 
and 13 balls to the pound ; weight, 
31 bs. ;* of powder, 2 drams, and of 
shot, 2 oz. 

" Ditto. —Two feet 8 inches, 
and 17 balls to the pound; weight, 
21bs. 12 oz. ; of powder, 2 drams, 
and of shot, 2 oz. 

" The average weight of a sin- 
gle barrelled gun should be from 
Bibs, to 61bs. 4 oz. 

*' For wood or cover. — ^Two feet 
6 inches, or 2 feet 4 inches, of the 
preceding dimensions, I consider 
the best adapted for this amuse- 
ment. 

" Double Barrels,— Tv/o feet 8 
inches, and 18 balls to the pound; 
weight, 3lbs. 10 oz.; of pK>wder, 
1| dram, and of shot. If oz. 

*' Ditto.— Two feet 6 inches, 
and 18 balls to the pound; weight, 
31bs. 6 oz. j of powder. If dram, 
and of shot. If oz. 

'' Weight of gun, 61bs. 112 os. 

'' Ditto.— Two feet a inches, 
and 22 balls to the pound ; weight, 
3lbs.

** Frequent accidents occur with 
double barrelled guns; and as I 
am anxious to put every one on 
his guard, I will endeavour to point 
out in what manner they happen, 
and how to prevent them. It is a 
common occurrence, that gentle- 
men usually fire the right*haud bar- 
rel at a single bird ; and if another 
do not rise to discharge his left-^ 
hand barrel, he will continue to 
fi^ the same barrel for many hours. 
1m this case, the charge in the other 
barrel will become loose : and the 
same will occur with the right, if 
the left be fired first. When the 
&h(^ by this practice becomes loose, 
the air will find its way between 
the powder and shot, and there is 
then great danger of the barrel 
bursting. To prevent such catas- 
trophe, when you charge the barrel 
which Jias been fired, put your 
ramrod down the other, or loaded 
barrel, by which means both 
charges become solid, and no dan- 
gfer can accrue. By this method, 
however, I have known much 
trouble arise by carelessness : for 
example; having reloaded with 
powder the barrel fired off, many 
gentlemen, who are aware of the 
necessity of ramming down the 
charge in the other barrel, leave 
the rammer ^n the one while they 
pot the shot into the other-— and 
it sometimes happens, from hurry, 
or sotne other cause, that a few 
shots will fall into that barrel 
where the ramrpd remains quiet, 
and thus fix it so tight, that it is 
aot easy to remove it. In this case 
fbe piece must be turned upside 
down>, and the ramrod simtly 
moved, wlwo the shot so falSm in 



will come out. Of qourse the 
chaise of vshot in the other barrel 
will fall out too> as there is no 
wadding to prevent it I mention 
this last trifling loss of shot, as 
even that may be saved by turning 
the gun over into your hand. 1 
have also known barrels burst from 
the sportsman falling, or from get- 
ting dirt or snow in the muzzle*— 
in either of which cases the gun 
should never be fired until it has 
been carefully inspected for the for- 
mer, and perfectly cleaned from 
the latter.

" I do not wish to lay down the 
preceding as rules from which no 
deviation should be made under 
particular circumstances — I have 
detailed them rather as a guide for 
younger sportsmen. The experi- 
enced will be aware, that nothing 
but practice will give the average 
proportion of powder and shot to 
each fowling piece ; f^s. it is well 
know;n a. specific charge appor- 
tioned to one gun will not do for 
another.**

0*Leary soon 
began to exhibit symptoms of pi- 
ping, but it was more owing to the 
numerous heavy body blows he re- 
ceived from the left hand of the 
Gipsy, in close conduct, than bad 
condition. The Gipsy also adopt- 
ed the Gas-light Man's mode of 
fighting, in some instances, feeling 
6»rlhe nob of his opponent with 

his 
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lira left band^ and then administer* 
ing severe iHinishment with his^ 
right hand. One of the peepers^ 
of Gipsy was closed ; and he fought 
many rounds under great disadvan- 
tages. We are sorry to say that 
the blow which decided the battle 
proved fatal to CLeary. He was 
taken off the ground in a state of 
stupor, to the Cock Inn, at Sut- 
ton, where he expired about nine 
o'clock; he was bled, and there 
was no want of medical aid, but it 
was all to no purpose, as the blow 
caused a rupture of one of the ves- 
sels of the brain. — A verdict of 
Manslaughter was returned by the 
Coroner's Jury against Cooper. 



CONJURATION, A LA MODE DE 
LONDRES. 



QONJURATION is nearly as 
old as the creation, and no 
doubt mother Eve, obviously bom 
with her full share of irresistible 
female curiosity, would have con- 
soled a sage, had one existed, on 
the event of plucking the forbidden 
fruit; but unfortunately, no one 
was present but Adam, and he was 
no conjuror. The Magi of ancient 
Egypt were the highest reputed 
Gonjarors npon the whole earth, 
until their nnfortnnate competition 
with Moses, who, though he gave 
them so much weight, beat them all 
easily over the course. In fact, 
wise men and conjurors abounded 
throughout all antiquity, not to 
forget witches, of which there has 
been an unbroken succession, from 
the Witch of Endor to Grace Pitt 
of Ipswich, who exploded in 1744, 
leaving no other relics than her toe 
and finger nails, and a sample of 
her bones, and whose great grand- 
daoghter was a r«i/ wtieh at fif- 
teen, af we can voueh. Is it in 



nature, or possible, for the mo-' 
derns to neglect authorities ef sucl^ 
high antiquity? We shall presently 
see that no blame can attach to 
them on that score. All history^ 
confirms our verdict. To pass over 
foreign examples, and take a leap 
backward to the era of our civH 
wars^ Lilly, the almanack maker, 
astrologer and conjuror, was con- 
juror enough to butter his bread on 
both sides, and to raise a comforta- 
ble independence, on which to 
live and laugh at the credulity of 
mankind. He was consnlted by 
both parties. Charles I. was so 
weak as to h^ve recourse to the 
sortes Plrgiliance at Oxford (see 
Clarendon's History), and when 
the book opened with some lines of 
tremendous import, changed colour, 
and left the room under obvious 
embarrassment. That grave Mo- 
narch was even weak or orthodox 
enoudi to apply to Lilly for a peep 
into nitnrity, previously to hoisting 
the Royal standard at Nottingham. 
Nor was this sage custom confined 
to the enlightened nations of Eu- 
rope, for the voyagers on discovery 
had already discovered, among 
other notable discoveries, that the 
unenlightened heathen, whether of 
India or America, were not far be- 
hind their polite superiors in this 
important science. Witness But- 
ler, in his account of the magician 
Sidrophel, in Hudidroi — 

'' Your skillful Indian Ma^ndaa 
Makes but a hole in the earai to p — in. 
And straight resolves all Questions by % 
And seldom fails to bein Uie right." 

To come to our own times, the 
most magnificent Emperor of Chi- 
na, with his string of jaw-setting 
names, who has lately ''set out 
to dwell with the immortals,** ne- 
ver engaged in a war, made a pro- 
gress, built a temple, granted pep- 
mission for the drowning of a lew

tbouftand iafants, took a puke, a 
dose of salts, had an enema admi- 
nistered^ or swallowed a few grains 
of mercury on a particular occa- 
sioD» without consulting bis conju- 
rorS} of whom he kept a numerous 
and regular stud. To look at home^ 
the ladies of our old Court (bush ! 
not a word of the new) were too 
intelligent, and had too great a re- 
gard for precedent, to neglect the 
occult science, as is well ascertain- 
ed, and '^proved in print" by many 
authentic details of journies by 
moon and star-light, from St. 
Jameses to MoorHelds. Besides, 
modern ladies of all ranks, from 
the scullery upwards to the draw- 
ing-room, entertain an unconquer- 
able conviction of the existence of 
such a power as that of conjuring. 
The argument, *' why, he told such 
a person the truth,*' is unanswer- 
able^ and neither will the capri- 
cious scepticism of the nameless 
young woman be able to prevent 
casting of nativities or foretelling 
future events ; nor the rigour of a 
barbarous, cruel, heard-hearted, 
and unlearned Magistracy, with 
their whole host of myrmidons, 
who have ungenerously suspended 
the professional duties of Joseph 
DiKon, succeed, with all their Go- 
thic rage, in extinguishing the light 
of vatidnation. 

We conclude our article with 
the following statement, which the 
newspapers give from a police office 
in the Borough of Southwark :— 

Union Hall. — Thursday, Aug. 
16, a man, who gave his name Jo- 
seph Dixon, a professor of the black 
art, was brought up on a warrant

and then a scroll, and he occasion- 
ally appeared to compare his obser- 
vations thereon. At length, he 
rose with great dignity, and told 
her that she was born under a warm 
planet 5 but the complainant did 
not comprehend the nature of his 
discourse, being but ill versed in 
the planetary scheme. He next 
told her that when she was eight 
years old, she had had a fall of a 
very severe nature, and that her 
mother had a great deal of trouble 
with her. Of the latter she was 
unable to say much; but the fall 
she could not recollect, and had 
never heard the least mention of 
it. These doubts she accord- 
ingly ventured to mention to the 
seer, who at once silenced her with 
a controlling shake of the head, 
adding that he never yet was de- 
ceived in his calculations. Her 
confidence, however, was shaken, 
and a momentary pause ensued, 
during which the conjuror again 
explored the mystic scroll 3 on 
turning to her, his countenance be- 
spoke a discovery of some conse- 
quence, and taking hold of her hand, 
he asked, in a sepulchral tone, 
" Tell me, young woman, had you 
not an ofl^r of marriage ^hen you 
were twenty >** With the greatest 

vetne- 
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▼eneratioQ for the profondity of his 
knowledge^ she aamitted the deli- 
cate fact, and all her doubts were 
now vaDished^eveD to the fall at 
eight years old she was perfectly 
reconciled,' and no longer enter- 
tained a donbt of it. He next ad- 
ded, that she had experienced a 
ffreat deal of illness ; on which she 
began to charge her memory, and 
could immediately recollect nume- 
rous tooth-aches, colds, catarrhs, 
spasms, &c. He, however, con- 
soled her with the intimation, 
that, although she would encounter 
a yiolent fit of sickness at the age 
of 35, she would, nevertheless, be 
better off than ever she was before. 
He then closed the scroll, stating, 
that he conld'perceive nothing else 
of an ** eventful*' nature ; and the 
complainant^ highly gratified at the 
success of the business, offered him 
Kfeeoi 2s.. 6d.. but he demanded 
3s. which was cheerfully paid him. 
Still, however, there was a subject 
upon which t)iQ .oracle, had not 
touched, and which seemed sorely 
to grieve the credulous young wo- 
man^ lest it should form no part Of 
her destiny. Without, therefore, 
overstepping' the inodesty of her 
sex, she determined to make a last 
effort, and for that purpose she re- 
quested to know if he would, cast 
her nativity, and what he would 
charge for writing it out. His an- 
swer was 11.; but on her repre- 
senting that she was only a ser- 
vant, he consented to take 10s. 
The complainant had now no doubt 
that a husband awaited her, and she 
immediately paid the prisoner a 
sovereign, who returned her the 
change, at the same time desiring 
her to call on the Saturday follow- 
ing, at which time every thing 
would be ready. With this under- 
standing they parted mutually sa- 
tisfied. Next day^ the complain- 



ant having reflected on her adven- 
ture with the magician, began to 
think that her money had t)een 
very foolishly expended. She did 
nothing all day but repent of her 
folly, and at length she determined 
on sending one of her fellow ser- 
vants to the prisoner, . with are- 
quest to return the money, as she 
had changed her mind ; but this he 
was too wise to consent to. She 
called on him herself on the Satur- 
day, and proposed to let him have 
2s. out of the ten for his trouble, if 
he returned the other eight. He 
declared he had not so much about 
him, but she might take the pic- 
tures in his room (which were of 
no value) if ' she pleased, and if 
that did not satisfy her, she might 
do her worst. On the next Wed- 
nesday she called again, on which 
occasion he called Nathaniel Smith, 
the landlord, who turned her out of 
doors with considerable violence, 
threatening her with worse treat- 
ment if ever she came there 
again. 

The officers stated, that, in con- 
sequence of inf6rmation which they 
received from the prosecutrix, they 
proceeded with a warrant to the 
prisoner's residence, where, after 
considerable difficulty, they gained 
admission, add found the defend- 
ant in' the exercise of his profes- 
sipnai duties with two young ladies. 
At first he offered bribes, and then 
resistance, but the charm availed 
hini nothing; the speii was broken, 
and he was compelled to surrender. 
The officers then entered his sane- 
". turn sanctorum, a small anti-cham- 
ber, which they found full of in- 
struments generally nsed in the ca- 
balistic art. 

Mr. Chambers committed the 
conjuror as a rogue and vagabond, 
and ordered Smith, the landlord, to 
find bail for the assault.

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UNQUALIFIED PERSONS 

JTOT PE&VITTED TO KEEP 8F0RTIKj& 

BGOS. 

Action tried at Eaex Lent As$izesy Aug, $, 
before the Hon, Mr. Justice Burrou^. 

Hftyw^rd, Esq. qui tarn, v» Homer* 

nPHlS was an action upon the 
statal;^ of Anne^ against the 
^fendant, to recover a penalty of 
51. for keeping a dog for the par- 
pose of killinef game, not being duly 
quaiiiied. 

The plainliff^s case was con- 
ducted by Mr. Marryatt and Mr. 
Jessopp, and the defendant's by 
Mr. Gurney and Mr. Chitty. 

The plaintiff was stated to be a 

fentleman of landed propeity at 
[av^riU^ Essex, and the defendant 
a considerable landholder in his 
fieighbourhood, ia the parish of 
Steeple Bumpsted. The facts proved 
against the defendant were, that he 
kept a setter bitch and two pappy 
poioters in his hoase. A boat two 
years since he had used the «etter 
lor the purpose of killing game; 
but from that time to this there was 
j)o proof that he had ever used the 
dog, except for the parpose of tak« 
ing it out now and then for a little 
air and exercise. In other respects 
it was only used as a house-dog. 
The question was, whether the de- 
fendant was liable to a penalty for 
keeping a dog for the purpose of 
kiHiDg game > 

Mr. Gurney, for the defendant^ 
submitted that this was cieafly not 
a case within the statate. To 
bring the defendant within the pe- 
Bidties, it must be clearly shewn 
that he kept the dog with the intent 
to kill game. He referred to a case 
In the 15th East's Reports, where it 
was held by Lord EUenborough, 
under nearly similar circumstances, 
that a yoang dog kept |n the house, 
tkongh of a sporting breed, was not

sufficient to subject the party to 
the penalties of the statute. 

Mr. Justice Burrough thought it 
was a qaestion for the Jary, and 
said he was not aware that it had 
ever yet been distinctly decided, 
that a person who kept a sporting 
dog, though he did not actually use 
it for that purpose, was exempt 
from the penalty. The case refer- 
red to was distinguishable froib 
this, because there the dog was so 
yoang that it wonld have been use- 
less for the purpose of killing game j 
but here the dog was obviously a 
sporting dog, and, two years since, 
had been so used by the defendant. 
He could have sincerely wished, 
however, that the law would have 
enabled him to nonsuit the plain- 
tiff, for he had never heard of a 
more craei or unjustifiabie action 
on the Game Laws. 

Mr. Gnrney then went to the 
Jury, and put it to them in strong 
terms, whether the defendant had 
kept the dog with intent to kill 
game. He urged that the evidence 
in the cause completely negatived 
the intention. He animadverted 
upon the iniqaity of the action^ 
which strongly marked a spirit of 
oppFCSsion which, he hoped and be- 
lieved, was not prevalent amongst 
the gentry of the country towards 
their tenantry. If they believed 
that the defendant had not kept the 
dog for the purpose imputed, he 
was entitled to a verdict. He 
hoped the law of England was not 
yet so oppressive that a man might: 
not breed dogs either for sale or 
domestic uses, without subjecting 
himself to penalties. The Game 
Laws were written in sufficiently 
strong characters, and were already 
executed with a sufficient degree of 
rigour, without putting this addi- 
tional construction upon them, 
Which would render the situation 

Ff of 
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of a farmer under an oppressive 

Squire absolutely intolerable. 

Mr. Justice Burrough expressed 
extreme regret that this action bad 
been brought by a gentleman, de- 
scribed as a man of fortune and 
respectability, because he thought 
it one of the hardest that ever 
came to his knowledge ; but he 
was bound to tell the Jury, that 
a man who kept a sporting dog, 
though there was no proof of his 
having actually nsed it to destroy 
game, was liable' to a penalty. The 
same observation would not apply 
to the keeping a gun, because a 
gun was necessary to the defence 
of a man*s house : but there was 
' no occasion for a man keeping a 
sporting dog for that purpose. A 
common house dog would answer 
the same object equally well. If 
he was wrong in his ruling, the 
defendant would have an opportu- 
nity of correcting his judgment in 
the Court of King*s Bench, and 
with that view he would reserve 
the question, in order that the 
point might be finally settled. 

The Jury expressed great reluc- 
tance in finding a verdict for the 
plaintiff; but, in deference to his 
Lordship's opinion, in point of law, 
they felt themselves bound to find 
a verdict for the plaintiff — penalty,

SPORTING OVER THE YORK 
(ASSIZE) COURSE. 

Sir John Bayley the Judge, 

Breach of Promise of Marriage. — ^Davison 
». Wilson. 

j^R. Coltman opened the plead- 
ings. — The plaintiff, James 
Davison, asked compensation in 
damages for breach of promise of 
tnarriage by Rachel Wilson, - the 
defendant. The defendant denied 
that any promise had been given, 
and upofl that issue was joined. 



Mr. Scarlett. — ^He had to state 
to them the case opened by his 
learned friend. The plaintiff now 
applied to them for some reparation 
in damages for the loss he had sus- 
tained, in being deprived of a mar- 
riage which had been contracted, 
and from which he had reason to 
expect comfort and happiness. A 
celebrated writer who would be ad- 
mired as long as the English lan- 
guage lived, and whose observa- 
tions on life, manners, and humaa 
nature formed the sorest authority 
to which their attention could be 
directed — he meant Lord Bacon ^ 
this celebrated writer had «aid, that 
'^ a young man marries for a mis- 
tress; a middle-aged man for a 
companion ; an old man for a nurse.** 
This remark was authorised by the 
highest species of pliilosophy, and 
by the justest views of human na- 
ture. ** It is not good for man to 
be alooe.'* Solitude at any period 
of life was not good : we were made 
for society, and for communicating 
and enjoying pleasure or consola- 
tion by leciprocity of attention and 
kindness. He made these remarks, 
because he observed a smile upon 
some faces on account of the age of 
his client. He admitted that he 
was 68 ; and if at least' he could 
not provide himself with a nurse, 
on account of the defendant* s con- 
duct, he was entitled to damages, 
and must feel as sensibly as a 
younger man the loss he suffered. 
The defendant was sufficiently ad- 
vanced in life, to be answerable for 
her promises; she had attained to 
all the discretion which years en- 
sured; she was not a giddy, 
thoughtless, extravagant girl ; she 
was not of an age that would make 
her marriage with the plaintiff un- 
happy, as in many cases which oc- 
curred. She was a very steady, a 
very discreet, a very sensible lady, 

and 
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and of an age quite suitable for the 
plaintiff. Miss Wilson, he under- 
stood, was: sixty-four years of age. 
(The burst of laughter iufected the 
learned counsel himself, and oc- 
casioned a short pause in the love- 
story.) They saw how difficult it 
was to excite sympathy for love at 
this age. He wished he possessed 
the genius and the eloquence of a 
celebrated writer, a foreigner, who 
charmed all his readers by the de- 
scription of love at the age of sixty, 
or that he felt the genius and poetic 
fire of a great writer of our own age 
and country. Lord Byron, who had 
made the love of an old man of 
eighty the subject of a tragedy. 
The love which he had to state to 
the Jury, was one of the soberest 
views which the passion presented. 
But there was great advantage, 
after all, in aged love — in having , 
the comforts and advantages of a 
steady and matured union of senti- 
pients. A true friend was not to 
be found in any other state, if it was 
true that there was no real friend- 
ship but in perfect community of. 
interests. The plaintiff had been 
ori|pnally a sea-faring man, and by 
his distinguished gallantry on l^oard 
of a vessel which he commanded, 
he had raised himself to notice. 
He had been married, and had had 
a family, of whom some were now 
living. His wife had died in 1 805. 
Since that time he lived in Ayton, 
where the defendant lived with her 
father, mother^ and younger sister. 
The plaintiff's and defendant's fa- 
milies meeting, .in the same line of 
life, they became acquainted. From 
long acquaintance, Mr. Davison 
and Miss Wilson learned to esteem 
each other. When be became a 
widower, his visits were more fre- 
quent. She had then a brother, 
who was his particular friend,, 
but was now clcad. They thas 
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b6cam« extremely well acquaint- 
ed with each other, and cherish- 
ed the greatest mutual respect. 
-^At length, her father, her mo- 
ther, and her younger sister died, 
leaving her alone of the family. 
He (Mr. Scarlett) was able to 
shew, that before this period great 
intimacy and constant intercourse 
had subsisted, though there had 
been then no views of a matrimo- 
nial connexion, but of friendship 
only. But at that time the mutual 
attachment which had been so long 
increasing had taken a different 
turn. 8he was left desolate, not in 
fortune, for she had 10,0001. : but 
she was adone in life ; having lost 
her father, mother, brother, and 
sister. This gentleman continued 
to be one of her most intimate 
friends ^ in him she reposed confi- 
dence; him she consulted in the 
administration of her affairs. In 
this state she woold not find it in- 
convenient to have the affection 
and attachment of one who under- 
stood the world, and who could be 
of great use in managing her af- 
fairs. She, living alone in the 
house which her family had occu- 
pied, had resolved, from the ex- 
treme inconveniences of the house, 
which was old, and too large, to 
sell it. She quitted it, and took 
lodgings of a Mr. Williams, in Gis- 
brough, leaving the plaintiff to ar- 
range the various matters which 
she had to settle in Ayton. At 
this period he should begin to lay 
before them evidences of that con- 
tract, the breach of which was the 
ground of the present action, al- 
though he felt averse to expose the 
enlightened communications which 
were made upon this subject. She 
had actually made the plaintiff en- 
gage a house in order to live toge- 
ther in it as man and wife. How 
it was, then, that the union had 
F f 2 not 
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not; taken place wotild be shewn to 
them. He (Mr. Scarlett) did not 
mean to say that his client had 
been so abiiurd as to despise the 
additional comforts to be derived 
from a wife's fortune ; but her for- 
tune had not been his object. He 
had said — " With respect to for- 
tune, I ask not a farthing : settle 
it as you please, except what may 
be necessary for our living com- 
fortably." But as matters ap- 
proached a crisis, and after she 
had left the house at Ayton, he 
wrote her a letter, which the other 
party were now challenged to pro- 
duce, saying — " that she ought to 
communicate to Mr. and Mrs» 
Dodds her intention of changing 
her condition.** That was the 
cause of the present action, for 
they, one or both, had dissuaded 
her from fnlBUing her engagement. 
He would now lay before them the 
correspondence. They would not 
find in it the strong expressions of 
passion which a girl of 18 might 
be expected to use : bat the sober 
discretion and the prudence which 
were required in a wife predomi- 
nated. (The learned counsel here 
read extracts of several letters, in 
which the maiden lady made ar- 
rangements respecting her nephew, 
William Wilson^ an orphan/ and 
the mortgage of an estate, and 
from which the learned counsel in- 
ferred unbounded confidence in her 
plighted lover.) Her letter of 
Oct. 7, 1820, she directed him to 
burn. Why that caution ? What 
she wrote mtist have meaning in it, 
when so much caution was applied 
to it. In her letter of October 1 8, 
the first intimation of her intention 
to change her coMdition appeared. 
She avowed some views which she 
was unwilling to commit to paper. 
Those views were communicated 
at a personal interview. They 



could not be proved as thns com- 
municated, but' they could be in- 
ferred from other letters. In her 
letter of the 2d of December she 
v^rote — '* Time brings all things 
about.*' Just what a lady always 
said when the fixing of the day was 
proposed. Ask that it sboald be 
to-morrow? Impossible: but time 
brings all things about. " If it 

should be told to Mr. » it will 

make me quite unhappy." This 
must have been some jester, who 
would make her uncomfortable by 
his jest on the subject. " None of 
my relations would disapprove of 
it.** Let them observe that. Dis* 
approve of what > The directions 
for taking a house, the apprehen- 
sions of ridicule, the reference to 
time bringing about all things, that 
was clearly the wedding day : then 
the allusions to the month of May 
proved distinctly what step the 
lady meant to take. She directed 
that two cows would be sufficient. 
This was prudent attention. She 
further regretted that she had not 
been able to go to Ayton on a cer- 
tain day to drink tea, but she would 
go on a certain day for the electric 
fylng machine. (Here the learned 
counsel was interrupted with laugh- 
ter.) He would explain what this 
meant. Her young nephew was 
supposed to require electric shocks, 
and she would go to Ayton for the 
electrifying machine, and thus see 
Captain Davison, whom she had 
disappointed by not having kept 
her engagement in going to tea. 
This was a good excuse for going 
to Ayton. She had been invited 
by some friends to the York As- 
sizes. The Spring Assizes at York 
were pleasant. He understood that 
there were festivities on those oc- 
casions, of which persons partook 
who did not woi4c so hard ** as you 
and I;* May time, too, was ap-- 

proachiflg. 
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proachifig. That was the happy 
iDODth» which t]me> that brooght 
all thiogs aboaty was to bring. 
That was the month which the 
po«t celebrated as the month of 
marriage :-^

(Repeated bursts of laughter.) 

** Whenever you narry again^ gen- 
tlemen^ May is the proper time.** 
She intimates to her accepted lover 
that she was to be gay next week 
at York^ where 6he was to attend 
concerts and other amusements, 
suited to her prospects, and she 
directs him to take the intended 
house only for six years. This 
was extremely prudent and proper/ 
for the house might not be large 
enough in the course of six years. She 
approved of his advice to commu- 
nicate her intention to Mr. and 
Mrs. Dodds, because they were 
good religious persons,, and very 
friendly to her and her family. She 
next corresponded respecting her 
residence after her return from 
York till the merry month of May, 
and in one of her letters she wrote, 
*' I am very much watched here.** 
She felt inconvenience in writing 
her letters and getting them into 
the Post-office.

upon consulting Mr. and Mrs« 
Dodds a change of mind took place^ 
and she wrote a cold 'and donbtfol 
letter. He asked an explanation. 
She answered with the same cold- 
ness and reserve. This was no 
doubt the advice of respectable 
persons. He did not blame Mr. 
aild Mrs. Dodds ; every one had 
his own views of happiness. 

Mr. Justice Bayley. -— A very 
kind advice it was to prevent them 
from doing a very foolish thing. 

Mr. Scarlett. -*^ Another letter 
was written, intimating that the 
house would not be required, and 
this letter was subscribed *' your 
obedient servant, Richel Wilson.** 
(The former subscriptions had beeu 
" yours, sincerely, &c.") The Jury 
would see from those circom* 
stances the ground of complaint. 
She was most competent to judge 
for herself. There was a great 
deal of ffood feeling and good sense 
in the letters which he had refer* 
red to. If, then, the contract waa 
such as she had thought proper to 
make, and then to break, ought 
not some compensation to be made 
to the plaintiff > There were many 
reasons which might induce a man 
to look to marriage for happiness.. 
Looking up to a matrimonial sitna<* 
tion was surely a meritorious thing 
in any man. For the last fifteen 
years the plaintiff had been inti«^ 
mate with the defendant, and he 
was now thrown back on all the 
miseries of solitude. He was de* 
prived of the prospect which her 
promise had encouraged him to 
look to, and he lost a companion 
to support his old age. He would 
prove the promise from the letters 
of which he had read extracts. 

Mr. Justice Bayley.-— And the

— Gentlemen of the 
Jury, I accede to a proposition 
from my Lord to take t verdict for 
a very small sum, and proceed no 
further in this cause. I beg to 6ay 
that I did not mean to cast any re- 
flection on the lady. Persons nave 
a right to jodge what is most suit- 
able for themselves at every period 
of life) and though solemn pro- 
mises are not to be broken with 
impunity, yet, considering the ages 
of the parties, and their situation 
in life, I could not expect such da- 
mages from you as if they were 
younger, and there were more love 
and sentiment in their attachment. 

Mr. Raine.— 'I am very glad. 
Gentlemen, that this cause is put 
Hn end to. 



Mr. Justice Baylcy.— Twenty 
pounds is all in the circumstance 
.which I have thought the pladntiff 
entitled to. 

The Foreman. — ^That is as mudi 
as we should be disposed to give. 

Mr. Justice Bayley. — I am hap- 
py that we have the same under- 
standing on the subject. 

Verdict for the plaintiff— Da- 
mages, 201. 

The Court was extremely crowd- 
ed, especially with ladies, and we

SPORTING IN THE MIRACULOUS; 
OR, REVERIES oir the SAGA- 
CITY or ANIMALS and BIRDS. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine* 

8IK, 
^EING curioad in observing what 
foreigners write upon English 
manners and customs, and meet- 
ing with a work of the last century 
in the German language, under the 
alluring title of Miscellanea CurU 
Qsa, I observed that the author, af- 
ter noticing the common practice 
in some parts of the Continent of 
sending dogs on errands, mentions 
a sportsman who had a dog that 
had been taught to cover and lay 
the table. - Sometimes, when plac- 
ing spoons^ &c. if his master cried 
out, " Do you know who that is 
for ?*' he would change the article 
for one better adapted to the qua- 
lity of the guest. Several years 
aga» it seems to have been the 



custom to briog learned horses ta 
Leipsicy Dresden^ and other places, 
particularly from England. One 
horsCj brought from Italy, is said 
to have understood the German 
and the Italian languages. This 
horse would make his obedience to 
the company, stand as a sentinel, 
and point out the hour when he 
expected to be relieved) fetch wood 
to lay upon the iire, or fetch water 
in a bason to wash the hands ; se- 
lect the handsomest woman in 
com pan y, and make his obedience 
to her, &c. These actions, the 
author thought, could not have 
been performed by any animal to- 
tally devoid of the least spark of 
reason. After noticing a variety 
of instances of sagacity in animals 
generally known, the author refers 
to the feathered creation, and as- 
serts that it is commonly believed 
that the stork, previous to the 
breaking out of a fire, has left the 
place of her residence, with her 
young, particularly at Bergen, in 
Norway. In May, 1702, another 
instance, not less remarkable, was, 
that during one of the wars, when 
the Palatinate was over-run by the 
French, about three days before 
their army crossed the Rhine, the 
storks, as the public papers of that 
time testified, left the Palatinate, 
Spires, and Baden Durlacb, in suf- 
ficient time to escape the unusual 
devastations that followed that in- 
cursion. The same author relates 
* an anecdote of a parrot that was 
kept at Chelsea, in the house of 
the celebrated Sir Thomas More, 
Lord Chancellor of England under 
Henry VIII. Poll being often car- 
ried over the Thames, had fre- 
quently heard the watermen call 
out, *' a boat! a boat!*' and hap- 
pening once to fall into the water, 
immediately exclaimed, *' a boat ! 
a boat! twenty pounds for a boat.** 

The 
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The waterman that saved Poll, b 
'represepted as iiaviog been simple 
enough to apply to Sir -Thomas 
More, and plead her promise of a 
great reward: but the question 
being put to Poll, she exdaimed, 
" No, no ! give the knave a groat.** 
But, waiving these exaggerations, 
the offspring of credulity, it is cer- 
tain that there is almost an infinite 
variety in tjie notes and tones of 
various creatures on different oc- 
casions. The cry of the hen when 
she pruduces an egg, is different 
from that when she has hatched 
it 3 and that with which she calls 
her young brood together, may be 
distinguished from that which she 
uses to warn them of danger, as 
the approach of a hawk or a kite. 
Among the singular narrations 
of the inteliigence of the stork in 
Germany, one of tfa^m is calculated 
to favour the opinion that this bird 
during winter retires to the East 
Indies. It is commonly said that 
among the Dutch and Germans, 
who are fond of seeing these birds 
build in and about their houses, 
some have observed the storks, 
especially on their return, endea- 
vouring to give all possible notice 
of it by a noise they make resem- 
bling cooing. One of these, as 
his host approached to caress tiim, 
shaking his long neck, dropped him 
out a fine root of fresh ginger. 
Franzis in his Hktoria Animarmm, 
relates, that a woman sitting in# 
the fields, seeing a number of storks . 
fiying, observed a young one drop 
to the ground and break its leg, 
upon which, taking up the bird, 
and binding up the limb, the bird 
was soon able to fly again. But it 
happened in the following summer 
as this woman was nearly on the 
same spot, she again saw the same 
flight of storks, when one of them 
alighted close to her feet, and from 



its gullet emitted a precious stones 
as a token of gratitude to its beae^ 
factor, then resting Idr a short time 
upon the low roof of a cow hoase, 
the woman observed tlie fractare 
of the leg she had bound np the 
preceding summer. The third nar- 
ration that borders still more upon 
the marvellous, is said to have oc- 
curred in Italy, where a serpent 
had several times writhed up a tree 
to a stork's nest and devoured the 
yonug ones 5 but the third time 
that this was likely to have hap- 
pened, the stork who had been 
abroad, returned in company with 
another bird smaller than itself, 
but with a wonderfully long and 
sharp beak. As it seems to have 
been expected, soon after the stork 
had hatched her young, her old 
enemy the serpent made his way to 
the nest, when a most extraordi- 
nary conflict commenced 3 all the 
serpent's attempts to wind himself 
round his opponent were in vain, 
the strange bird continually sprung 
up in the air, and then descending 
plunged his sharp beak into his 
enemy, who at length had scarcely 
vigour enough left to draw its slow 
length along. The consequences 
to the bird from the poisonous em- 
braces of tne serpent was the loss 
of all its feathers. Perhaps it is 
unnecessary to add, that the strange 
bird was suffered to remain in the 
stork's nest till its feathers grew 
again, when the stork, and his little 
spirited ally, flew away together.

Trees whispered to 
each other above his head -, under 
his feet every daughter of Flora 
l^rooght back some interesting re« 
collection; and the very stones of 
the earth perpetuated the mater- 
nal sorrow of the unfortunate 
Niobe, whose beantifal and name- 
rous pr(M;eny had fallen a victim to 
the filial revenge of the powerful 
twins of Latona. 

One of these celebrated twins, 
either by accident, or yielding to 
some jealous disaffection, Diana, the 
virgin huntress, had killed — Cen- 
chrius, the darling son of Pirene, 
daughter of the river-god Achelous, 
so well known for his wrestling 
match with no meaner a prize- 
fighter than Hercules himself. — 
Some curious idea relating to agri- 
caltural pursuits, or other useful em- 
ployments, may lie concealed under 
this allegorical story, but we come 
too late to lift up the veil. How- 
ever, the disconsolate Pirene em- 
braced her son 3 and, pining by 
degrees — 

In a loft silver stream dissolved away. 
The silyer stream her tender sorrow keeps, 
For ever n^urmurs, and for ever weeps ; 
Still hears the name the hapless mother 

bore. 
And bathes the city where she shone 

before. • 

This fountain, naturally dear to 
fond mothers, who, after the loss of 
a beloved child, used '' to augment 
the waves with maternal tears,** f 
was pouring still its limpid stream 
at Corinth in the age of Pausanias, 
who wrote about 170 years after 
Christ, and may perhaps still be 
traced fretting among the ruins of 



that ancient and renowned dty. X 
The spring was consecrated to tbe 
Muses ', and in the delightful vales 
which it used to irrigate, Bellero- 
phon, preparing for his bold ex pe- 
dition against the dire ChimsBra, 
found the winged horse Pegasus 
sipping the cool beverage of its pel- 
lucid waters* 

It would be insulting the taste 
and discernment' of the beholder of 
the print which represents the 
above-stated mythological events 
if we were to point out the easy, 
pleasing, and elegant manner in 
which the dramatis persona are 
grouped. The dying Cenchrius, on 
the foreground, exhibits the most 
perfect loveliness of a young ar- 
cher, with his bow and arrow, just 
escaping from his languid grasp. 
The agonized mQther, stretched 
by him on the turf, clasps one of 
the boy*s hands with animated 
fondness, whilst the ** svelte'* and 
airy form of Diana vanishes away 
among the cra^y rocks and sha- 
dowy woods in the background. 
Every one will acknowledge, that 
the artists have made the most pos- 
sible of a subject which appears to 
have wanted their united skill %nd 
well-known abilities to become 
truly interesting.

WORMING OF DOGS. 



To the Editor of the Sporting Magazine, 
SIR 

VrOTWITSTANDING the deri- 
sion with which the worming 
of dogs has been assailed, and the 
voluminous reading that has been 
adduced to shew that the opera-

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tion cannot be productive of good, 
I mast humbly imagine that this 
species of areament admits of a 
somewhat similar refktation to that 
afforded to the philosopher's ela* 
borate harangue against moiian, by 
one of his auditors immediately 
rising up and walking'. 

It signifies little whether the 
part removed be a nerve wUhout 
life, or a toarm with, or whether 
the term worming be the most pro- 
per that could have been selected ^ 
stilly Sir, this sceptic, who insists 
upon a reason, in preference to cre- 
diting his eyes, declaims vehement- 
ly against the probability of the 
tnmonrs of the dog's tongue^ and 
quotes largely from Markfaam and 
Mascall, a doM of whose singular 
prescriptions it might not be amiss 
for him to follow, that he may be 
better prepared to digest the dic^ 
turn of Dr. Bracken, with whose 
declaration I^ however, presnme to 
dilfer ; for it has been within my 
opportunity to note^ with very 
painful anxiety, and with minute 
observation, the progress of mad- 
ness, in both wormed and unworm- 
ed dogs, and I venture to affirm, 
that there never was an instance 
of the latter, whose tongue swelled, 
or where the dog was not in a con- 
stant state of restlessness : on the 
other hand, in the former, the en- 
largement of the tongue hinders 
tlie teeth from doing mischief, in- 
dependently of the drowsiness 
which commences and increases 
with the disorder, and likewise con- 
tributes to render the dog harmless. 

With reference to the Medical 
Journal, which gives a whimsical 
surmise why the males among dogs 
are more peculiarly the suftrers, 
it may be remarked, that it is for- 
tunate this peculiarity does not 
extend itself into other parts of 
the anima* creation, a disaster not 



likely, indeed to befal the males, at 
least in this metropolis. 

Dr. Bracken, were he living, 
would not hazard his reputation in 
proving he had ever seen a mad 
dog, unwormed, with the tongue 
swollen ; whereas it is invariably 
the case when the worm is extract- 
ed. As to the authority of wormed 
dogs propagating rabies^ I much 
doubt it (the circumstances may 
by possibility have occurred, where 
* the worm has only been partially 
drawn out) : and my doubt is 
grounded, because, previous to that 
stage of the disease when the sa- 
liva can communicate it, the dog is 
totally disabled from inflicting any 
wound by which the virus can be 
conveyed.

Ifi this extend- 
ed diase, after so large an animal, 
and over so fine a scenting conn- 
try, where ao bomid requires the 
assistance of another to enable him 
to carry scent, it must necessarily 
happen, as it is almost impossible 
that any two hounds should be so 
exactly matched in speed and bot- 
tom as to run together, that they 
should Strang and run mute. The 
ordinary rate of a stag^hound over 
this flat, and open country being a 
mile in three nunutes, no horses 
can live by them, particularly when 
it is considered that they are fre- 
q«iently impeded by such ravines 
and deep ground as present them*^ 
pelves ufM>n the moor. The sportsr 
men then having kept the hounds 
in view a sufficient tinie, to ascer- 
tain the point to which the deer is 
OAaking, and being guided by slow 
and cast hounds, arrive at the water 
(to which the deer usually makes) 
shortly after the pack, and he is 
generally killed there, after beat- 
ing up and down it, frequently for 
an hoar. It happens, however, 
that when an old or cowardly deer 
is found, instead of facing the mopr^ 
he often strings the long range of 
' woods in its vicinity, where the 
stag- hounds, not being so capable 
of climbiDg hills and breaking thick 
fences as the fox-hounds, carry 
a head like a pack of harriers, and 
are equally free of their hn^ deep

It is with sorrow, however, that 
I now proceed to state that this 
unique and princely diversion is in" 
its wane; Exmoor has been lately 
disafforested by act of parliament; 
10,000 acres in the centre of this 
tract of land are inclosed by a high 
wall, which, altjiough it is topped 
by fhe deer and hounds, presents 
an insurmountable barrier to the 
horsemen, who are often obliged 
to ride two or three miles to a 
gate, while the chase perhaps leads 
in a contrary direction 3 and what 
is still worse, as the country is bet- 
ter cultivated, the farmers are 
more sensible of the damage done 
by the deer, and kill them without 
mercy, so that in a very few years 
it is probable that the race of them 
will here likewise be extinct. N<it 
a single warrantable stag was killed 
last year till after the period when 
old stag banters would not have 
thought of killing one, neither have 
the hounds been more fortunate 
during the present season. — I am>

T^O the lovers of natural history, 
every branch of it will afford 
instruction and amusement, and 
perhaps that of the amphibia not 
the least so; although many of 
them are ugly in their form and ve- 
nomous in their nature ; yet to in- 
vestigate their structure, habits^ 
and wonderful reproductive powers, 
is a source for curious examination 
and attention ; perhaps few amongst 
them have been regarded with more 
disgust and horror than the toad ; 
ugly in its shape (to a proverb) and 
reputed venomous in its nature, it 
was seldom seen without fear, or 
touched without terror, and these 
prejudices were nota little increased 
and strengthened by our immortal 
bard, who has used it in some of 

his incantations — 

'^ Toad that under the cold stone, 
" Days and nights hast thirty-one, 
« Swdter'd venom sleeping got, 
" Boil thou firsti'the charm'd pot ;" 
that when seen^ almost every hand 
was raised for its destruction, un- 
til Mr. Pennant very ably and hu- 
manely advocated its causd and re- 
stored to it its true natural charac- 
ter, that of being harmless and in- 
offensive ; he has also detailed its 
mode of life, its food (consisting 
chiefly of insects and worms) its 
manner of catching its prey, &c. &c. 
But having lately witnessed a cir- 
cumstance connected with its ha- 
bits, not noticed by him, or indeed 



by any author I have read on the 
subject, I will briefly relate it : — 
In the latter end of July, after ra- 
ther a moist day, between seven 
and eight o'clock in the evening, 
being in the garden, I heard several 
shrieks somewhat quickly repeated, 
and looking to discover what had 
occasioned them, observed a rnst- 
ling in a strawberry bed, and on 
going to see what it was, I found a 
toad had just seized a field moase, 
and the mouse had-got itself on the 
toad's back, scratching and biting 
to get released, but all its efforts 
seemed to give the toad no annoy- 
ance, for he kept his hold and him- 
self quite still, and as the strength 
of the mouse failed, he almost im- 
perceptibly drew part of it into his 
mouth, and by his sucking seemed 
to enjoy his victory j the mouse 
now appeared lifeless, and I con- 
tinued my observations until he 
had gorged much more than half 
the mouse, when I was suddenly 
called away, but returned in less 
than half an hour 5 the toad was 
then gone, and no remains of the 
mouse to be discovered. If you 
think the above will afford any 
amnseihent to your readers of na- 
tural history, by inserting it you 
will oblige a constant one.

R. Bullock, whose attachment 
to the study of natural his- 
tory is well known, has succeeded 
in bringing specimens of the rein- 
deer to Uiis country, which may 
perhaps lead to the colonization of 
onr mountain forestd with this in^ 
teresting animal. While on a tour 
in Norway he procured a herd of 
twenty, the whole of which were 
killed by eating a poisonous plant 
that grew upon a small island, on 
which they were placed for secu- 
rity previous to embarkation. He, 
however, was not to be driven from 



his object. He once more went 
into the interior, and bought ano- 
ther herd, twelve in number. These 
he not only succeeded in embark- 
ing in safety, but in bringing them 
alive and well to the Thames ; but 
it unluckily happened that the 
Custom-house officer, at Graves- 
end, did not feel himself authorised 
to allow the deer 'to be landed. 
Before application could be made 
to the proper authorities in Lon- 
don, the majority of the poor herd 
fell victitss to their confinement on 
ship board. They began to die 
very fast, and nine of the twelve 
were thus destroyed. The rem- 
nant saved, consisted of a male 
and female, and a male which has 
been cut. The latter is the cap- 
tain, and the largest of the ani- 
mals, being, we suppose, about ten 
hands high, and proportionally 
stout. The others are a hand or 
two lower. Their fur is astonish- 
ingly thick, very fine, and deli- 
cately soft and warm. The horns 
branch in a singular and beautiful 
manner, and are entirely covered 
with a short fur. Those of the fe- 
male form almost a perfect coronet, 
above a foot in height, and her 
head is of the most elegant shape. 
The captain's antlers are three in 
lengthy on one side branching 
from a single root, on the other 
having two . branches bending for^- 
wards over the nose, issuing from 
the head with the main branch.

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' £very oye wa$^ directed to the 
«ame focos, and the figures of the 
oombatants, as they came to the 
scratch, were strictly scrotiaized. 
A perfect stillness prevailed, and 
the boisteroas exclamations of the 
previoos half hour had completely 
Mibsided. 

RandaH nefer appeared to 
greater advantage. All the good 
e£bct8 of jndicioas training were 
apparent. His skin was dear and 
healthful, and his frame was in ex- 
cellent condition. The symmetry 
of his bust excited general admira* 
iion, and the moscular strength of 
his arms, neck, and shoulders bore 
testimony to his Herculanean qua- 
lities. The whole force of his 
body, in fact, seemed to be con- 
eeutrated above his waistband* 
He had a confident smile on his 
> coantenance, and viewed his anta- 
gonist with a sort of confidential 
iiMi ckalanee. 

Martin, too, was in excellent, 
condition, and, although not so 
well or so compactlv put together 
as Randall, yet challenged appro- 
bation.

There was a second fight be- 
tween the above men for a purse 
of fifty guineas.

'pHE Rev. John Campbell has 
brought from Africa the head 
of a Very smgular aniina)^ wbicb 
he describies as follows : — 

" The animal was killed by my 
Hotteptots in the Mashow conn- 
try, near the city of Mashow^ abent 
tw9 hundred miles N. E. of New 
LattakoOj to the westward of De- 
la^oa Bay. My Hottentots never 
having seen or heard of an animal 
with 6ne horn of so great a lengthy 
cot off its head, and brought (t 
bleeding to me upon the bade of an 
OX. From its great weight, and 
being about twelve hundred miles 
from the Cape of Good Hope, I 
Was obliged to reduce it by cutting 
off the under jaw. The H ottentots 
cut up the rest of the animal for 
Ibod, which, with the help of the 
patives, they brought on the backs 
of oxen to Mashow. The horn, 
which is nearly black, is exactly 
three €eet long, projecting from the 
forehead about nine, or ten inchea 
above the nose. From the nose to 
theears measured three feet. There 
i9 a small horny projection, Qf about 
eight inches, immediately behind 
the great horn, apparently designed 
for keeping fast or steady whatever 
U penetrated by the grea;t hprn« 
There is neither hair Qor wool on 
the skip, which is the colour of 
brown isnuff. The animal is well 
Imowh to the natives j it is a spe- 
cies of the rhinoceros, but if 1 may

eatieas, their defects, their powers, 
theircapabUities, their comparative 
exoeilendes, the nature of their 
breed, the casualties to which they 
are aubject, the proper method of 
breeding, of training, of bringiag 
them to an equality by 8uitat)le 
weights, the way in which they 
ahoold be rode in a race according 
to the peculiar qualities of each. 
In what part of or how a race was 
lost or won by jockeyship. He 
was aequainted with the pedigree 
of everv race-horse of celebrity 
that hao aopeared for the last sixty 
years, and could trace from bi«- 
mory the origin of their stock ia 
this country. He knew whieh was 
of the best blood and most suitable 
to breed from^ in short, his Infiw* 
matioD respecting horses was sucb 
as nerer was and never will be 
equalled. Wliile the late Mr. Piek* 
was compilhBg T%9 Turf Regi§$er, 
on the occurrence of every difB* 
eultv be was oansulted, and wilh^' 
out bis assistance it never would 
have been published} to him als^* 
was the late Mr. Bartholoman in* 
debted for bringing into nodcr 
ne ¥»rk Herald as a sporting pa^ 
per, and rendering it the flourish- 
ing concern that it was at the pe- 
riod of his death, a few ^pears sgo^ 
by giving to it his assistance in 
ftHmishing the sporting o6imni»i-^ 
cations: he also introduced the 
system of betting now commonly 
practised by cautious betters — that 
is, the system of betting rounder 
betting to book, as^it is called. H 

might 
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^^ naturally be expeeltd that 
by being ffirnisned wita these na« 
neroos advantages he was able to 
tnm them to good acoooat. By 
indostry and perseverance he ac^ 

Snired a Urge . fortune, which was 
issipated almost as fast as it was 
realized by his renderiog assistance 
to false friends, whose dope he be- 
came by too mnch credulity, and a 
too great facility of disposition. A 
real or pretended tale of embarrass- 
ment invariably excited his interest 
and compassion, and the cunning 
knave knew where to borrow mo- 
ney so long as Mr. Wardell had it. 
And there are those perhaps whose 
eye this will 'meet, and who, from 
under his pillow — his sick pillow 
too — ^have received his pocket 
book containing hundreds of untold 
money, from which they had been 
allowed to take what they wanted 
for their necessities j and there are 
those too who will shrink when 
told of them, that they have abused 
this goodness of heart, and the 
hundreds they have received have 
never been returned. In his spe- 
culations on the turf he was not 
less unfortunate than in his bona 
fide, transactions in meeting with 
persons who deceived and wronged 
him. For though his judgment led 
him to the right side, yet defaulters 
were always so numerous as to de- 
duct considerably from what be- 
came his due ; and on the last oc- 
casion of his interesting himself in 
a race, the defalcations of those he 
trusted were so many and so heavy 
that the fulfilment of the whole of 
his engagements was for a short 
period prolonged, and he ultimately 
left the turf in disgust. The cir- 
cumstance, however, of his not 
completing these engagements at 
the moment, had an immediate and 
visible effect on his mind and his 
health. His delicate and almost 



romantic sense of honour was not 
to be overcome, and the writer of 
this article does not. hesitate to af- 
firm that his disappointments have 
shortened his days. Let it be; 
however,' remembered, that & 
whole success he experienced on 
the turf was the result of strict ho- 
nour and integrity and judgment. 
He rejected all information that 
might have been communicated to 
him from the stables by boys, by 
grooms, by jockeys, OJ^.any descrip- 
tion of persons whatever, as to the 
condition of any horses that were 
about to run, or as to their compa- 
rative speed as ascertained in pri- 
vate trials. He ever complained of 
unfair practices of this Kind, and 
equally condemned the persons who 
would thus betray the interests of 
their employers, and those wIm 
would encourage them, and endea- 
vour to profit' by their misdeeds. 

Little need be said of his domes- 
tic life. The tears that accompany 
him to the grave abundantly shew 
how much he was respected, loved, 
and revered. His widow, we lament 
to say, is inconsolable ; his children 
are scarcely able to use that forti- 
tude which youth enables them to 
exert, and all his friends are strait 
with the suddenniBSS of the dreadfini 
event of his death, and grieve for 
him whose society they have lost. 
He was eccentric 'tis true, bat his 
eccentricities were of a harmless 
nature, and more frequently excit- 
ed pleasantry, than ridicule oi^ dis- 
gust. His temper was nataraliy 
sanguine and irascible, but what- 
ever way he shewed that nervous 
irritability to which he was subject, 
he shewed that his meaning was 

S»od— that hb heart was sincere, 
e possessed a degree of wiiat 
might consistently, be termed ms- 
tic frankness, which to strangers 
sometimes appeared unpleasant ; 

but 
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bat which to his iotimate friends 
became not only tolerable but agree- 
able. He was 61 years of age, and 
had been married 40 years within 
a few months.

SIR^ 

TN his interesting * History of Am- 
phibious Animals and Oviparous 
Reptiles/ La Cepede asserts that 
it is utterly impossible to ascertain 
positively to what extent the bulk 
of a subject of this class of beings 
may arrive, or its life be prolonged, 
if not crushed by some untoward 
accident. I remember that, when 
a young man, oa my travels through 
the northern provinces of France, 
I found, in. the year 1786, near St 
Peter' s-gate, at Amiens, in Picar- 
dy, and, with the help of a friend 
who accompanied me, killed on the 
spot, a toaa that measured about 
fifteen inches across, and about 
sixteen from the hindermostpart of 
his body. Not being provided with 
either offensive or defensive wea- 
pons, we stoned the (perhaps harm- 
less) crapaud with as much zeal as 
the good people of Babylon did the 
wicked accusers of Susan, after 
the cross-examination of Daniel. 

The size of this animal was cer- 
tiunly upon a very notable scale : 
bot to how diminutive and insig- 
nificant an entity did it not shrink . 
in onr recollection, when we view- 
ed the skins of the lizard And toad 
hanging in all the majesty of rag- 
gedness and decay upon one of the 
pillars in the church of the .Bene- 
dictine convent at St. Omer! — 
When fresh, they must have mea- 
sured the extraordinary proportion 
of four or five feet ; and the story 



(whether true or not) attached to 
these monstrous ejmvue was relat-. 
ed to us as follows : — 

The lay-brother, appointed cook 
to the convent, having found for 
some time the larder of the kitchen

However, there can be no doubt 
but light insects may for some time 
be suspended in the atmosphere, 
owing to the comparative weight of 
their bodies, which may be' fess 
than the air Wnich woiuif occupy 
their places.

A shower of small frogs and jost 
hatched toadsis not onfreqaent in 
the neighboarhood of Paris, about 
the months of Angnst and Septem- 
ber. ^ Daring my residence in that 
. country, how often, after taking an 
CFening walk in some of these 
'' prairies'* which Ariosto describes 
so sweetly —

did I return home with the brim 
of my hat swarming with many 
of these little animals, which were 
bopping about, and appeared as 
merry as grigs? They could not 
have climbed up my body, crawled 
upon my face, and by some '* sott- 
bresauf* (summerset) alighted on 
mv hat, and all this unknown to 
jne. Therefore I had the best 
reason possible to suppose that 
they had positively ^' dropped, as 
^ther adventurers, from the clouds.** 
•I am aware that there is a class or 
family of small frogs, which ascend 
the stems of trees and lodge in the 
branches, but I had passed under 
-no tree whatever; therefore this 
explanation of the fact could not be 
admissible, consequently I asked 
some of the inhabitants of the place 
what might be their opinion con- 
cerning this shower of frogs and 
toads. A wag answered that Pro- 
'Tidence, knowing how fond the 
. French are of fri^, had ordered it 
. 00 for their greater comfort 3 and 
that^ as there had beeiy showers of 
qnails in the desert for the Israel- 
ites, thus frogs descended in tribes 
from the skies in the evening, to 
snpply Frenchmen with a wished- 
for sapper. I laughed, but the ex- 
planation would not do. When we 
sat seriously upon the inquiry, I 
- found that the general opinion, held

dorvng the lapse of many ages, was, 
that the spawn of toads and frogs 
is composed of very small eggs, 
set, like beads, on a filmy sort of 
string, of the lightest we%ht ima- 
|;inable. ' This gossamer-hope of 
the amphibious republics floats upon 
the surface of undisturbed ponds 
and other stagnant waters. When 
the suu rises with all his estiyal 
power in the months above men- 
tioned, he pumps np part of the 
moisture of these damp places, and 
assumes with it the imperceptible 
progeny which it contains 3 the 
spawn being lighter than the exha- 
lations themselves. That wonder- 
ful steam-engine is at work the ear- 
liest part of the day ; the uncon- 
scious breed is lifted up into the 
clouds, and there, fostered and 
hatched, it " warps'* about as the 
wind directs ; and in the evening, 
their bulks becoming comparativ^y 
too heavy, they fall down by the 
same prindple as the thinnest clouds 
dissolve in large drops of rain and 
hail-stones in a summer storm.—* 
There is nothing extraordinary in 
all this 5 the whole agrees with the 
common laws of nature^ — ^attraction 
and gravitation — ^and if frogs and 
toads, and even snails, after an, 
aerostatic jaunt at the beginning 
of their lives, descend, and conde- 
scend to dwell humbly with us upon 
earth, it was as it ought to be. 
Unlike those upstarts^ whom we 
often meet in the various paths of 
life, they do not tread upon their 
inferiors, and hardly heave a sigh 
when trod upon . Poor things ! the 
cradle of their birth was gilt by the 
beams of the rising sun 3 they fall 
from the sphere of brightness and 
light 3 and they die unnoticed and 
unknown. Such has been the fate 
of many whom the frown of fortune 
hurled -rdown from the bowers of 
happiiless into the gloomy shades 
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#1 miierr. Jtet th^te 
are of too smots a cast for the 
Spotting MdgMsine, Let as re« 
lora to tl^e snails of Gloucester* 
shire, for py firm belief is, that 
they were " heayen-bom" geotl^ 
Men, and not, as soae bold writer 
has decided the question, the gro« 
veiling offsprings of the tarf peep- 
ing oat of their snbterraneoQS 
aimes, to breathe the ** fragrant** 
scent of the *^ fertile earth after 
soft showers." 

Foad of natural history from my 
earliest days, I seldom let an op- 
portunity escape when I thought I 
could learn something by my ob- 
servations. Several years ago, [ 
had placed in a thin glass bottle 
some flowers; of which I wanted to 
Mlow the nuptial process, or fruc- 
tification. In tt few days I found 
several spots scattered upon the 
inside of the glas» — I watchedthem 
narrowly, till a closer inspection in- 
duced me to believe that they were 
the eg^s of some being that had 
been accidentally inclosed in the 
bottle. The spots increased gra- 
didaliy iu size^ till they became 
■early as big as the head of a mi* 
nikin-pin. With the help of a 
magnifying glass I discovered a 
snail moving in the liquid of the 
egg, with the rudiments of his shell 
on his back. I saw even more than 
this — ^two young snails in the same 
egg, moving in a circular way, as if 
^aiimg each other. Now let as 
suppose that by some concurring 
icireanutaaces, of which, as of many 
s/di^r things, we are p^fbctly igno- 
rant, a coDsiderable number of those 
(Bggs had been deposited in a mea- 
dow, and pufeD^ped up with the damp 
by tlie powerful action of the solar 
heat, aad coUeet^ m that sort of 
syphon, or water spout, which we 
femork on those occasions; the 
coa^aeace wBI be, that those 



smdl animals, beilig hatdwdlnthr 
regions of the atmosphere among 
the clouds, must fall somewhere, 
and assume in their descent the 
appearanc? of a shower. T have 
not, as it happens, the i ensaiaing 
decades of Livy at hand, but I en- 
tertmn bo doubt that in oro of 
those articles, '' Prodigia,** winch 
begia or end the history of ^h 
consulate, he mentions some show- 
ers of the kind among those of 
blood, of stones, of nearly c^ery 
thing — for the workings of nature 
are the same at all times — ^and it is 
our Ignorance of primary causes 
which makes us call them " phe* 
nomena.** — I remain, &c. Z.

ROYAL VISIT TO THE CURRAGH 
OF KILBARE. 



11^ EVER was there a more poli- 
tic or better judged proceed- 
ing, thaothe late Royal visit to the 
sister kingdom } for although it 
may be urged that the warna and 
even enthusiastic eboUitioDS of loy- 
alty in the Irish, are merely attri- 
butable to the novelty of such a 
scene as the appearance of their 
King among them, and to the na^ 
turally warm and easily-excited 
passions of the people ^ and fur- 
ther, that nothing simply has result- 
ed, or is at all probable to resoft, 
on either the one side or the other, 
but passionate etternal homage and 
gratolatiOD, and the most gracious 
and conciliating return ; yet, take it 
at the lowest, it is a great poia^t 
gained to the Court, in a strong 
semblance^ at least, of popnlarity, 
in a part of the empire wherie that 
yaluable attribute was much want- 
^ ) and, as haaoften been said be- 
fore 
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To Geofge ibe FoBrth, a yoUry 
«f Ihe tncf of niaoy vean^ stand- 
iqc> aa invitation to . taat most ce- 
lebrated piece ot greea sward, the 
.Canragb, auperior even to the far- 
lamed P^ewmarket Uaelf^ for seuad- 
1199$ and elasticity, ai^d for its sur- 
ronndiog beaoties of yiew» was in- 
dispensible. On the side of the 
Monarch, the invitation was ac* 
cepted most gracioasly, and in a 
trbe 3portS(|ajm-like manner ^ and 
if the weather did not admit of 
pupcfi enjoyment, either with re- 
spect to the races, or the beautifal 
sprroonding scenery, the point aim- 
«d at was gained — the King visited 
the Cnrragh of Kildare, and it 
forms an epoch in Hibernian his- 
tory. Here, before we qnit the 
Jioyal presence, we can say a word 
or two of plain, downright English 
truth, which we apprehend has, 
at leaat^ a right to be deemed of 
^ual weight with Irish compli- 
ment. His Majesty when Prince, 
aad engaged deeply in turf specu- 
lations, it IS universally known, was 
one of the most punctual paymas- 
.ters of his turf debts ^ and more- 
over, it is yet strenuously insisted 
by old dud intellectual sportsmen, 
BotH itdstanding the decision of the 
the. Jockey Club, that on a cer- 
tain onfortjQuate and mistated oc- 
. casion, neither the proprietor nor 
fais jockey were justly implicated. 

The following are details of his 
JMijesty'a viiiit to the Corragh :-<— 

His Mi^sty having declared his 
determination, " wet or dry," to 
,|ktteiul the races at the Curra^ 
,¥e9terday, the preparations for the 
king's reception, and the definitive 
.Mrraagem^ats of the course, were 
i^anri^ on apon . a scale suitable to 
.^ ia^rest of the opqMion. Ad- 



ditional stakes were laid down to 
dose the race-ground in front of the 
stand-house, aad a very large siOe 
standard was planted on the roof, 
decorated witn the Royal arms^ 
among which the Irish harp ap- 
pearea with peculiar prominence. 
The furniture for the King's apart- 
ment at the extremity of the standf 
house was elegant and costly, and ~ 
refreshments of the rarest kind 
were abundantly provided in ad- 

i'oining apartments. The weather, 
lowever, paid no respect to per- 
sons ; the rain, which has poured 
incessantly since last Sunday, fell 
in torrents throughout the whole of 
yesterday morning, and the fine 
prospect which the locality of the 
Curragh affords, was on all sides 
dimmed by impenetrable haziness. 
This state of weather, which utterly 
ruined the ground for a race, dia 
not prevent multitudes from as- 
sembling on the spot at an early 
hour in the morning } it was one of 
those occasions in which the loose 
family great, coats of the peasantry, 
which are never from their backs 
except while in progress of here- 
ditary descent, looked to great ad- 
van ta^; but the comfort thus af- 
forded by such a bodily protection ' 
from the inclemency of the weather 
was singularly contrasted with the 
naked legs and feet of the poor 
fellows who wore the coats, and 
who were in that state wadiog 
through the mud with their wonted 
constitutional alacrity. The un- 
usual appearance of all the roads 
leading to the Curragh was also 
extremely interesting throughout 
the morning; in all directions tlie 
most mixed and motley groups were 
seen advancing: in one cpad troops 
of dragoons, in their full parade 
dress, were seen endeavouring to 
keep their places on the. road in 
military order^ but their line every 
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moment was broken in upon by 
jaunting cars, gingles, and gigs, en- 
deavouring to make way for gen- 
tlemen*s carriages with four and 
SIS horses each, which drove ra- 
pidly along the road, the owners 
being determined to take up an 
early position on the ground, heed- 
less of every obstruction. The 
equestrian groups were, as usual, 
numerous and violent in their 
movements; and the gay colours 
of the favours and medals worn by 
the gentlemen presented a lively 
contrast to the wettfess of their 
general dress, and the sombre 
.showers of mud which were thrown 
up on all sides upon them as they 
galloped along the roads. The 
eager curiosity of ladies had also 
mixed them with this unfavourable 
scene ; and the greater part being 
exposed to the inclemency of the 
weather, added to the cheerless 
coup diBil which was every where 
visible. The stand-house was filled 
by persons of the first rank and 
respectability; the terms of admis- 
sion made that place select, for a 
new subscriber of fifty guineas, 
was, we understood, only entitled 
to^ five tickets. All the advantages 
of elegance or uniformity of dress 
in so prominent a situation, were 
banished by the state of the wea- 
ther, and gentlemen and ladies, 
wrapped up in any manner, 
thronged the principal apartment of 
the stand-house (except the King*s) 
and balcony. The ground, which 
is chiefly a level plain of great ex- 
tent, was so deep from wetness, as 
to be almost impassable ; and the 
idea of .sport from the races^ 
was, under such discouraging cir- 
cumstances, early relinquished, it 
being pretty dear that the horse 
bearing the strongest, not the fleet- 
est characteri must be the winner. 
At a quarter before twelve o'clock 



the sounding of trumpets and bds^ 
tie among the military stationed on 
the ground notified the near ap- 
proach of his Majesty • in the dis- 
tance a plain travelling carriage 
and four was seen advancing with 
great rapi(Uty, attended by some 
lancers, but chiefly by a concourse 
of gentlemen on horseback, who 
seemed put to their quickest speed 
to keep up with the cavalcade. 
The King, who was in the carriage, 
had left the Phoenix-park at twenty 
minutes before nine o'clock, where 
he was joined by Colonel Talbot, 
the Messrs. Grattans, Mr. 0*Con- 
nell, and a number of gentlemen 
with banners and medals, who es- 
corted his Majesty, on the part of 
the county, to Cel bridge, where 
they were relieved by the Duke of 
Leinster and the Kildare gentle- 
men, who then conducted the King 
to the Curragh. His Majesty re- 
peatedly expressed his thanks to 
these gentlemen for their attention 
under all the discouraging circum- 
stances of the weather, and ex- 
pressed concern for their exposure 
to the heavy rain of the morning. 
The King was received along the 
road and on the Curragh by the 
loudest shouts*: many of the coun- 
try people had fixed upon a cavalry 
officer of portly appearance> who 
rode in front, as his Majesty, and 
could not easily be persuaded that 
the genUemen in plain blue clothes, 
with a red cape, who sat in the 
carriage, was the great object of 
their solicitude. A carriage pre- 
ceded his Majesty's, in which were 
Sir William Keppell, Sir William 
Congreve, and Colonel Quentin, in 
their full uniforms. The Duke of 
Montrose, Marqntsses of Graham 
and Conyngham, Lords Sidmonth, 
Burghersh, and several other per- 
sonages of distinction, chiefly in 
military uniforms, were also in the 
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stahd-hottse, QidioYieadBaentoxe- 
jtmve . his Majesty;. Mr. Denis 
Bowes Daly, and the. stewards of 
the coorse^ with ^eir wands, stood 
near them. As the King alighted, 
amiiitary band opon the roof of the 
sliaod-hoose, struck op, " God 
«avc the King." When his Ma- 
jesty was introduced into the ele- 
gant snite of apartments fitted np 
for his reception, he conversed in 
the most affable manner with the 
noblemen and gentlemen present, 
and repeated his regret at the un- 
favourable state of the weather. 
The King afterwards appeared at 
the windows, but though the shout- 
ing of the multitude was deafening, 
his Majesty was not easily recog- 
nized among the group similarly 
dressed in the Windsor uniform 
who surrounded him, as the win- 
dows were not opened at that 
time : they were, however, opened 
-subsequently, during an interval of 
less unfavourable weather, and his 
Majesty advanced alone to the 
front of the balcony, in the midst 
of the loudest acclamations from the 
assembled multitude. He repeat- 
^ly took off his bat, and bowed 
in return for these marks of popu- 
lar respect. The shout of the pea- 
•fiantry here is not uttered in that 
roand and exhilarating tone which 
tlistinguishes the e.pplause of large 
assemblies in England, but is com- 
paratively wer.k and shrill, and 
howling. His Majesty seemed to 
notice to Mr. Daly and the other 
Iriah gentlemen around him, with 
evident gratification, this reception 
from the Irish peasantry^ 

As soon as his Majesty had rest- 
ed a little, and been pat in posses- 
«ion of the business of the course, 
the arrangements for the racing 
were commenced. The first race 
was a loor-mile heat for a Sw^ep- 
i&takes of 200gs. p. p. and the 



Grid Chtp; th6. horses were> Mr, 
Daly's Rob Roy, Lord Sligo*s Lao« 
gar,dnd Mr.PrendeirgaM*s Ivanhoe, 
and the first won after a close 
straggle with the second. TeA 
horses afterwards ran for the Royal 
Stakes of 50gs. which were won 
by Mr. Watt*s St. Lawrence: and 
there was a third race between 
nine horses, which was won by Mr. 
Caldweirs Noble. There was also 
a challenge of the Royal Stakes, 
and one or two subsequent matches 
were made by some of the horses 
which had already run. The state 
of the ground, however, entirely 
prevented that sport which, under 
other circumstances, would have 
arisen from the known character of 
the horses, and equal . manner ia 
which I he matches were made. 

Whilst his Msljesty remained on 
the balcony he conversed a good 
while with Denis BowesDaly, Esq. 
whose horse, Rob Roy, had won 
the Gold Cup. The King several 
times pointed with his finger to ob- 
jects that seemed to attract his at- 
tention, and appeared to make 
many and anxious inquiries of 
Mr. Daly. 

After his Majesty had remained 
upon the balcony for about ten 
minutes, we heard his Grace the 
Duke of Leinster announce to him 
that the banquet was ready, when 
his Majesty again bowed .to the 
multitude, and retired to take re- 
freshment. 

The Banqvet. — Upon entering 
the banquetting-room, the King, in 
the most affable manner, took her 
Grace the Duchess of Leinster by 
the hand, and led her to the chair, 
placed on his Majesty's right hand, 
and requested she would be seat- 
ed. His Grace of Leinster and 
Lord Allen took .their stations ^ at 
the back of his Majesty's chair. 
The repast was, perhaps, one of 

the 
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4hi9 most flfdeiidid tiuitoia beow* 
ceived. 

Dorin^ the repMt^ die kdNs 
nrment mtinated to hit Grace of 
Leintiter that tskt wtahed to give 
Ilia 1iifaje8ty*8 health. Hit Grace, 
IB the name of the ladies, in- 
stantly proposed the King^s health, 
with /mr times /bifr-— the cheer* 
ing that followed this toast lasted 
for several minates. His Majesty 
•immediately rose, and said " He 
hoped they woald not think htm so 
vngallant as not to acknowledge 
the honour done him by their fair 
countrywomen/* and immediately 
proposed the health of *' The La- 
dies," which was drank in a bum- 
per. — ^After this toast his Majesty 
affain rose, and proposed the health 
of the noblemen and gentlemen 
stewards— and that of the gentle- 
men of the company present, w4io 
had that day contributed so much 
to his amusement. 

His Majesty's carriage was or- 
dered about three o*diock. Before 
the King entered it, he turned 
round to the Duke of Leinster, and 
taking him most cordially by the 
hand, shook it several times, and 
expressed at the same time the 
pleasure he derived from his e<- 
(Cursion, and was pleased again to 
say how ranch he approved of the 
arrangements that had been made. 

The King on his visit to the 
Curragh, presented a superb whip 
to the Duke of Leinster. On haad- 
Ing the whip to his €»race, his Ma- 
jesty turned to Captain Browne, 
the ranger, and was pleased to ex- 
press himself in the following gra- 
tions manner : — - 

" Mr. Browne, I intend this 
whip to be presented to the owner 
of the best horse in Ireland, weight 
for ace, and I wish you to fix the 
weights, and draw up an article 
according.to which it is to be run

Among other circomstances at- 
tending his Majeaty*s visit to tbe 
Curragh, the Duke of MoatrsMi 
Master of the Horse, expresses 
his approbation at tbe awnaer is 
which the course was kept ; asd 
observed, that he never witaesMd 
-a course sp well kept, nor one 
where so many . cburse-keepeii 
were dressed in bis Majesty's W 
ry. The dresses were aU new. Th^ 
»depiity-rangers were also moontedy 
-and dressed in. the King!s livery, 
and many persons conceived from 
tlie style in which they appesrejj; 
that they were his IdiiQesty's ows 
servants. 

After his Majesty quitted die 
banqnetting'room, the Stewardf^ 
ordered the tables ta beagain cor 
ver^d, to which almost eVery % 
spcctable person on the course was 
•invited, and from the . excellent ar- 
rangements made by them, the at- 
most han«my and regularity pre- 
. vailed.

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OUll irigeoHMM, but perhaps 
too authoritative ooiteepoMk 
eiity '* V. S/* has condemned m ft^^o, 
boUi with respeet to rationality 
and Qsefbl effect, the newly ihtro* 
duoed operation on the flexor ten^ 
dons of the horse, in the coininon 
iiffBOtions of those parts from ex-* 
cessive labour. Now althongh I 
agree with him in the bnilc of his 
argoments, and the probability of 
his concinsions on the subject, there 
is one grand and definitive arga<» 
ment, which I can neither answer " 
nor surmount 5 which is the fact of 
actoal cnre by the process deticrib- 
ed. The remaining qoestiom is, do 
we allow the all^;ed facts of the 
various cares by this new or newly- 
revived operation ? If we do not, 
we are stltt at issve on the ques- 
tion ; but if we are compelli^ by 
verity and fact, so to do, something 
more than a mere denial of assent 
in " V. 8/' IS absolutely necessary, 
in order to overthrow the actuality 
of the asserted cures. A horse b^ 
comes lame in the flexor tendon, 
and nseless ; the new operation is 
performed, and the horse is restor- 
ed to a state of soundness and use- 
falness. Overturn the fact, or al- 
low the cure. 

" V. S." has, liowever, in Uie 
(Bourse of the controversy, made 
sse of certain physiological or ra- 
tiiet anti-physiological dogmaia, of 
Isshiooabfe, but comparatively of a 
modem stamp, which plain nnlear*- 
ed oottmon sense, om the Cscnlties 
of the sight, tbe feeKng, and the 
tOtch, imperidttsly command me, 
wood I eDnedVe every rational bnng, 
nftprqadiced by systematic and 



rrofessionat-mottvesr, to disclaim, 
allude to the meiaaiieky or ior« 
fkUip of animal tendons, aia an* 
ctent fallacy, probably , first ren^* 
dered fashionable in the anatomi* 
eal schools, by the celebrated Hal>* 
ler. This matter, however, need 
not remain the subject of dispute^ 
and may be cut very short itk two 
modes — in the first, by the actnal 
j;>roof, which has long since been 
offered, of the utter Iklsehood of the 
posidon ; and secondly, by a refer* 
ence to the very common profes- 
sional practice 6f an hypothiesis 
or dogma utterly destitute of all • 
grounds of fact, received as such, 
purely by way of prop to a ne'ces^ 
sary system, which must otherwise 
have a fatal tumble to the ground. 
This is too well known in other 
systems, beside those embraci^ 
anatomy and physiology. 

To come to the point ; the elas- 
tidty of mnsculair fibres and of 
tendons, composed of those fibres, 
was not only assert^, but actually 
proved<--6trange that a proposition 
so self-evident should require proof 
-^by Mr. Lawrence, in his Pbiloso^ 
pbicaed and Practical Treatise on 
Horses, nearly thirty years since ; 
and notwithstanding tbe various 
remarka which have been made 
opoii that frequently styled eccen- 
tric work, no one has hitherto at- 
tempted to overthrow the position 
in dispute by any other mode than 
the ipse dioFti. The Veterinary 
College has adhered firmly throngb- 
ottt, to the doctrine of inelasticity^ 
and as an acgunct, which is laugh* 
able enough, many of the pupiis> 
hare declared that they have been^ 
forbiddett to read any of the op- 
posite arguments. 

To those who mav not have t&e 
book above relerrea t6, at hand, 
the followiog quotations are given 
as the snbiSanoe of the authoi^ 
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ai^nents. After stating the phy<> 
tiad opioioiit of Bri$9on, Tkemi" 
MM, of the Gontifieiital schools, abd 
others of our own, he observes—* 
'' St. Bel has gone farther, and 
entered into various reasonings (in 
which he was afterwards followed 
by his successor. Professor Cole- 
man) in svpport of this hypothe- 
sis, which might be easily enoogfa 
confuted in detail, bat that any 
tronble with the soperstrncture is 
totally unnecessary, since the foun- 
dation itself may be swept away 
with a few words (and an instant 
application to feet.) The tendons, 
to be capable of their muscular 
action, must necessarily be elastic^ 
In the first place, let any man 
make use of the ejptemor muscle 
of his leg, and extend, or point 
bis toe straight forward, upon the 
level of his knee, and then clap his 
finger upon the ^xor tendon, jnst 
above his heel, and he will find the 
said tendon relaxed and flexile 5 
let him then elevate his toe, and 
depress his heel, and he will, in an 
instant, feel the tendon firmly con- 
tracted, and comparatively hard as 
a bar of steel. The same thing 
precisely he will experience in the 
leg of a horse. 

** Farther, the dead tendons of a 
horse, and of every other animal, 
are elastic, until they have lost the 
quality by a total loss of moisture 5 
it is true, indeed, of elastic bodies, 
that to stretch them, may require 
a mechanic forice in proportion to 
their substance, for which reason 
there is a greater appearance of 
elasticity in a single .fibre, than in 
a large tendon composed of fibres, 
and thenee may have arisen the de- 
cepfion. That the tendo Achtl- 
les in a turkey is elastic, almost 
.every cook will vouch; and I can 
confirm their report, from a fresh 
drawn one nowlying upon my table.**

Nottingham won at the 
first innings 24 runs ; at the second, 
56 ; total, 80. la the first and only 
innings of the Leicestershire, they 
obtained 127 runs. 

DuEiiLiNO. — Wednesday, the 19th 
, September, a meeting took place at 
Coomb Wood, between Captain R — ^ 
belonging to a dragoon regiment sta- 
tioned near town, and Mr. K— ^-, 
a gentleman well known in the sport- 
ing circles. The cause of dispute 
arose in consequence of one of the

Ball extracted. 

A duel was fought in the neigh- 
bourhood of South Blvthe, in Not- 
tinghamshire, on Fri(fay morning, 
September 21, between Mr.P — ^r — r, 
« gentleman of fortune in Yorkshire, 
and a Captain S— n, in consequence 
of a dispute which originated in the 
"grand stand at Doncaster races, on 
Thursday. Mr. P— considered 
himself insulted by the Captain's 
conduct to a female relative under 
his care. The parties fired twice, 
and the second ball lodged in* the 
Captain's shoulder, and was not ex- 
tracted at the time ; he is understood 
to be in a dangerous state. — An ex- 
chanj^e of ^hots, which did no mis- 
chief also took place on the same 
morning, between a Mr. S- n and 
Mr. W— — 1, arising out of the same 
.dispute. 

On Friday, September 14, a duel 
was fought on Plum stead Common, 
near Woolwich, between Lieutenant 
B , of the Bioyal Artillery, and a 
Mr. C— — , a gentleman of respecta- 



bilitf ; after exchanging two shots 
each, Mr. C. was wounded by the 
ball of his antagonist going through 
the upper part of one thig^ and 
through the wrist of his leu hand. 
Lieutenant B. escaped with having 
the skin on his forehead rased 
by the ball of Mr. C. It is some- 
what femark able that on the first ex- 
change of shots, the balls came in 
contact with each other, and both of 
them fell about three feet from the 
feet of Mr. C. 

A Good Whip. — As the Subscrip- 
tion coach was coming from Ilmin- 
ter to Honiton lately, a covey of par- 
tridges sprung from the hedge-row, 
when the coachman* with great 
adroitness, killed a bird with his whip, 
and presented it to one of the pro- 
prietors. 

John C. Warsley, Esq. whilst ang- 
ling a short time ago in the Duke of 
Rutland's fishery near Newmarket, 
took, in six days, no less than one 
hundred and e^hty-three fine trout. 

A 8POBT8MAN this mouth killed 
six partridges at one shot, on the 
manor of Rumbolds Wyke, Esq. in 
Snssex. 

EXTRAORDINABT SwiMMlNO. «— 

Gibraltar y Augtut 14. — •* Mr. James 
Graham, a gentleman belonging to 
the garrison, undertook on the 8th 
instant to swim from Waterport- 
wharf to Algesiras, and to the asto- 
nishment of every body, reached to 
within musket shot of that town, in 
the space of f«>ur hours and a quar- 
ter, when be sot into one of the 
boai^ by which he was followed, com* 
plaining of nothing but excessive 
thirst. The distance in a straight 
line is about five miles and a half ; 
but as }/ir. Graham was forced out of 
it by the current almost every time 
that he lost sight of the house he 
was steering to, by swimming on his 
back, it is supposed that he may have 
swam altogether about eight miles. 
The feats of Leander, and of a noble 
poet of the present day, is boy's play 
to this." 

Arcbbry. — ^The Derbyshire bow- 
men held their annual meeting on 
the dOth of Auffust, at Kedleston Inn, 
a spot admiralHy adapted for the pur- 
pose.

•xoeUeot level for Uie tuvets, on one 
put of which a fine band of mnsic 
was stationed. The shooting com- 
menced at one o*dock, and the 
contest for the prizes was admira- 
ble. The ladies* prises were won 
by Miss Bent and Miss J. Gell; 
the gentlemen's, by the Rev. J. Hm't 
and Wm. Monday, Esq. The dresses. 
of both ladies and gentlemen dis- 
placed much taste and elegance, and 
excited the admiration of the nume- 
rous surrounding spectators. At five 
oVlock the bowmen and ladies par- 
took of an elegant dinner, and the 
company did not part until a late 
hotir. Amongst the splendid carriages 
on the ground were those of the Dnke 
of Devonshire^ the Earl of Harrington, 
Lord Scarsdale, Lord Kinnaird, and 
the Hiffh Sheriff. 

At the late races of Letterkenny, a 
most dreadful accident took place. 
One of the horsef bolted from the 
course, and struck tlown two men in 
the crowd ; in passing over them, he 
set his fore feet exactly on the wind- 
pipe of one man, who expired in- 
stantly; his hind feet struck the 
breast of another man so violently, 
that the ribs were separated all along 
on one side from the spine. It is 
thought he cannot survive. 

Thb Crossbill. — Great numbers 
of these curious and rare birds have 
been caught, on Lansdown and other 
downs in the vicinity of Bath, dur- 
ing the late summer, and exhibited 
in the market of that city for sale ; a 
circumstance which has excited consi- 
derable curiosity, as we believe few, 
if any, had been seen in these parts 
during the last twenty years. They 
are of various colours, some of a 
bright canary yellow, others a bril- 
liant crimson, and vary extremely in 
their plumage. The crossbill is ra- 
ther larger m size than a bullfinch; 
its feet resemble a parrot's ; its beak, 
which is thick and convex both ways, 
crosses in a singular manner near 
the poiat, from which circumstance 
It takes its name. There are two 
species of this bird, the greater and 



te lelscr eroesbill, bnt dw fonaer 
is little known. The latter it ^na- 
tive of Germany and Swltierlaiidy 
where it breeds as early as January, 
and feeds on the seeds of pines and 
firs. On the 3d instant a flock of 
these birds was seen near Wisteston, 
Herefordshire, and they have also 
been observed in other parts of the 
country. 

A BIRD of the eE^le kind, called 
the osnrey, was killed on Monday, 
Sept. 3, in Stoke's Bay, Devon, by 
Mr. Jeans, son of 'the Rev. Dr. 
Jeans, of %bam, now residing at 
that place, measuring, from the tip 
of the bill to the tip of the tail, two 
feet, and the expanse of the wings, 
^se feet nine inches ; the talons one 
inch, very crooked, sharp, and black, 
and the claws an inch and a half 
long. The bird is remarkably fat for 
one of the rapacious kind ; the legs 
are of immense size and strengu, 
and though both its wings were 
brokep, and hit in different parts of 
the body and head, yet no dog would 
venture in after it when it fell in the 
water. 

The gamekeeper of Charles Lyon, 
Esq. of WiHington, near Duriiam, 
has now in his possession a partridge 
which is completely yellow: it was 
caught about a month ago, and is 
now become domesticated. 

A OBNTLBMAN shooting grottsc on 
the hiOs of the Hon. W. Afoule, this 
month, discovered a eovey of young 
partridges, almost full grown, a con- 
siderable way in the Grampians, an- 
der the protection of a mnir-cock 
and hen. The old partridgea were 
not present. 

On Thursday, Sept. 13, a small 
land tortoise, in a lively and healthy 
state, was found by Thomas Knapton, 
4n a field belonging to Mr. Carr, 
^yer, in Hunslet-lane, Yorkshire, ad- 
joining the river Aire. 

Singular Seizure. — A few days 
since, Mrs. Prowse, who lives at 
Mount Edgecumbe Lodge, Devon, 
left a basket of live cockles outside 
the door, and on her return fonnd a 
robin, which had fiown into the bas- 
ket, vainly endeavouring to eeeape

Khchbg, 
of Oateside, Dttrham^ having occa- 
doti to call at the house of Mrs. Pot- 
ter, was foffowed as nsoal by \di fine 
old dog, who, while his Blaster wto 
transacting some basiness, thought 
there was no harm In indnlj^g him- 
self ht a quiet nap, on the hearth* 
rctg of the carpet. In the mean 
time Mr. K. left the house, and the 
animal at last missing his mastei*, 
immedtateU made fof the door, whidi 
had been closely shtrt, and at tf hich, 
aottidst the noise and bustle of a pobKc 
hia, he whined and scratched to no 
tim^se. Baffled in this attempt, hie 
next applied his teeth Co the beO, 
which he pulled so histflr, that be 
aetaally broke the cord, though not 
mktil he had alarmed the waiter, who 
Wonderhig at a call from a room in 
Wlrich there ttta no company, cau- 
tiously opened the door, and was of 
courte a good deal chagrined to find 
it was only a dojf that slunk past him, 
and that too without tendering the 
UNial gratuity. 

Spidebs. — The sexton of the 
church of 8t. Eustace, at Paris, 
amazied to find frequently a parlkni- 
kflampextinct early, and yet the oil 
consumed only, sat op sevc^ nij^hts 
to perceive the cause. At If^ngtb he 
discovered that a spider of surprising 
tUtc came down the cord to drmk the 
oiI.-^A still more extraordinary in- 
atance of the same kind occurred 
daring tbejear 1751, in the cathe- 
dral of M^n. A vast spider was 
observed there, which fed on the ml 
of the lamps. M. Morland, of the 
Academy of Sciences, has described 
this spider, and furnished a drawing 
of it. It weighed four pounds, and 
wiis sent' to me Emperor of Austria; 
and ift now in the Imperiid Museum 
at Vienna.
